The pieces 
of Charles and Jamts II, and paincu * 
larly the fine hdlf>tro\vns and faithings 
of Queen Anne, I.iy cla m to djRii^- 
guillud com/iitnd.Jion j and ilic vciy 
creditable coins r^f Gcoigc 1 , and ll, 
ihett that It was not till the reign of his 
preknt M .j fi), that out money ap- 
pt;ars in fuch bale fabricaitun. •It is 
now worfe tlian it has been for the lafl 
150 years; and every one niuR remaik, 
\at the guineas and fiiillings of our 
i‘oA grAcifu* foveitign do not difpl^y 
more chara£ler or relief than the thin 
pieces of dur older monarclis. 


It is true, our gold is kepi perfvflly 
up to its Raridard and purty; and rC 
may ptihaps l»e fdiu rhsr, from its ra- 
pid circu!ar«on, and fuquent rcrurns to 
the meiiing pot, its wrukiUdiifliip is of 
little confequence. Yet finely, Mr. 
Urban, as iilufirative of the Rate of rlje 
•Aric, .and foi the credit of the nation, 
and a% intereOing to tiie ciniofiiy of fu- 
ture times,, it moR foicJd* fleinaiids an 
irnpiovemcnt jn ihis lefpc^K Our fd- 
vei, however", is fo uo/n and defaced 
as ro be much below its Rindard value 
(a flii'ling heme: inti inlically worth htile 
111 re than Sf/. ) ; and, as ih.s is more 
fiat'cnary am(*ng us, and more confined 
to hoMit* circul ition, the bcauiv of its 
fabncarion ought to he an objedl of pub- 
lic conctin. 'In fuch a flate of dtpit- 
c anffi too, the fiivcr monev holds out 
a very firong temptation to the forger. 
Would It nor, tiierefore, be advifaLde in 
Grrvcrnmenr, even in a commercial 
view, to call in tl.is uorn-ont coin, and, 
in iiiiUation of King William, nTie out 
a general re coinage ? But, for God’s 
Rikt ! do nor let us have (uch pieces as 
ti c late fliillings of his moR gracious 
Maj»*Ry ; which, of ail coins 1 ever faw, 
are the moR aukuaid and inelegant. 
The copp>ei money might begitatly and 
eofilv' reformed by cies of fupcrior 
workmanlliip j and, Ind Mr. Boltcn's 
coinage t.iken plrite, as ilit pubhtk was 
led to expt^', from ilie veiy bcaiiii^ul 
fpecimen of his pnittni- hall pcnni , it 
would foon have put a flop to 
fic ex'-innns of the oilier Birmingham 
tn.inufiMiotrs. 

Jr IS not to he TuppoOd iliat any ob- 
fervarions will htivc after whai 

has been fo ably urged by Mr Pinker- 
ton, in his accurate and very iugmious 
Efiay o* Medals. But, if ever the at- 
tention of o-ir rulers fhou'd he awaken- 
ed to the lubjeft, the wliulc ddigii and 
execution of our coins ought 10 under- 
go a thorough reformation. The head 
Ihould be cxprclled in much holder re- 
lief, and in a moie eafy and porirait- 
likc form. Tiie aukward legend of 
initi'^1 letters fiiould be ahered to a more 
finiple title. And, in the name of all 
the Arts, let us endeavour to throw 
aw^y the unmeaning«iid infipid reverfe 
of ihe aims, inllead of them, let fomc 
4i.(loriCril lubjL£l be adopted, or elfe 
fofhe figure 01 device emblematic of our 
agriculture, commerce, or other na- 
tional charadferiAick. And might not 
the reverfe, 111 imitation of the moA va- 
lued claffical medals^ fomctimcs bear a

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bead in honour of any diftinmiiflied 
perfbna^e, who had b'^ nerited his coun- 
try by Ins patriotic archu vcmencs, his 
ingenuitvy or invention ? If fomc fuch 
improTe'incnis as thefe could be intro- 
duced, and a new coiiia^e be kept ifTu- 
ing eve'y three or foui years, or at 
nmre dilfant peiiocls, the leveric always 
reprefenting fooie public event or piil>'ic 
chander, our coins would go dr^v.* to 
pofteriry replete with all the hirtoricil 
^inforui^tioii and beauty which lender 
the mcdils of antiquity fuch objefts of 
releaich and tu lofiiy. It is in vani to 
fiy rhar artifts cuu d not be found ade- 
qurtetoluch invention and execution.

My Lords and Gentlemen, 

T^hough 1 have publicly and ingenu- 
ouflv arknowicdpcd, that I was once a 
member nC the fame Society with the 
gentleman who has brought me to an 
examination before this court, yet I beg 
, leave to offer a few remarks refpeCVing 
rr.y conduft, in order to obviate thofe 
mifconcep:ion.s which foioc pebple ihay 
derive fiom my concclhons. When I 
fiift jo i!cd thu Society, we calmly and 
modcratel V p'opoied ti> otfer our fenci- 
nients upon a Parliainectary Reform; 
we uifli-ecl to propofe oi>r opinions with 
the utrr.oH Ijy diy to his majefiy^'s perfoii 
and gfvernmear, and a rsfpcAful defe- 
renrv: to the wildom of the Parliaihent 'at 
that time affembled. We did not arro- 
gne 10 oujiclves the liberty of di6tating 
to r ur fuperiors; \vc only wilhed to 
propofo certain hints and conbderations 
for the maiuie deliberation of our re* 
prefcucatives, who, we were fenfible, 
were much .ibler judges of the proprie- 
ty of a political refoim.ition than our- 
(tlvcs, in confequence of their long cx- 
peiience, tbeir learning, and abilities. 
We fliru d iiivc thoui;ht it an inftance 
of conluminatc alfurance, if our Society, 
compoltd of country gentlemen, mer- 
ciiants, and traders of various dencimi- 
iiatioijs, iiad aitciDptcd 10 inftru6i 
fluciice the conJuA of men, who had 
been long verltd in p.^rliamentary dil- 
quifiti )n.s, and political wifdom.

We lonfidered, that a general cle6^ion 
ulually produces riots, drunkennefs, 
bribery, peijury, quarrelling, fighting, 
raitcour, and auiniofity, wherever us 
influence extends; that fathers, {^ro- 
thets, fons, and other relatidns, are 
frequently dividtd into oppofite panics, 
and from that moment become invete-

Mr. Sb.aw (caice ever 
fuffers a noun-lublluntive to llip through 
his hands without fadtlhng it with an 
epiihetj every feat is beautiful, every 
perfon admirable, every Iketch curious 
tmd ilcligbtful. This is quite the ftyle 
of modern Italian profe writers, who nc* 
ver mention even a pedlar, ora bookfellcr 
in his flail, at the fair of Ltipftg, hut 
tiiry add celehernmo or ehtanffifna to his 
r.mie oi announce a feflival in a country 
church, ljut ti'cv call it a famofo tempto, 
I confider ihis as a bad taftc, elp.ciallv 
in writers of Jhiftory. One of Gibbon’s 
fjuhs IS to fpin out And’fhackL his pe- 
r.ods with cpi’hets and pcriplirafcs. If 
ho meets Wi*.h Imitators of eminerce, 
our in.inly lain^uage will be Iqlt in 9 
wilder nefs of alfc^lation and ambiguity.

He was aware, that fuch rt their Loid-

Wifli what pi'orpe^ of lucQS^I^ 
cojld the war now be profecuted, when 
i»i .»luiinLr campaign, wich every ad- 
vantage on opr fide, with our pLop;e 
united at home in fuppo'rc of the war, 
when Toulon and tfte Welt Jnd|a Cedo- 
nicsof the enemy wee in our puibiiruvii, 
when wute numerous and 
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in force at La Vendee^ when Lyons was 
in the hands of infuigents^ and Mar- 
If.lles in a ft ate of infurreflion j when, 
with all thefe advantages, together with 
their Ftemilh and German’ fronc»er for- 
treffes being poli'tfltd by our Allies, we 
were not able not only to deprefs, but to 
do any thing deeillve agairfft France; 
what more could be e • pe^^ed, when the 
fituiiions of the two coiintnca were cc|m« 
pletcly and decidedly reverCed ?t Jle 
turned fmm the confequencdj with dread 
and horror; hut, when he heard it con- 
tended that fuch wrs.' not a defirable fitu*^ 
ation for pecre, he could rtV)t avoid in- 
dulging a degree of ridicule at fuch ab- 
furdity.

•^'be liul of Motion fpokcafCvv wi^rds

fuch menfurcs could not be adopted by a 
people poftelTed of the lead fenfe of ho-, 
nour, or w ho were not reduced to the 
lowed extremity of diflrcfs. 

Lord Hay (Earl of Kinnoul in Scot* 
land) took the fame fide of rhequcftion, 
an*! (poke with much warmth and lome 
efFc6l in fupport of the Adclrcls, and a- 
giCmft the Amendment. 

The Eail of Derby fupported the A- 
mendment at fome length. He (poke in 
pointed terms of difapprobanon of the 
condutl of Minifters, in involving this 
country in a war, wliicli at leaft, he 
laid, w'as unnoceftiry, and had, in its 
piogrefsand effefts brought the greattft 
calamities and diftitfs on the country.

ffor/f. Guardi, Jiin. 6. By difpatches re- 
ceived from Gen. Walmoileii and lieutenant-

G eorge Berkeley, ll. d. 

late prebendary of Canterbury, and 
chancellor of Brecknock, was the fe- 
cond fon of Georgt Berkeley, D, D.the 
celebrated bilhup of Cioyne, and of 
Arrc daughicr of John Forller, efq. 
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fpeaker of the Houfe of Commoni in 
Ireland. He was born in London^ 
1733, fomc months before h is father't 
confcfcration. During his earlier years 
his C)6nftitution was feeble, and his 
health unftable, which probably indu- 
ced the bifliop to keep him conflantly 
under his own eye, and give him ado- 
medic, rather than a public, education. 
Tn the epifcopal houfe at Cloyne he 
was indru^ied, not only in the ru- 
diments of literature, but in every ac- 
complilhment becoming a man of fa- 
Ihion ; and his parents, who were in 
all refpeffs worthy of each other, di- 
reffed his dudies and fuperintended the 
conduA of his tutors. 

The adiduous care of perfons fo emi- 
nently qualified 

to rear the tender thought. 

To teach the young idea how to flioot, 

To pour the frcfti inftru6lion o'er the mind. 
To breathe th* enlivening i'pirit, and to fix 
The gentrout purpoje in the glowing breaft, 
left him no reafon to regret that he had 
not been educated in a great fchoof. 
When, in his nineteenth year, he was 
admitted a dudent of Chrid-church, 
Oxford, he was univerfally acknovv- 
Jedged to be one of the mod accom- 
pli&ed young men in the univerfity. 
Attention had been paid to the cultiva- 
tion of his body as well as of his mind ; 
his manners were corrc6f, cafy, and in 
a high degree polidied; his dock of 
OreeK and Latin was not lefs than thac 
of the generality of his contemporaries ; 
and his 4tnowlcdge of the world was 
much greater. 

His father, who accompanied him to 
Oxford to complete the education wh'^.h 
he had fo fucccfsfully be{7un, died 
foddenly before he had redded many 
months in the place; but this ftroke, 
though heavy and in fome of its confe- 
quences irrepardhle, did not leave him 
deditute of parental indru^.b'on. llis 
mother long fuivivtd her hulband; and 
from Dr. S-ckcr, then bifhop of Ox» 
ford, he experienced the afi'c61ionate at- 
tention of a fecond father. It is not 
perhaps too much ro fay liiat in the 
houfe of this prelate, who had long ad- 
mired the tdlcnts and revered the vii cues 
bf the bilhop of Cloyne, he paffed fomc 
of the h.ippTfft hours of his life ; by 
him he was admitted into O'dcrs, and 
from him he received the higheft pre- 
ferment which he ever obtained in the 
church. 

His various prefermcntS|and the or- 


der in uliich they took place, are not 
difiiB6tly known to the writer of this 
abfiraff. After refidiJg the ufual timo 
in College, where he md fucccITively for 
hitf tutors two di(lr4uiilied prelates acf 
pre/enten the ben^, he was, at dilfer- 
cnil periods of h'A life, vicar of Bray 
anti Cockham ir/ihe diocefe of SalilbU- 
ry,iof Pcckha^l and Ticeherfi in that 
of ICanterbur/, re6lor of A^on and 
St. ■Clement Danes in the diocefe of 
Loi^on, chancellor of Brecknock in 
^*l)e diocefe of St. David I ‘bnd preben«< 
daiy of Canterbury. His c^du6l up- 
on being promoted to this la{l-menti<- 
oned dignity deferves to he noticed, aa 
it maiks the reflitude and benevolence' 
of his charafter. Though his patron 
had for many years been archbiihop, 
prior engagements had prevented hint 
till a fiiort time before his death from 
prefciring the fun of hTs m oft' re fpe il^ed 
friend in the metropolitical church* 
Seeker was too dtcent and too upright 
to prefer anv man from interefted Qio- 
tiveS ; but Dr. Berkeley had reafon ta 
believe, that, upon making him preben* 
dary of Caoterbifiry, he wifhed him to 
reiign the living of A6ion, which he 
knew would be beflowed upon a de« 
Terving clergyman whom his Grace wa« 
under fomc obligations |o ferve. The 
Do6tor was hardly inftalled when the 
Archbifliop d(..d ; but, notwiiliftanding 
this change of circumftances, he imme* 
diatcly 'refzgned hii living, though no 
promife to do fo had ever been aiked of 
him, and no fuch promife had been gi- 
ven. H'- did it from a piinciple of gra- 
titude to his bcncfa6lor, to whom, had 
he been alive, he knew thac the refig- 
nation would have been acceptable. 

In 1761 he married Mil's Frinftiam, 
•Idefl daughter of the Reverend Henry 
Frinfham, M. A. By this lady be 
had two Tons George Monck and George 
Robert, both of whom died before him* 
The youngeft did not live till he was 
full nine y^rars old ; the eldeft died at 
tlie age of twenty-nine. Both of them 
had much of the genius of their grand- 
father, whofe mciits as well as name 
the good Do£Voi hoped would be tranf- 
mijtcd down in the peribns of his pofle* 
r*ry. The lofs of ih.m both, which 
blafted their fond -expeflation, broke 
his fpirits, and fappcrl the foundation of 
his health ; and feeling himfelf alone, 
as it were, in the woild, he yielded bis 
mind a pain to grief. In this ftate of 
dreary dcfoUtion]^ his chief fupport, un-

der trialf the mofl affli&ing, arofe from 
piety, which in him was fervent with- 
out enthafiafm rand ferious without 
gjoom. Having confcience dot bur- 
dened with^«/7/, i*id knowing that the 
God whom he iervK^ is a being of pfr- 
U£t benevolence, hevelied with eorfi- 
dence on his mercy prevured by Chrjfll, 
and looked foiwaid to\hat bleffed flhte 
in which the tears (liall wiped fmm 
all faces, and where there fhali be ^lo 
more death, neither forrow, nor cryi(!ig, 
nor pain. ^ 

But, though piety was his fupport, he 
did not rcT^fe himfclf infeiior cenfola- 
tions. With a few friends, who were 
well acquainted with the various fources 
ol his afHi6lion, and by whom he 
W98 Terpv6led and ^-cloved, he dill con- 
tinued an occafional correfpondence ; 
and providence had, a (hort time before 
the death of his« eldeli Ton, lent to his 
relief a near relation, of a mind conge- 
nial to his own, who reliding in his 
neighbourhood laboured alfiduoufly to 
footh his forrows, and to extia6t evtry 
thorn from his breaH-. In the houle of 
this relation, who unremitted dili^ 
genee and [tnder ojftBton watched over 
him during a long and painful iilnefs, 
he breathed his lad on the i6th of Ja-^ 
nua^y, 1795, 

dying, as he hatHiTffr, an honour to his^ 
name and chara£ler. 

The perfon of Dr. Berl^ey was of the 
middle fize and well formed ; his face 
had (omeihing in it peculiar, but was 
handfome ; and his eye, which \vas un- 
commonly animated, beamed benignity 
on all around him. His manners and 
addrefs, before his domeflic affli&ions, 
were thofe of a man of falhion in the 
bed fenfe of the words \ and that parr of 
his charafter was, many years ago, 
portrayed by one who knew him well, 
in the following terms : “ Cynthio has 
added to his natural fenfe a thorough 
knowledge of the world ; by which he 
has attained that maderly eafe in beha- 
viour, and that graceful carelefsnefs of 
manner, that nobody,.! know, poffefles 
in fo high a degree. You may lee, chat 
Kis politenefs flows from Ibmcthing fu- 

J ierior to the iit:Ie forms of cuhom, 
rom a humane and benevolent heart 
dUc£ted by a judgement that always 
feizts wb^ar. is jolt and proper, and 
formed ilUb luch habitual good breed- 
ing, that no forced auention ever puts 
you in m>Dd, at the time, that Crnchro 
I taking pains to entertain you, though 
upon recollection you hnd him to be,

for that very reafdn, a man of (he com-' 
pleted politenefs.*’ 

In edimating his intelleCiual powders, 
and his acquirement in fcience and lite- 
rature, his character fuflers from being 
almoft unavoidably brought into com- 
parifon with that of his father. His 
mofl partial fi lends will readily admit 
that he had nor the bilhop’s profundity 
of mind, and that to mathematical and 
mctaphyfical fcience he was in a great 
degree a ftranger. He poflclfed, how- 
ever, a quicknefs of apprehenfion and a 
natural delicacy of tafle, which, bad 
they been diligently cultivated, would 
have given -kim a vci^ rel'peCtable flati- 
on in the republic of letters ; but he had 
an unconquerable indolence, and has 
often conftlfcd to one of his mofl inti- 
mate friends, ^hat at no period of his 
life was he capable of long and intenfe 
application. 

in one or two occafional fermons which 
he publilhed, ha has difplaycd a political 
fagacity which would do no diferedit to 
the pen of a flatefman; and the dangers 
which he appiehended fiom innervations 
in the State lubfequent events have fully 
realized. His principles were thofe of 
a Tory and High-churchman ; but he 
was a friend to univerfal toleration, and 
loved every individual of the human 
race. He had a very favourable opi- 
nion of the integrity of the Quakers, 
whom he always fpoke of as a fe£t of 
worthy, though miflaken, men. His 
benevolence was unbounded ; and the 
finccrity and ardour of his friendlhips 
fhewed that he pofleffed a hcai*u without 
guile. In the difeharge of his cccltfi- 
aflicat duties he w^as exemplary; and 
the attention which he paid to the va- 
rious waits of the poorer part of his 
flock proved that he was aCluaied by 
the pure Ipirit of Chnflianity. In a 
word, he was a dutiful fon, a kind huf- 
band, an affedlionate father, a fleady 
friend, a ufeful clergyman, and a loyal 
fubjefti and, however much he may 
liave fallen flioit of his father in eiudi- 
tion and mental capacity, he was cer- 
tainly equal in moral worth. To the 
one with the fame propriety as to the 
other m^y be applied the well-known 
line,

forhicr times. )o mathemattes, and

that ftudy, at well as in other branchea 
of learning, acc/efiaftics were then lu- 
perior to the laity. And though they 
might feldom take in hand a trowel or 
the chiffel, and this only for ftniibing 
the lighter and more elegant pieces of 
feuipcure, it is unqueftionable that they 
often ufed the pen and the pencil, and 
furveyed with fcientiftc eyes edifices 
that were conftmfiling on the plans they 
had formed. 

Very pertinent to this fubjeft is an 
obferration by Mr. Goftling, in his 
Canterbury Walk, (p. 25;. note.) It 
feems (he writes^ pretty remarkable, 
that within the compafs of an hundred 
years, there Ihouid have been fix priors 
who made architeflurc their ftudy, and 
of whofe tafte and ikiil we have many 
beautiful proofs at this time j but here 
the monks judged pcrfeftly right ; no- 
thing could do greater honour to the 
fociety, or lo well exprefs their zeal for 
the houfe of God, the keeping and 
adorning of which was fubjeft to iheir 
care, as chufing thofe to prefide over 
them, who were beft qualified to di- 
reft them in the difeharge of their 
truft. 

Should it be hinted that it is ereftiog 
and decorating of facred edifices which 
Mr. G. commends, and not the buil- 
ding of fortrelTet, it may be offered, in 
favour of William of Wykeham, that 
if be reared two caftles, 'fo had Gun- 
dulph before him, viz. for the firft 
King William, the whitetower, within 
the Tower of London ; and for his fon, 
the mafter keep of Rochejler, many 
years af(er he became B Ihop of that 
fee, and with the coneurrence of Arch- 
biihop Lanfranc. It is farther Uaied, 
as the mo:ive lor William Rufus’s be- 
ing advifed for this purpofe to employ 
Gandiliph, that he was vtiy intelligent 
and expert in mafonry (“ in onere ca»- 
mentariiplurimum feiensetefficax erat,** 
TexrurRofFenfis, p. 146.) 

In Mr. Carter’s propoled publication 
on Eugiiib Architefturc, he wi:l dcubc- 
leis examine and appreciate the talents 
of Gundulph in this line ; and though,

When the Athenians 
took up the caufe of the Lacedxmonians, 
who had fuffcT-d fo much in the brittle 
of Leuffra, he fent his fons to the Athe- 
nian aimy. One of them, Gryllus, lott 
his hfc at the battle of Mantinca \ and 
Xenophon himrdfdied loon after ai Co- 
ruth, advanced in yeais*. Lacitius 
adds, that Iftrus lays, he was both ha- 
nilhed and rc-cailcd by a decreec of Eu- 
bulus. An epij^ram on him by Laer- 
tius lets foiih, lliat, though Athens tx- 
pclltd him on account of his favour with 
Cvrus, he found a holpitable reception 
at Corinth ; where he palled his lime fo 
agre-“ably, th<»t he (pent the remainder of 
his I'.fe in that city. Xenophon hiinhlf 
lays, in his Hillory of* Greece, Vll. 
that, at tlie time of his entciiiig into en- 
gipcments witli Seurhas, fenteiice of l)a- 
nihirnent had not bc-n palfed againft him 
at Athens, Sec alCo Univ. Hilt. VII, 
5iCi Hutchinlon’s DilFeit. I. pp. 5,6, 
prefixed to his edition of the Cyiopaidia. 

On which of the two expeditions, that 
With Cyrus, or that with Agefilaus, fen- 
tence of baninmient was pronounced 
againlt him, is not determined. But he 
had by both incurred the dirpleafure of 
his feliow-cicizcns, who looked upon lum 
as not being wdl ali'effed to the inteiells 
of h u coumrv. He had not by his ac- 
tior s given anv marks of his enmity 
aga'i.ll iL , but it :s cciiain ebat lie wa^ a 
great admirtr of the bpartan manrers 
and eoniiitution, and had a very ind li>.- 
rent opinion of the Athenian Demo- 
cracy." bcanyan, Grecian Hiii. ii.

The endearments of connubial love, and 
donieftic ceconomy, would be magnified 
beyond conception; religion, winch al- 
lows all the pleafures of life as i\ir as 
ve can polfibly enjoy them with le^l 
latisfa£\ion, and without injury to our- 
feives and others, would yet improve 
^mongft US; that impatience of con- 
troul, which unhappily characterizes too 
many of our young men, and whi^h af- 
terwards grows laio lui bulence and k- 
ditioi), would be done away, and our 
happinefs as men and citizens would be 
complete.

He at- 
tacks him for the higheft depravation of 
fnorals, that of ** acting continually 
Bgainft his own conviflion." And I 
think it is impolTible to underftand this 
charge, applied and c'rcumftanced as it 
is, to be meant of weakiief's and tnde- 
cilion, or of any thing but a deliberate 
perverfion. 

Mr. Urban, it is but juliice to the il- 
luftrious dead, and to ilie intcieft which 
mankind has in the belief that genius 
and energy of mmd arc naturally allied 
to virtue, to hty, ih: t this allertion is 
not only without, but proof. 

The “difordcrly behaviour in col- 
lege’* is a vague charge. That it does 
not^ mean “vicious t>;ccffcs,’* in [the 
common impoit of that term, we have 
every reafon to be fatisfied. If it had, 
the induftry and violence of Ins adver- 
faries would have left us in no doubt. 

That It does not mean a repugnance 
to juft academic difcipline, we liave fi- 
milar reafon to believe. And, bclides, 
the early and conftant lludious habits of 
Milton would make h.m much rather 
the friend than the advei Ihry of this dif- 
C'pline. 1 1 is probably thereiore fomething 
which, if it could be alcertained, would 
be not difadvantageous to Milton, 
though it might be to the peilon wiih 
whofe condu6l he exprrUcs himfelf dif- 
fatisficd. 

On the, great queftion of Divorce 
there is no reafon to think he has writ- 
ten ag^Hinft conviCfion, but much the 
contrary. 

Whoever will read his Traffson that 
fuhje^.l, and they amply merit reading, 
will find, 1 think, flriking evidence of 
fiYicenty, and a rational veneration for 
Scripture. Henry VIll. is improperly 
introduced; there is no fimilanty of 
circumftances or conduct. The dilfa- 
tiS'fa£li€)ii of Milton was very juft and 
ferious ; and his reconciliation woithy 
of that heart which was ftill warm with 
the recolle£lion when he wrote thefe 
pathetic lines of his immortal poem : 

Soon his heart relented 
Toward her, fo late his joy and foie delight. 

That he calumniated Government is 
an hardy charge. He defended, with 
the ftroneeft reafon and eloquence, fhe 
liberty of the prefs^ the “bulwark of all 
our liberties j and, at the fame time, 
the Pharos which extends its benign 
light to guide mankind to philanthropy,

peace, and freedom; that liberty which 
has often faved us in the mid ft of dark- 
nefs aira error, and, I truft, will yet 
faye. He was the ftrenuous foe of 
abufes. But this is not to calumniate 
Government ; it is to guard Governi 
ment (if it will be guarded) againft 
reproach and ruin. 

To the reft of this charge nothing 
needs ty be replied, were it not that the 
part he took in our civil calamines is, 
wirh all the reft of his condu£l, spaded 
Vith the opprobrium of a^mg c ontin u-

A DISCOVERY having been acci-

fimp.c manner. Ten hawks were caught 
lafl autumn in a cage made upon the 
plan of the goldfinch trap cage, only 
larger. The bait that decoys tnem into 
the trap, is two or more fmall birds of 
any kind, but none better than the 
houfc fpTiTiuv, as they endure the 
wijth • better than ilie oiluis.

S HOULD tlie following account of a 
very whimlical cuftom which takes 
place annually on the 24th of December 
Bt the houfe of Sir — Holt, Bart, •of 
^00, juxu Biuiiiogham, appear new 


to you, Bfid worth in rerting, I ftafi beg 
the faTOor of you to give it a corner in 
your valuable Mifcellany. 

On this day, as foon as fupper is 
over, a table is fet in the hall ; on it is 
placed a brown loaf, with twenty filver 
threepences (luck on the top *of it, a 
tankard of ale, with pipes and tobacco; 
and the two oidefl fervants have chairs 
behind it, to fit in as judges, if ehey 
pleafe. The fteward brings the fer- 
vanti, both men and women, by one at 
a time, covered with a wmnow-fheet^ 
and lays their right hsnd on the l^f, 
expofing noother part of the body. The 
oldeft of the two jndges guclTes at the 
perfon by naming a name, then the 
younger judge, and, lallly, the oldeft 
again. If they hit upon the right name, 
the fteward le^ds the perfon back .“igain $ 
bur, if they do not, he takes off the win- 
now- flieet, and the perfon receives a 
threepence, makes low obcifance to the 
judges, but fpeaks not a word. When 
the fecond fervant was brought, the 
younger judge guelled Hid and third ; 
and this they did alternately, till al! the 
money was given away. Whatever fer- 
vant had not fltpt in the houle the pre- 
ceding night forfeited his light to the 
money. No account is given of the ori- 
gin of this ftiange cuftom, but it has 
been praflifed ever lince the family lived 
there. When the money is gone, the 
fervants have full liberty to drink, 
dance, fing, and go to bed when they 
pieale.

Liberality^ 
in the moit enlarged fenfe of the worJf 
was one of the many Ikining pans of Kiv 
chara£icr.

publiAed by him in tl»at language. Oa 
the work being compiertd, and an en- 
quiry made what compenfation Mr. 
Jones wifhed for his trouble, he cxprefslp 
declined a pecuniary one, and only re« 
c^eflcd to be admitted as a rrember of s 
literary focictyat Copenhagen, and thifl 
if^his Danifh Majefly fhould think that 
his fervices deferved any farther notice, 
he would be pleafed to make favourable 
meution*of him to his own Sovereign, 
and whichvliis Damfli majefly afterwards 
did in the handfomcll nunner under hia 
own hand. 

Another a£t of Liberality I have to 
mention is, that, when Sir W. Jones 
was appointed one of the Judges of tfao' 
fuprcnic court of judicature in India, he 
waited on the gentleman who had tranf- 
a£tcd the ofticial bufinefs of his pppoint- 
meat, and, afier paying for the fees o( 
oflice, and cvei y ufual charce, i iTercd 
him a bai k note as a compiifuent to 
jhunfelf, which indeed, 1 mull fay, wa* 
as lihcroiily refuled.

Indeed, I think that the above anecdotes 
not only prove that he was not of a mer-

any fadfitious or & 6 litioas reprefentaiion of 
that poet, but from a drawing, of the fame 
fize with the original, made in 17S6 by Mr. 
Humphry, from the only authentick por- 
trait now known, that which was formerly 
in the pofl'eftion of Sir William D'A^enant, 
and now belongs to the heir of chelate Duke 
of Chandos. 

Though Mr. Malone has already obtained 
feveml very curious and original materials 
for the life of Shakfpeare, he will be ex- 
tremely obliged by any further communica- 
tions on that fubje^. He has always thought 
that much information might be procured, 
illuftrative of U)e hiftory of this extraordi- 
nary man, if perfons polTelfed of ancient pa- 
pers would take the trouble to examine 
them, or permit others to pci ufe them ; and 
he has already pointed out the fources frdim 
wliich fuch information may probably be 
derived. Shakfpearc's grand-daughter, lady 
Rarnard, (the only child of Sufanna Hall,S 
died in Januai7, 1669. 70; and by her la(t 
will appointed her kinhnan Mr. Edward 
Kagley, citizen of London, her executor, 
and refiduary hgatee. This perfon, (who, 
it is believed, was not related to Shakfpeaic, 
butkinfman eillier to Sii John Barnard of 
Abingdon near Noitiiampton, or to the fa- 
mily of Hall or Nalh.) rnulldiave become 
pnffelTcd of all her coffers and cabinets, in 
winch undoubtedly wer^lkveral of her 
gi andfaiher’s papers. WI«n of where Mr. 
Bagicy died is uncei tain, no' will of his ha- 
ving been difcovered in the Prerogative of- 
fice, though fe.irch h.is been made tliere for 
fifty ye<ir5 fubfeqnent to 1670, to afcertairi 
thofe faffs, as w'»rt as the name of the 
fon to whom his eltedts defceiided. Blit, if 
any perfon be now living who derives any 
piopeity fiom the fa id Mr. Bagiev, he u 
requefted tu examine all fuch papers as have 
defeended ,tu him, witii the view already 
mentioned. 

On the death of Sir Jolin Barnard in 1 674 , 
aJminiftration of his effects liaving been 
giaiued to his- daughters (by a former wife) 
and their hufbands, and they being entitled 
under Lady Barnard’s w ill to keep pollellioti 
of the New-Place (Shakfpearc's hqufe bi 
Ctraifoid) for fix months after the death of 
5ir |ohn, fome of the Poet’s papers miglic 
have fallen into their hands.

may now be : and, if any defccndant of Mr. 
John Heminge be now living, he probably 
has, among the deeds and papers of his an- 
ccftor, Mr, Hcminge's account-books and ‘ 
theatrical contracts, which would throw 
much light on the hiftory of the llage at the 
per,^ when Shakfpeare lived. Mr* John 
Heminge died in Odlober 1630, leaving at 
lead one fon, WilIi.Tm, who died about the 
year 1650; and four married daughtcts;

From Stephen Eyre, tenth fon of Ro- 
heit and Joan de Pad Icy, defeend the 
Evres, of Haftopin Derhvihire; of whom 
Rowland Eyre, tfq. of Warkworth, in 
No. thamptonfKire, and owner of U-iirop, 
IS now the reprefenrative. The Eyres 
of Rowicr, in Dcrbyfliire ^hnfe heir 
general married to Clotwoitny Skeffing- 
ton, firfi earl of Maffareene, in Ireland), 
were a younger branch of the Eyres of 
HafTop. 

There were other fons of Robert Eyre 
and Joan de Padlev, who had iffuc, that 
lived 10 the ftate of gentlemen, in Dcr- 
b', (hire, Nottinghamfhire, and York- 
fiiiie, the heirs general of fome of whom 
married into re^e^aiile fainibes. 

All thele Eyres give for their arms 
Argeniton a ebivron Sable, three quatre^ 
Joils, Or, (the younger branches w.th 
diftinflioDs), and, tor their creft, an 
armed leg, as appears by their monu- 
ments and fials. 

The tradition i^i, that the Evres, of 
Eyvfe Court, in the county' of Galway, 
ja Ireland, were alfr> of this family ;

A few Aaiving vagrants in either can 
make no exceptions againft the general 
confent of nations; and as to thefe, it m&y 
he afleed, of the paradoxical travellers, 
who alTert the folecifinf whether they 
continued long enough with thefe ite- 
nerant tribes to be able to make their 
obfervations conclufive; and whether 
they were fuflficicntlv acquainted with 
their language and manners to determine 
the qdedion. « 

.«i^mong a people, too, in Tuch t fitua- 
ttR, their poverty and unfettled life are 
inadequate to coflly facriBces, and their 
time muH be chiefly fpent in I'earch of 
fubfiflence in war, or in hunting, adverfe 
to the a^eaiance of religious ceremo- 
nies. Ofreriogs, however, of fome kind 
or other, have been made in all ages and 
countries, to appeafe offended deity ; 
plants of myAical virtue, fruits, rough 
barley, before the invention of milns, 
libations of milk or of honey, were all 
the marks of gratitude, or means off^ex- 
piaiion, or of giving to their 

prayers that could be expected, in the 
firft needy frugal Aages of focicty, before 
extenfjve ftates were formed. When 
men were full maAers of natural liberty, 
uwreftrained l)y law or order, every one 
was king and pried in his own family^ 
The fitft offerings, wc have any account 
of, arc recorded in the Jewtfli fciiptuics, 
when tillage, and the keeping of Bocks, 
became the bufinefs of men, ^nd when 
we find the fruits of the earth, and cnc 
firAlings of the flock, offered up to G.kI, 
by Cain and by Abel ; and theie the flrff 
l^hs were dffered during the old Je\yifli 
MOUpmy, a pra^lice which feems co- 
eval, with focitty, ind fpread abroad, 
over the world, with the various emi- 
grant colonies from the original hive. 
Thus alfo the ctp^^odivia were offered, 
the befl and choicefl part of the fpoii^ 
/rom the cop of the hc^p before cliviflon. 
iTou will Bud, in Callimachus's hymn to 
))eIoSt that the inhabitants of every part 
of the globe, however conBned thrir 
notions were of g^'Ography, fent an of- 
fering of the firft fruits lo Delos, the fa- 
vourite ifle of Apollo and Di^na, ;who 
were particularly worfhiped th;re. A- 
mong the reft, our anceflors, the Hy- 
perboreans, had their fheit or (heaves of 
corn convtycd by two maidens in the 
bloom of ytjuth, who never returned to 
^heir owri country, but had divine ho- 
UOUTS paid them by the Deleans ; fo that 
^itcivyards the offering was annually lent 


from tribe to tribe, until it reached De^ 
los. The proceflion is thus deferibed by 
Paufanias. “ The Hyperboreans fent 
the holy offering to the i^rymafpij they 
to the IBdoneans, who conveyed it to 
the Scythians ; then to Sinope ; pntil the 
Athenians at length tranl'ported it to 
Delos. Apollo was a principal objeA of 
worihip among the Hyperboreans; and aa 
public and popuLirculloins, particularly 
thofe of religion, make imprelbons that 
will remain after the caufes which gave 
them birth are no more, lo you can trace 
out the old prafliccs and opinions of 
faith which have been long ago difear* 
ded) and, it is b/ no means improbable, 
that fome remains of this cuAom may 
All I be found in this Hvperborean coun- 
try ; where in every diflrift M/re ts ftiU 
to'he/^ei witlra rude (lone confecraied 
to CruugBcb, or Apollo. 

The nrfl who is done with his reaping 
fends a man ora maiden with a bundle 
of corn to his next neighbour, who hath 
not yet rraped down his harveft, who, 
when he hai Bniflied, difpatches to his 
own next neighbour, who is behind in 
hiS' work, and fo on, until the whole 
corns are cut down ♦. This (heaf is 
called the cripple goat, an Gaohbir 
Bbacaj^bf and is at prefent meant as a 
brag, or affront, to the farmer, for being 
more remifs or later than others in 
reaping the harveft, for which leafon the 
bearer of it muftinake as good a pair of 
httis, for fear of being ill ufwd for his 
indifcretion, as i e can. 

Whether the appellation o^crippte goat 
mav' have any the Itafl reference to the 
Apollonian altar of goats horns, [ (haU 
not pretend to determine. '' 

Curious fa£i relating to the •worjbip of 
Baal in Ireland. 

‘^Thelrilh have ever been worfliipers 
of Are, and of Btal, and are fo to this 
day. This is owing to the Roman Ca- 
iholicks, who have aitfully yielded to the 
fuperflitions of the natives, in order to 
^gain and keep up an eftahlifhm^iit, 
grafting Chriliianity upon Pagan rites. 

“ The chief feftival, in honour of the 
fun and Bre, is upon the aifl of June, 
when the fun arrives at the fummer fol- 
ftice, or rather begins its retrograde mo- 
tion. 1 was fo fortunate, in the fummer 
of 17^2, as to have my curioBty gratified 
by a Bgtit of this ceremony, to a very 

\ ^ This antient ciiftom is, to this day| 
faintly preferv^d all over Scotland ; 
what we call the corn-lady, or maiden 
ih a fmall packet of grain, which is hun^^ up 
yyhe^ tlie reapbrs h^ve finilhed. 
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preat extent of country. At the houfe 
where 1 was entertained, it was fold me, 
that we (hould fee, at midnight, the moft 
fin^uUr'fight in .Ireland, which was the 
lighting of fires in honour of the fun. 
Accordingly, exa6fly at midnight, the 
fires began to appear; and taking the 
advantage of going up to the leads of the 
houfe, which had a widely extended 
view, I faw on a radiuS of 30 mOes, all 
around, the fires burning on ev»‘rv emi- 
nence which rtic country' afforded. I 
had afarther fatisfa6tion in learning, from 
undoubted authority, thst the peo'^le 
danced round the fires, and at the ciofe 
went through the(e fires, and made their 
fons and daughters, together with their 
cattle, pafs through the fire; and the 
whole was ccjadui^led with religious fo- 
Umnity.** 

This account, Mr. Usbatn, is ex- 
ceedingly curious; and though I forbear 
the mention of names, I can venture to 
affure you that it is authentic.

On tbt Longevity of the Anti^nts. 

LETTER HI. 

Y OU may remember, Mi. Urban, 
that the Alfyrian or Bdbylonia^ 
empire was gfierwarda called thHtof the 
Medes and Perfi^ns. The Kings ^ 
Medea poUeifed the empiie for about 
the! Tpace of 300 years; during which 
|vhole period of time there werl^^nly 


nine kings, and two of them reigned 
half a century each. Thefe monarcht 
therefore, in point of longevity ap- 
prt^ched very near to thoff or thrt 
Babylonian empi'-e. Cyrus the Great 
(and ^I might add the Good) was 
the firfl of the Perfi.m kings: became 
to the crown rather late in life; yet h^ 
reigned 30 yeais, in great rranqoillitf 
and happmefs. The Medcan empire, 
heginn.ng with Cyius, and ending with 
Danui, whom f(>me biltorians caRCo* 
domannui, Jafted only S30 years; dii» 
ring which fliort period no lefs than 14 
kings reigned : the Jongeft reign did 
not exceed 40 years, and fohic f6w did 
not exceed 5, 6, or 7 years. Here ill 
ail amazing falling-off indeed I and not 
eufily to be accounted for, uniefa it may^ 
ih fonic rneafure, be fo from the luxu- 
rious and effeminate manners of the 
Perllan court. Perhaps the peaiantrf, 
who lived more abflemiouny, might be 
healthier, and live longer. For, it is e 
true obfervacinn, that the luxuries and 
the Tuperfluities of l^fe contribute more 
to Ihorten it than poverty itfelf, pnlcfs 
that poverty be in an^extreme degree. 
Bcfide>, according; to the Grecian hitlop 
rians, the Perfian men and women are 
fjid to be mofi beautiful in their pe**^ 
fyns ; and all naturaliAs, anatomifis^ 
and phyfiologifis affirm, that the moff 
beautiful animals of every fpecies enjojf 
the mofl hea'ch, vigour, and aflivity^ 
and in general live to the greateft age; 
and, though there are 110 exiting re* 
coids to prove the fa6t, I am ftrong'y 
inclined to believe, that the common 
people in Perfia were much more hea||h']^ 
andlived longer than the Satrapcf;<]r0|i« 
piioces; though tbe latter were falutrtd 
by the flaccereis in the fubhme fiyie of 
“ live tot ever.*’ So much for the Ion* 
geyicy of the inhabitants of Medea and 
Perfia, both temrperate and mild cli* 
mates. 1 have hitherto forgot to men- 
tion, that, in the annient empires of 
Aifyria, Bibylonia, Medea, and Per* 
hi, there wire very few phyrKians, or 
prafluioners of medicine of any forts 
and how far this circumfiance might or 
might nor contribute to health and Idn- 
geviTy, I leave to the gentlemen of the 
facu ty to determine ; and remain their

Upon the fuhje£f of the melancholy 
conicquences arifmg from pluralities and 
non-re(idence, I could add much from my 
ownexperie^ce to the, ubfervatioDSof £.

fo many pious and learned men, both in 
church and out of it, have, to their im- 
mortal honour, taken fo much pains ! 
and to revife and improve alfo the prayers 
of the church, not by dropping orthodox 
doflrines, beciufe they may be unfafliion- 
able, but by expunging every thing 
which may furnifh one with a juft 
ground of obje£|ing, or may tend to mif- 
lead another! Perfonal reformation, I 
hope, 1 fliould be happy to do a^ thing 
in my power to' promote in myfclf and

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any others, over whom I have any in- 
fljtncc; b»t national lefoniiation muft 
bs the woik of ihe Ick^ilUiuie ) it is in 
their power, anri in theirs only, to clFi6t 
ir, and every thin^ within the limits of 
human powtr ihey might effc(t>, had 
they a tiiff3nruion to it ; for there is no 
wancof abi'iiies in the Briiifli Senate.

It would be well if the circulation of 
ilitJe wcie altogether iiopped A quef- 
on likewrjt anlcs, not only whether 
he tradef'nian is liable to exchange 
ounterfeiis, but whether he is by law 


tempellable to exchange thofe, which he; 
has really iflued ; though the latter muSb 
one Should Aippofe be toleiably clear* 
if rt be confidered that thefe tokens are 
in fa£t promiSTory notes. Mofl of the 
tradefmen’s tokens ftruck between the 
years 1648 and 1672 were changeable 
by the tiwners. A few which carried 
their iotrinfic value needed not fuch a 
protnife; and the latter mode of making 
them of a fair and marketable weignt 
ought ^t this time to be the ^ue qua 
of their currency. The fan£lion of go- 
vernment to fuch a meafure would be 
the only means of preventing, or at 
ieaO; of checking* counterfeits* without 
which there would arife innumerable 
forgeries* by which the poor and igno- 
rant would be great fufferers. After 
all, a govei^ment copper coinage of in- 
trinfle value would be, the mofl fervice- 
abie to the people, and put an end to 
the frequest inconveniencUs that hap- 
pen from an obflru 61 ed circulation. S. £•

It Teems, the cuU 
ture is much the fame as vines in a vine- 
yard j the plants are kept low, or they 
would Toon run up to Teven or eight feet 
in height. In the fpace of four or five 
years, they mud be planted, anew, or 
the leaf will become thick, hard, and 
rough. The flower is wbjte, and m 
the form of a‘ rofe, compofed of 
leaves, which is fucceeded 'by a berry, 
in the iliape of a nut, a little moid, add 
of no bad rafle. 

As we have npt mufh difficulty in 
raifing thefe plants in our hot-houfet, 
it is CO be prefdmed, they would eaAly 
fucceed in other parse at well as in 
China; and at, from the latitude of 
our New South Wales fettlemeot, there 
is rcafon to think the climate equal to 
the Ktang tian mouniaMi, it furely 
would be worth while to havnthe ex- 
periment made there j ,.fown- 

ed with fuccefs, would be attended with 
advantages coo obvious to be mention- 
ed. China and Sydney are not fo very 
diflanc buc*plants might be carried 
with fafety from one to the other; and 
there are many trees, in this ancient and 
extenfive empire, which feem worth 
tr.infplanting into our Southern cotHny. 

Some of your correfpondenis poflibly 
may be able 10 throw light on tins (ub- 
jc£t, particularly chofe who were in the 
luice of the late Chinel'e embaify, and 
it certainly is deferving of being at- 
tended tO( for, if Sydney be too cold, 
there can be little doubt that a fpoc* 
might be found in the extenfive coatl o{^ 
New South Wales, where the te.i»fhrub 
could be rendered as productive as in 
China.

Peer- 
ages j nor do they, hke the Cominittee 
who fuinifiied the Report, look up to 
paity connexions, or indulge themfclves 
with party expe6lations. I have gone 
more at length into this argument, faid 
Mr. FoXt than I intended, as all thofe 
will do who feci deeply and warmly for 
the ConlHtution. Remember, that the 
profecucors maintained as advocates men 


who pofTelTed the authority of Judges. 
Had not the charges failed, wc might 
have given a date to the exiftence of 
o«r civil liberty by trials by analogy* 
If it be really the intention of Miniifers 
tocontinue the lufpenfion of the Habeas 
Corpus a^, it is plain to fee that theie 
IS nothing too defpcraie for their ambi- 
tion. When the day comes, concluded 
Mr, Foxt fubjeit will, I hope, be 
properly difcuircd j in the mean time, I 
jihall give my vote for the repeal #f the 
a£f of Jalf feifion ; and I confidcr the 
Houfc and my country greatly obliged 
to my friend for his endeavours to ob- 
tain it. 

Mr. Serjeant A^air conceived himfclf 
alluded to in (omc of the remarks that 
fell from the tail fpeaker. He was iKdd 
to £*y, that whatever dbftrines or opi- 
nions he delivered' and maintained 
were the refult of clofe examination and 
intimate convi£iion ; that he fcorned to 
mitigate or conceal them, but that, as a 
Iav|t)tr and a man, he candidly and con- 
fidently avowe-d them, and that, were he 
capable of aftiing otherwife, he would 
deem It a difgr.^ce to the profelfion 10 
which he had the honour to belong. 

^ Mr. Fitly Mr. FoXy and Mr. ShertJan^

The nominal motion on Clandefiine 
Outlaws was lead a third time, and 
earned. 

Ml. Shericianlhtn moved an inquiry 
into the nomination of a third Secretary 
of Sttte, an office which, he laid, was 
8b«»lifhed and fiipprefi'cd by an aft of 
P.^rliamenr, com.'urnly cnlled Mr. 
Ruike’s Bill. He here indulged in a 
firam of wit and raillery on the fnnpli- 
c'ty and dilintereflednefs of the right 
hon fecietary, whom he iiyied the po- 
litical Aicides, who, in fpite of the vi- 
gour of his liabir, and peVfeverance df

The negociation of the States of 
Holland he judged unworthy of %oy 
comment. However anxious he night 
be for pence, he would be lorry chat ic 
was concluded on terms incompatible 
withThe lecurity of the courvtryj and the 
fafety of other nations^ The refources 
of France are in s (late of the moA rapid 
decline, wherc«k our coruiucrce and ma- 


nura£fures are in unexampled ftate of 
profperity. If ever this country fuhmit 
T,i treat with the picfent rulers of Fi?ncc, 
he laid, arlieu, to the glory of ihefe king- 
doms. He concluded by moving an ad- 
drefs, the echo of tlie Ipccch. 

Mr. Canning i'econded the addrefs. 
Whatever clifFcrcnce of opinion there may 
be on fome political qucllions, there are 
fomc poinis in his Majcify’s Speech, up- 
on which there can be no difference in 
dtcifion. There ate othtr points on 
which I trull a diffeiehce will not mani- 
fefl itfclf to-niglu. Au immediate and 
bonourahle peace are ideas which cannot 
be eiihjy rfconciled. He referred to the 
dccifion of former Seflions, in which the 
ntcclTuv of th<? waVj and the expediency 
of ptiftrting in it, had been frequently 
decreed ; and '^from that time circum- 
Hanctb arc not fo much changed as to in- 
duce a change in refolution. He wa far 
indeed from dtnvirg, that fome circuin- 
fUners were inatciially altered from the 
rinng of lafl Selfion. But thefe involved 
no degree of culpability on the Managers 
of the war. He faw the reverfts in the 
derdi^lion of our allies, and in thjiMinpa- 
lalltlcd cxeri ons of our enemies. He Uid 
he fliouUl not be lurprized, though ic be 
infilled on that atl the calami. les were 
foretold. It is mod true, it was foittold, 
that our Allies would forf^kc os, and 
tint jtbe enemy would rnnke unexampled 
cffoils; hut it is not difficult to predict 
evil, and when the predictions lire juHi- 
hed by the event, it atfbrds matter of 
eafy tiiumph. We aUo hare had our 
prediclions. which alio have been ful- 
filled. 

When the Republic came forward to 
public view with Coloird ftrengih, with 
one hand grasping the ircafurc and the 
property of the nation^ and with the 
other fliedding the blood of its citizens, 
we predicted that it would dilTolve in 
anarchy. The prefent fyfiem, which is 
called a f)flem of Moderaiilm, difftis 
fre m [scobinifm only in powci . It re- 
tains all the hoflile and diabolical princi* 
pies which made the foimer dctefiablc ; 
and ti has loft all the energy winch ren- 
dered if peimanenc. The expenditure of 
France, fince the commencement of the 
war, has amounted to the enormous fum 
of izO.ooOfOool flerling annually, and 
this has been raifed by rapacity and ex- 
toftion. The value of Aft^gnats has 
been raifed beyond the ufual rate, and 
puichafcable commodities have been 
lowered fii iheir price. Ic follows, that 
the iyftem of Moderatifm^ by reducing 

I heir 
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their Aflignats, and ralfing the pricf of 
provifions to their ancient ftandard, muft 
dioiiniili the refources of th6 kingdom. 

He relied on the exhaufted {late of 
their finances, and in our refources, 
which are almoft untouched, and in the 
inextinguiOiahle fpirit of Engliihmen v 
and in Tuch reliance, h* thought himfeif 
juftifiable in fccondmg the Addrefs. 

Mr. Wilber fort* next rofe up. He 
had made the prefenc queftion a luhjcft 
of ferious deliberation; and though he 
remained for Tome time in confiduralde 
doubt, his decifion obltjj^d him to differ 
from thofe with, whole ftntiontnts he 
ul^ually acquiefeed His honourable friend, 
Mr. Canning, infilled, that the difference 
between the circumlianesa of the prefent 
and laft feffion were trivial; but it fuiely 
is not a Imall dilttrence, ,that Jarolnnilm 
has now expired, that the fuppnrters of 
ilie former arbitrary meafurcs arc cut 
off, and that the powerful confederacy 
with which we\^rc then Uaguctl is now 
no more. The Spates of Hoi and and of 
the Empire fued for peace ; and the King 
ofPrufila, from wl.om we expe^ed .jiii* 
pie luccours, had withdrawn his troops 
from the field. At the coruinmccmcnc 
of tlie latV campaign we were ahie to 
bring a greater forefc into the fitld than 
at any former ^leriod, and this we can 
never do ag<»in j aud yrt France lias hecn 
able ro icprl all our aitacki; anti when 
we fwepr them fiom Holland, ilirv re- 
lumed like the reflux of ihc octan. 

If there has been no miltP in.i ement 
in the lafi: campiign, the .cigoment in 
farnur of*pccce heco nt'S flioiigcr th.^ii 
bcfoic; under all the chan^'cs of men 
and lueafures in France, tlie army has 
continued firmly attached to one caufe. 
Our powerful lefourccs will vnfurr 
peace on horiou<aidc terms; nod though 
that pe<*ce mav he infecurc, yut the 
danger of prolecuring the war much 
more than counte> b dances this infecu- 
ritv. Could u C'uin cr-ievoiunon be 
tffL^led, he \v()U-d vote foi pcifilh^gjn 
the war, hut the revolution has i»v>\v 
continued upwjirds of five years, and 
a numerous ind rifing generation look 
witirhorror and deieUatiuii on the an* 
cieiu government.

Mr. Dumeombi fecondtrd rhr motion. 

Mr. Wyndham, the Sec'etarv,at War, 
went into adifbulfiiin of the dSffctent’ar- 
gumenrsoftlie hon. g'ln'.whohad moved 
ithe amendment. It had been alhedged 
by him that the armies of the enemy 
were too powerful, anff that thtrefove 
we ought to make peace. But was thole 
a language which ought to be held by 
any man who had i remarining fentiment 
of courage or magnanimity within him ? 
Tncre were fome things in which he 
thought It would be wile- in us even to 
copy the example of the ficnch, and 
that was their pcifeverance and vigour. 
Did ihty leUx when ihcr armies we;-® 
driven back tioin A'X la Chapclte. 
w\fhin their own country? Did they ' 
abate ihtir mightf and enrerprifing in- 
duflnes on iIh« evem ? Nj; they re* 
turned with f^efli vigour to the charge. 
And ought Bilious' to be outdone by 
thtm in anv fciuie of foitirudc? He 
could noi dilmifs thiik point without 
marking on me hon, rnovtr of the ad* 
dIe's^ precilc firudnon. He by hU in- 
divfdua vote had, as far f.3 that went, 
tmbavktd the coumry'in the war. Was 
It now ^air, Ihvih;* fo done, at a mbs 
of occdfioii'-il d:(\-.Itcr to yb^Iuion it? 

iVlr. Ba»ki ackuo^lericed rll^t hr hadl^ 
voted tt>r the w-jr bccaulc he thnughi 
it jull and iicctlTir V ; i)utir the Co.nvcn- 
mm could not be dfilfolved, it was mad- 
nels to conlinut the war ; and \i ap- 
peared to h)h) the Republican go- 
vernment m Fr.^PCf would tOntinuc 
loiiger than the vear could do._ Sooner 
or later we mull make peace. 

Mr. Buxton madu no doubt but the 
proceeding^ of that'niglit wou'd be re- 
ceived wiiit acchmamins in tiie National 
Convention.

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The fpeech did not contain any fuch 
» pledge. He conctived that no peace 
ought to be made with the prefent go- 
vernment of France, unlcls the preflTurc 
of circiiinftanres w^s fo gre,)t as to rcA- 
der a peace abfolutely nectfTary. 

Ill rpeaking of the prefent rulers of 
Fiance, he conceived that they only 
differed from Robeilpicre in the Ome 
dtp ice as RoberTpierre did from Briffot, 
wh i incited the vvaragainft ih:s country. 

In reply to thofe who Wi filed loi peace, 
he afltfid, what fort of peace could be* 
nlitalned ? Ought this cnunriy to leave 
the Fiench in polfeHion of the Audri.iii 
Nethei lands > Could Great Britain give 
up the colonies fiie lias conquered from 
the Frcncli? No. But liad any perfon 
a right to lurpofe that tlie Fiench will 
agree to the Jiatu quo ?- They had not. 

Mr. F/tt proceeded now to a long and 
laboured invefiigation of the French fi- 
nances, which he atruripted to prove 
were in fu dcianged and luinous a fitua- 
t:on, as to be uudbie to lefid the refour* 
cca of this country. * 

In the conclufion </ his fpcech he f :i 
that, if this coun'iy fiiould not be affified 
bv Prufiij, the Briiilh army might be 
encieafed to lucU an amount as tolupply 
the cleficiencv, and to with more ef- , 
; that France, with exliaufted finan . 
ces and declining lefourcci, would ihui^ 
be unable to icful the fo'Ce wliich Auf- 
tria and Great Britain could bring againll 
her during the next campaign. • 

Mr. FoXf after having expr^ffed his 
fatisfaftion ihdt fume Amendnitnt had 
#been moved, congratulated thofc gen- 
tlemen who, convinced of the ruinous 
tendency of the war, had determined 
no longer to fupport it. 

lie affci ted, in oppofition to Mr. Pitt,' 
that the Addiels did pledge the country 
not to make peace with th« prefent Go- 
vernment of France, except, as the Mi* 
niiler faid, in a cafe of abfolute neccliity. 

He alluded to the difafieLS of the 
campaign, and Itated that tlieliiftory of 
modern Europe furnifiied no inliaoce of 
fuch brilliant victories as the F encb 
had gained during the campaign. They 
had feized all tlie Netherlands and hatf 
of Holland, all the left bank of cite 
Rhine, part of Piedmont, all Navaife, 
and pait of Catalonia. 

He infilled that peace with France 
would not dellroy the government of 
this country ; that we had been engaged 
in former wars, in which we had pro* 
pofed terms of peace, and that this pio- 
poliiiun had never been attended with 


any degradation. 

Heafhimed, that we were without 
allies c that the Dutch had fecededjand 
the King's fpcech made no mention of 
any Alliancss that had been concluded 
with the Continental Powers. Fie infi- 
nuated that no more confidence ought 
to be placed in Auftria than in PruHia. 
Alluding to the fityation of France, he 
llated, that the French Republic lind 
loft none of its vigour fince the fa’l r>f 
Roberfpierre } that the French were not 
dilaffe^ed; that no infurre^lions exified 
now at Lyons, Bourdeaux,or La Vendee. 

He exprellcd a doubt, whether the 
acquifition of Corfica would do good to 
the caufe. 

Adverting to the appointment of Earl 
Spencer, in the room of ihe Earl of 
Chatham, he commented on the man- 
ner in which the trade of the counny 
had been negle^ed. 

He concluded by moving, as an 
Amendment to Mr, Wilber force's mo- 
tion, that the words ** recent events that 
had occuried in France*' (hould be 
omitted. The reafon of this morion 
was, that he conceived any plluiion to 
the events that had taken place in France 
irrelevant. ^ 

Mr. Dunda$ Paid, that, on tlie fubjedt 
of the Weft Indies, and the oihtr mat- 
ters introduced in the debste, he ihould 
be leady to give anfweis when they 
came again before tlie Heufe; line, at 
that late hour, he declined entering f>n 
them. In jultification of the late Lxd 
of the Admnalty, however, he begged 
to fay a few words. * 

At no period had our navy been cn- 
creafed with more ropulicy and ability, 
or had it been moie fuperior to that of 
the enemy, or more fucctl'sful. Dining 
Karl Chatham's naval adminifiration we 
had taken or deftroyed 20 fhips of the 
line ; 20 frigaies of upwaids of 32 guns; 

8 frigates of Ids forcr, and 28 other 
vclitls of nr ; while, on the contraiy, 
C{)e French iiaJ only taken and deftroyed 
of our fiiipv, one of the line; two fri- 
gates of more than 32 guns ; onefmaller 
(ligate, and j 6 other ihips of war. VViicii- 
C'cr an oppoiiunicy had offered, our 
navy iiad triumphed, and they could do 
no more. 

Soon after four o’clock the Houfe di- 
vided, when there appeared,

The map“ of 
Greece, in general, will be found to be 
nuiie accurate than any ^et pohhfhed, as 
it lias Mr. S*s furvevs of Aitica and 
other pans which he vifited.-The Morca 
is ado laid down from a MS map never 
yLt puhiiflied. The map cf Attica, 
th.oiigh imperft'8, is yet by much the 
moll accurate fuivcy that has been made 
of this province ; how'cvtr, having no- 
tiling laid tlown h. fium authority, it 
appears uniniftied, as it was not thought 
pioper to comp etc it farther than the 
autlu'iitits wai ranted. The chait of the 
p.i;t cf Athens is entirely from Mr. S*s 
furvt y ; hui, as lie liaii left no leak* upon 
tlK <h.u\ings, one, has hten obtained by 
]Mi. Anowlmiih SwiT.e drawings in 
ihe Dileiianii Sotjeiv aie here engraved; 
and Ml. R. h:is enlarged 011 liit P.irthe- 
non. Thu progitfs i f the Roman t.ifle, 
and the cunnexum Ik tween it and the 
Grecian, arc accuritely tiaced in ih# 
aich of Adiian and tlic monument of 
Pliilopaj'pub. The perlefl (late in which 
tlie .inticiit monuments here icmaiii, 
wideli have not been dcAroycd by vio- 
itnee, is a proi>f of the judgement with 
vvimhthty weie couliiu^Jcd witli large 
blocks, and cnnfolida'ing tl’C whole with 
roofs, wifely in fo fma'.I a temple 


the Choragic monument of Lyficrates, 
made of one finglc piece of maible. The 
fliiilurts on Sir William Chamberses 
iclMs of Giecian architeffure are not 
moie juft than candid; while they con- 
vict him (>f the ntoh unfavourable pre- 
judices, unfupported hy reafoning or ex- 
perience. Due praife is conferred on ifie 
mafculinc b.ddnefs and dignity of the 
Grecian and D'»ricj pnd the piopti Cf^nri- 
plinient paid to the Dilettanti S »£-ieiy, 
for tl'.cir puhlicatioi'S, which are ^cn- 
"ured without ciidin^Vion by Sir William, 
^he junicious preface cannet be too 
much ffudicd; it would FtfTt r by ab'idg- 
irg; hut we cannot wiiiihold the con- 
cluding paragiaph fr-'m our readers: 

**No one ever denied that Rcmie, in her 
fplendMir, expended gi eater liims in eieft- 
iiig public buildings than the Greeks at an/ 
pel lod ; nor cjiii any one regret, more fin- 
cerely than 1 do, the ruined end imperfeft 
(fate in whicli their remains have come 
down to us. But 1 regret ccpially the fame 
cataftrophe tliat has happened to the Gieeks. 
Whut 1 have had principally in view is, to 
deprecate the excIufioA of any of the means 
of fcience from tlie attention of the fliuient. 
Various knowledge is the true fource of ex- 
cellence ; and he that is impreffed with & 
genuine ambition ought to embrace every 
opportunity that can poflihly be held out 
Igm. 1 am far from conceivirg any apo- 
logy to be nc-cflary, or from attempting any 
thing of the kind, m behalf of Grecian ar- 
cliiicj 61 uje. Notl'.ii g can plead fo fuccefifully 
on the pait of that wontleiful people as thcif 
own intnfffic merit; and their produiftions 
need only to he feen in order to ihcir bein^ 
admired. At the fan e time I am happy to 
fee fo large a colleiflion of the produ^bous 
of Greece as are Contained m the prefenc 
woik; and 1 Hatter myfell that veiy hille 
injury will be done to this iuteiening quef- 
Cioii, either by the attack of Sir VV'ilham np'* 
oil the ir'lle of the Grecians, or upon the 
conflru6lion.s of the antiems in gnieiah Let 
u^, by allowing .ill the muiit due to the ex- 
ertions of both people (ror, as the fciriicc of 
the one fprang out of the o.hcr, it would be 
vtry Hi. urge if either Ihould dcforvc mtiie 
annihi'ation), extend the bounds of a proftT- 
fion acknowledged to be ** too much cir- 
curafenbed by rules endeavour r.t .'call 
to equal our piedectffors in inniraiion ot the 
Rornaiis, while we pront of our additional 
advantace'< in an accjuaintance u ttU Greece ; 
aiui,hnnifiung the ditUn^liuns of ll> le, man- 
ner, and climate, throw open a grand held 
for the difplay of genius.’'

THK auth-ir ttlls us that fearching 
foT the grounds of Mr, F cming’s con- 
jt'dfuics relpefttng the downtal of the 
Fienr.h mon ^rchv, 'and the pouiing out 
the fifth I 'a! on the frat of the bead, he 
ha. hecii foicihly ftiuck by the firong 
rtfeinblance which the events foretold 
by Daniel and St. John heir to the pie- 
fent times. He aitcmptid, more than 
once, to excite an inquiry among learn- 
ed men into the fubjedV, as he wifticd it 
to have been taken up by a more able 
hand ; bat the luhjcft is r.bfalete. His 
hints in the p'apers have been unnoticed, 
and the learned world turns a deaf ear to 
fuch opinions : yet thofe opinions, if 
right, ate of the greateft confequence ; if 
erroneous, let them be confuted., A 
number of circumftances confpirc to 
make the prefumption ftrone i time on- 
ly can adduce the proof. The invefti- 
gation itfeif may be found profitable; 
the Scriptures want only to hethorougiy 
known to be implicitly bslieved ; that 
the fafery, peace, and happinefs, of thef 
kingdoms depend upon that belief in the 
people, no one who made fuch invefti- 
gation can doubt of, Except the Lord 
keep the city, the watchman vvaketh but 
in vain." The texr, as it may be 
called, of ih’s eflay is Daniel, vin. 25, 
And he /ball think to alte^* times and 
laws.

•coippute by, to whom the piophecv is 
addreffed; and the ftcond beaft, or Da- 
niel's little horn, is to continue until a 
time and times, and dividing of time;

Sr. P-idl’s 
worclt., 2 Tlielf. i«. are, ‘'the mvlUry 
of in’quiiy already woiketi), (jnlv he who 
letirth (u e. the lii»pei:al Powei ) will 
let until he Ik taken c'ut of the way, and 
then fliall the wicki-d he revealed/* &c. 5 
/. t. the pe, who purchalcd ’he papal 
chnir ul Beiljf'ariiis The ten kinejs who 
gave iheii* piuver ro the he.ifl, and have, 
till within hrtie more than two years, 
ail iljcm luppnrted th^ p^pnl power, 
are, F».rnie. Spam, Vuiuig.il, tlte Cicr- 
rrian Empire, Poland, Saiclinr.'i, N.ipiC'-, 
Tulcans, Genoa, Venire; the only Ro- 
man Carliolic ftalti, rjf conitqucncc in 
Eurc'pe. 7 'wo of 'litfe, France and Po- 
land, jre tal’ino off' i*nd tilireiting their 
old fi.eiid : whtthtr the latter prccifeiy 
or not, France, which is the eldcfl Ion 
of thr Pope, and the great toe of Nchri- 
chadnezzar's image, is alone quite fuffi- 
cient for the argument. This Anii- 
Chrinian power hath aiifen ex^^fly at 
the time it fhould have been expelled, 
according to St. John, 1260 years. The 
heart that afeendetb at tlie lime the wit- 
netTes fliall be JtmJh'tng their terttrnony, is 
to flay them. “ That the power which 
rules in France takes its date from Aug« 
10, 1792, every ore knows; that, foon 
after its afccnflcii, it made war upon the

He ibcs not, indeed, 
appear to me to give any fatisfa^SVory 
rcaf.-ns for his opinion 5 but the cvenC 
has ju‘’ificd the conjc£lurc, for we fee ic 
at this liir.c comini; to pais in a very re- 
markable manner** (p. 19, n.)— The 
wiiur humbly hopes that the p!ac^ to 
wfliich the woman or true Church of 
Chrifl has retired may be found among 
us; in which humble hope we defire to 
concur, and that wc may be permitted, 
with iiim, to fee the accomplifliment of 
the prrdi£lion, as explained by him.

IM this little work \fk have a cleat 
and difpaffiooatc ftatement pf a feenc of 
misfortunes brought upon a happy and 
virtuous people by the ;iilmiirion of no- 
vel do£frircs built on fille priucipies^ 
and It is the more worthy of attention 
as the author aftually negotiated and 
(igned the treaty, mentioned in the firft 
letter, with General JVJontcfquieu ; and 
was an eyc-witnefs to' the firft part of 
the revolution, which the violation of 
that treaty hy the Fcench introduced, 

Mr. d'lvcrnois writes with great 
ftrength and precifion, with the warmth 
of a man who has the real welfare of 
his fpecies at heart, and yet without in- 
dulging himiclf in any opprobrious epi- 
thets or pompous declamation. Taking 
for his motto Feluti in Specula^ he holds 
up his Narrative as a warning mirror to 
the furrounding nations ; and we will 
boldly fay that, if univcrf^illy read, it 
muft have a greater tendency to prtierre 
a country in quictnefs and contenr, than 
the numberlcls aggravating and inftam- 
matory produftions chat are da ly illuing 
from the pens of wclUmeaning, pet- 
haps, but injudicious perfons. Bcfidcs, 
no inftrutlion is fo authoritative as that 
of experience; and they muft be ftupid 
and incorrigible indeed whom it cannot 
affedl. Happy if we profit by that of 
others, and make the calamities tfigy 
ha^e fuffered a ground of caution to 
ourfclves ! FelicUer fapit qut atieno pt~ 
ricHlofapit.-^'* It is tiuc,^* fays the in- 
genious author, “ that the fcale on 
which the experiment was tried. a 
fmall one^ but it is, perhaps, on disc 
account better calculated to (hew the 
a6\ion of the feveral pares, and their 
connexion wbh each other.** 

It certainly affords I'onjc excufe for 
the conduct of the people of property in 
Geneva, that they were borne down hy 
the incfiftiblc weight of a power which 
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had prevloufly determined that nb effort of 
theirs to preferve their conllitution fliould 
be effectual. But no fucU apology can 
ever be offered for the people of this 
country; if the confiitution, and, with 
the conllitution, the liberr^ of Great Bri- 
tain, ever fall a facrificet tt mull be her 
own fault. She has within herftU a 
principle of fecuricy, whieh, if vigorouf*;:, 
ly exerted, will enable her to ride out 
the llorm that threatens to wreck her 
neighbours. That princij^le is the ac- 
tive union and Heady co-operation of 
all ranks of people to wa\ch with vigi- 
lance and reprefs with energy the {light- 
ed attempt tU|intruduce that baleful iyf- 
tcm. " 

In fo fhorta fpace of time as eighteen 
months did the revolutionary pefhlence 
reduce the once happy and fl-^urilbing 
Geneva to a Hate of anarchv, iiuftrv, 
and depopulation, of which modern hif- 
tory affords no other example. 

To the praiftv btftoucd on this little 
work hy an ch'tiuenr Peer in the Upper 
Houfe of Parliament , we have nothing 
more to add ; but (hall conclude our re- 
view of it with giving our readers a diort 
txtrafl, containing a few of the corolla- 
ries which the author deduces from the 
whole of his narrative, and which he 
earneflly recommends to the ferious con- 
fideration of the people of this country : 

** 1. That a fingle revolution, if conduc- 
ed with moderation, and not c.\rried too far, 
may fometimes prove the foundation of H- 
herty ; but that a ffcond, and all fneceflive 
revolutions^ are the certain banc and de* 
druilu n of it ; for, the inevitable conlTc- 
quence of all fucli eventb is to make the 
people indillerenc to liberty, and indif- 
ference, we know, is foon lucceedc*i by dif- 
guil, as ilifguft is eafily incrcafed into aver- 
fioii. 

2. That, however a nation may be ac- 
cumdomed to civd commotions, a revolu- 
tion, in the modern fenfe of ilie term, is 
certainly the greateft evil that can befal it, 

3. That the authors of eveiy fuch re- 
volution are uniformly the fecond vid^isns to 
it. . 

« 4. That the moral chara^ler of the 
moft virtuous nation affords no fecurity 
whatever, that revolutionary do«5lrines, if 
differed to he piopagated in it, will have a 
iefs pernicibul^ influence upon its manners 
than upon ihofe of any other nation. It is 
impoflible that thofe doctrines can take root 
in any fuch nation without producing a 
complete and radical change ia its chstraAer, 
&c. 

“With thefe rcflex'Oiis/V ccnUinucs he, 
“ I (hall clolo, this melancholy narrative j 
and 1 am fare it is unueceffary for me to 
deferibe tlie feelings that rife in the bofom of 


a Genevan, who once fondly loved his coun 
try, when he finds himfelf bound by hi 
duty as an bifforian, and by the facred regard 
he owes to truth, to hold up the condu^of 
tTint country, and the calamities that have 
followed from it, as a warning to the reft of 
mankind. That duty 1 have difcharged to 
the belt of my power, and my painful talk 
is over. The revol'itiun is now complete ; 
it has already affupied the general hup of 
all fuch events ; and the biftoiy of GenevA 
will Iieieaftct be the hiftory of chat great 
^ pboet to which (he. is become a fdtelhte. 
Her boafled independence is now but an 
empty ft iiiut; and her fons have nothing 
lelc but to lament her fate in filehce.**

Dillon adiled, that he had 
concerted means with Simon to bribe the 
keepers j that the wife of D^fmoulins wasc.o 
diftiibute icon crownsto Che mob to furrouod 
the Kevolutionary tribunal } and, in ftibtc, 
that a popular infui reilion was to be excited 
iu order to releafe the prifoners.

Repoir,’* exclaimed^Coiv.hon, '^willbefol- 
fowed by feveral others. Yi ur C9mmirtce 
has found, that the adoption ■ of a more ex- 
teufive fyftcmwili be necelfary. Alreidy 
hove yon overwhelmed alai ming confpiracics, 
but you have not yet completed the difcharge 
of your dutv. A II furts of crimes have been 
let |o.»fe againft the Repibhc* The Republic 
therefore Ihould infliCl ftgnal punilhments 
on all forts of crimes. Attempts have been 
made to corrupt tiie morals of the peop’e, 
and la poifon the ftream of national fr-hciiy. 
But we have pvMiMthe fouice, and there 
are among us now only ze iloiis defenders of 
the Republic arul real friends of the People. 
(Loud plnidiis). It becomes the dignity 
of the National Rcprefcrttation to oftabhih a 
government as ftable as it is dignified. Let 
w labour inceffantly to dnw the fecondaty 
auihor.lics to one common centre. Let us 
direa all our thoughts and affeiftions to one 
common end, the luppiiirL of the jieople of 
France. Such are the principal b.ifis on 
which the teport of the Committee' refts— 
bin that Committee will not perform their 
duty partially— they will unite in one point 
all ihofe principles which relate lothcfafcty

Sierra i.soN'i. 

On the 28th of September, a French rqua- 
dron, compoft*d uf ihe Expeiimeiit of 50 
guns, and 500 men ; Vigilance, of 24 guns, 
and 3c,o men; La Fdlicitc, «>f 2c guns, and 
280 men; La Pervie, of 18 guns and 220 
men; .and L.a Mutine, of ii guns, and i 3 o 
‘ men, appro iched the town of Sierra Leone, 
under Engliih colours; and, unmoletted, 
drew up before it in fuch a m.imicr as 10 
rommand every ttreet and alley in if, when 
they hoitted tlicir own colours, and ct>£nnion- 
ced a heavy cannoiiade. The iiili'h* .uit.*:, 
unabie to refill fo forgeable a force, Itruck 
their flag; but two of the frigates, regardlefs 
of this fuhmiflion, continued their fiie for 
nearly two hours after, raking every ftiect 
with grape-ttiot. The French then l.mdcd, ' 
slhd bigan to plunder fvicli houfes ns remain- . 
ed^ilanding, and which ^lieo\^ers had ab.m- 
donctf, and were prepni ing to involve the 
wliple town in one blaze, when fevcral of 
the free American Blacks returned into it, 
to folicit*tlic pr .'feivaiton of their dwellings. 
The Frenr^ Commander granted' their re- 
qoeft, obferving, chat his vengea.irc fh mid 
be confined to the Britilh fettlers, .ind then 
ordered the church, the Company's ware- 
houfes, and the houfi s of -very Knglifh i-iei;- 
fiMi to he fee on fire. After tliis, one of 
the fr gaies proceeded up the river to tlie 
ifland of Banc.i, which they attacked for two 
days without fuccefs, tlie gan ifon of the foyc 
making a refoUire defence ; on the third day, 
how'ever, a fecond frigate arrivei! to the 
afllttance of the firtt, wiien the inliabit^nrs 
having witlidirivvn the whole of their pro- 
|7crty from the town, tb.egjrrifoitof the fort 
rciired. The French cilntlnued at Sierra 
Leone till the 23d of Oflober, dm ing which 
time they w'uoded and watered, but never 
proceeded into the*cou«vi7. n«M injured die 
plantations. They took witli ilicm or de- 
ttroy^d ri vefTcL belonging to thcConipany, 
10 of them fi'uin Londou, and proceeded 
down the coa.'. , v. ith inte* C to fci ve ip like 
manner :iU tl>e Britifh, Dutch, ami Poitu- 
guel'e fettlemeiits. The Ifle of llourbon was 
their place of dettinati m. On chcMr depar- 
ture, the fettlers, who had lived m rhe 
woods, under tentt, Sci, returned lo rtu, 
town. During this .r.tack, on otii t 
only two men were killed, and five wi.

The Chk ONI c LES OF TIT E Seasons. 
Winter, 1704 5. 

P ROBABLY the laft winter was the 
levered that ever occurred in this 
ifland fince “ God faid. It/ there be 
V'ghts in tlie firmament of the heaven 
to divide the day fiom the night; and 
hi them be for figns, and f«.r ftafortSy 
r.nd for days, and years ’* Undoubtedly 
it was the fc + crclt ever* rccordetl in our 
annals; and of courle tlie feveiefl ever 
known within the li'tmory of man. The 
fu‘l extent of its Inm-eficiaJ, and baneful 
efi'jdts will not be completely afeer- 
raincd till near the dole of the year,* as 
iTi inv confcqutiKcs both good and bad 
will bect/fne developed as the fcafons to 
come advance. The urprecedented in- 
cltrncnfcy will leave the deeper impref- 
fion on the mind tiom having occurred 
at an a;ra of polir c ii hiftoij, when men 
.ireauclully contemplating an extraor- 
disiary and rapid fucctHion of rnomen- 
lO'js events; rAe of i!ie moft important 
of wh ch, tilt tx'raoidmary frofl, aiiifled 
the accompliflimtnt of by ihi Fiench , 
VIZ. the redudlou of Hcdl.md, Another 
remark.! bit cit cum fiance was, that, dur- 
ing part^of the vigorous period, our giaiid 
fleet was at fea ; where, in defiance of 
all boifterous and frigid pha;nbmena, it 
through the mercy of God rode tjium- 
phant and uninjured, whilft the fleet of 
Ffjiice was nearly defiroyed. A third 
ineinotable circuiiifiance was, that the 
weather detained a loyjil bride in a kind 
of captivity; by picventing the fqua- 
dion deitined to fetch her from attaining 
accefs to her, and even from getting out 
of port. 

In this fcveiefeafon fevcral remarks 
were cuitoborated that have been made 
by fo^-mer natural ills ; of which I w'lU 
notice : one, that much illncfs among 
itie human fpecies attended the decline 
and breaking up of it { fecond, chat the 
increafe of the cold was gradual ; third, 
that it fuoceeded to a wee autumn, and 


fourth, that the* vifitations of funfliine 
were more injurious to the vegetable 
kingdom, than the intenfe frigidity. I 
apprehend ihdt this laft remark alfli 
hods good in refpeft to Iceland; 
for during his two year's flay in that 
ifland, Horrebow obferved, that a cer- 
tain garden there, that was lliadowcd, 
was more fiourilhing than another was 
ihrft was expofed to the fun • but be ef- 
roneoufly afciibes the difference to the 
difference of culture. Mr White fays 
iif h s Natural Hiftory of Seiburne (p, 
228), that ** It is the repeated melting, 
and freezing of the fnow, that is fo 
fatal to vegetation, rather than the fc- 
verity of fhe cold and, to the heft of 
my judgement, I think him right. Of 
tlie injury done to the trees and fhrubs 
within my ohfeivation, 1 fhall fay little 
till 1 write my Summer Chronicle; for 
till July it will not be fully apparent 
eiihci in whut manner or in what de- 
gree they really have been affe^Ierl. I 
did not fee that any trees were rifted, 
hut the foliage of many of the non-de- 
cidious forts were crifped as parfley is 
by fire, or as grafs is by a Jrioi fun j 
and of courfe they fliivered An atoms, 
the leaves of fome fell off entire; and 
the leaves of others remained on disfi- 
gured with blotches. The heirt leaved 
phille.'-ca, yelionv-henitd holly (other 
hollies were defaced)) butcher's broom, 
Port'igaLlaurel, favine, and the tnbei 
of pinc*»nd fir, efcaped. I imagine, 
th.it 11 is utie warm quality of the tur- 
pentine that prevent* froft from having 
any effeft on the pines and firs ; for io 
unaffe/’Jed was that refin by the (late of 
the atmolphcrc that n exuded frefh 
from out of a fprucc fliglitly wound- 
ed dunng feveral of the coldcfi days. 
Jn rhe box-tree* vegetation continued 
a^fivc duiiiig the who’e time ; the 
flower* buds perfuing their ufual pro- 
grefs towards perfection. The dwarf- 
lnzo) (fJamamelfs rtrglnlcu) fhewed 
its -viue by producing a fucceffion of 
blofK.nis from November to the end 
of ' 'inter, which were the only flowers 
to be feen from the middle of Decem- 
ber to the middle of February. On the 
isth of the lafl-named month the female 
floweis of the fi.berd appeared, and op 
the 26th fome palm became vifible on 
the ground- Withies. No turgidity waa 
perceivable in the^elm-fpray till the 
5th of March : not an hop plant began 
prefenting a bud till the 6th of.ttiac 
monchi nor a goofeberry bud to look 
greenifh till the 7ch. So we ice, chat, 
generally I'peaking, it was about the 
beginning 
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btginnlng of Mnrch that vegetation be* 
ean furmounting the torpidity that the 
Yroft^bad thrown Nature intoj yet it is 
to be obferved^, that in the hcrbaceoui 
'clafs the vegetative principle was a^ive 
under the fnow ; for when the peafe and 
beam in the garden, and the indigenous 
pfantson the banks, became difcnvciable, 
it wgs evident that they were conhder- 
ably foriyjvrder than they had been at 
the tiipe of their becoming enveloped; 
but, among the mature articles thatoa 
garden fupplics the tabic with, the 
havoc was eittreme. For a fliort time 
people were obliged to eat their meat 
unaccompanied and unfeafoned by any 
thing green; for the weather, tliat 
killed the cultivated plants, retarded a 
fupply of rpontaneous fuccedaneums. 
Kciiher a hop, a turnip, or a nettletop, 
v/as to be had ; and a man might have 
bled CO death at the nofe for want of 
nettle-tops to bruife for a flyptic. Lad 
year erery tree, plant, and herb, was 
a month forwarder than ufual this 
year they will probably be the fame 
ipacc of time backwarder, from the fil- 
berd blolTom to the mulberry leaf, and 
from the fnowdrop to the darworr. 
Snowdrops expanded February (,i, 
dwaif-daily February zy, and yellow 
aconite, together with the primrofe, on 
March 4- The crimfon piony broke 
round on March the 5ih, and monkf- 
ood on March the 7. It. A/ew yel- 
low crtDcufes at Lift began t^ expand on 
March 8 ; at which time the double 
and fingle fnowdrops were in full 
blooin,sundibfigurcd by the froft. An 
idea of the weather, and of the face 
worn by Nature from St. Thomas’s day 
to the third of March, can he better 
imbibed from the accounts of Lap'and 
and Ruftia than from any defcription 
that bcould give. Every kmd of hy- 
perborean and hyemalian phaenomtna, 
cxident in nature, weit exhibited in a 
greater or itfler degree^ every conco-« 
mitant ufually attendant on them pre- 
fented itfelf, and every natural confe- 
qucnce enfued fiorp them. The frod 
fet iu on the 18th of Decembei, and the 
Qrd fnow fell on Chridmas-ere. From 
Chriftmas-eve to the 5th of Mar%h the 
. 'ground was never totally without more 
or infs fnow on it, which was a (pace of 
Teveoty'One days! including two diorc 
intervals of incomjillete thaw, it may be 
,ftid, chat the frod was of feventy-dve 
continuation; reckoning from the 
i&th of December to the 3d ot March, 
both days includve. 1 think the thaw 
i that proved complete was a lubterraneous 


oned Amazed we faw the depi6^ed 
fccnes of Greenland, and of Terra del 
Fuego, realized in our own clime ; and 
among the deceptive Images prefented 
by the beautifully congealed vapoyr, 
one could almod fancy tliat one favv 
white bears and ermines. During 
the extraorclinaiy thick rhyme that oc- 
cuned at the beginmnij of the froft, all 
inanimate expoled appeared, 

when the Sun (hone, a? like ihofe in 
the cave of Aladin, they were formed 
of gems of tire greaieft brilliancy and 
vividiiy. Floods rojied, and winds 
roared; and an intenfe renewal of froft 
fuccceding immediately to a fudden 
temporary thaw, iraiSts of land that were 
devaftated by watet became converted 
into icy plains* infomuch that, where 
no hedges'*int£rven€d, perlbns had the 
opportunity of Ikaiting from one village 
to another over common^^ and corn- 
fields. In fiiort, the whole feene was 
new andjurprifing to thofe perfons who 
never have been out of this kingdom. 
But, alas ! it w-is deplorable likewifc ; 
prov:fionsdear, corn Icarce, forage want- 
ing, fuel difficult to piocure, and a fal- 
penlion of agricultural, hoiticultural, 
agnatile, and mafonic eniploymenrs. 
However, the affluent exerted ihem- 
fclves, and the needy were relieved in 
a proper and lufticient manner. Eailyiii 
Marvh a th(/iough atmolphcrlc change 
took place i blowing ftioweiy weailier 
carnc ; and then the farrr.e.s began at- 
tempting to let to wink, With gie.4ter 
expedition than the ftate.of the ground 
would admit ; for the earth was of 
the cimfiftence of an hafty-pudding, 
and never weic the roads fo rotten. 
At th's time vegetation pufhed, and the 
few birds that elcaped gunners and Itai- 
vation for up ihejr pipes cherily. 1 he 
infers a (o revived, and ventured 
abroad ; for lady- birds appeared on the 
4th of March, and honey-bees and 
gnats on the 8ih ; which were il<e only 
infcdls except houfc-fpideis that 1 ha4 
iecn from the commencement of tlie 
froft. When the fnow wafted, it ap- 
peared that the ground wasftrewed vvith 
an innumerable quantity of fnail iliells, 
of all fizes and colours.

The months that have been felefled 
ill the prefent cafe aie both of them 
remarkable, one lor great heat, the 
other for leveie cold; which circum- 
hance gives me reafon to conclude, that 
tins c-ompanfon of the temperature of 
the north -well part of England, with 
tiiat of the metropolis, will prove a»- 
eptdble to your fcientilic readeis. 

A flight infpe£lion of the different 
columns of this Aatement contradi£)s an 
opinion commonly leceivcdi by ihew- 


ingcleaily, that the rigours of winte^r 
aic not*i(> (evere at the northern eit* 
treiDity asain the fouthern parts of the 
kingdom ; the fa£l is, the mountainous 
diltn6l on the north well coaA docs not 
experience thole extremes of tempera- 
ture which prevail m the more open 
parts of the naiion. The greateft height 
of tlie thermometer at K^endal, in the 
fu nmerof 1794, was 8a^, and it never 
fell below 12® in the l^te froft, provided 
the glafs was kept free from fnow; the 
mercury ftuod twice as low as 8^; but 
the iiiftrutncnt was at the time in con- 
ta6l with fnow, and covered with rime 
that was forming on it; circumAancei^ 
which are known to produce a great 
degree of cold on the furface where.ic 
fettles, without influencing the general 
temperature of the atmofphere. The 
bcgmning of the winter xyas wet and 
mild, which difpofition of the air 
commonly precedes very cold weather, 
as many obferving peiTons have re« 
marked, particularly Mr. White, in 
Ins natural hiAory of Sel borne. The 
ground became permanently frozen 
the a4th of December, and remained 
impenetrably 
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imncnetrabic to tho plough to the end 
of the firft week in March; this was 
not becaufe the froft was incelTant all 
the time; on the contrary, we had four 
or five temporary thaws, but which 
were of too fliori a duration to render 
the foil fit for the purpofes of agricul- 
ture. The valleys were firft fliyhtly 
coviicd with fnow on the i6thoi Ja- 
nuary; fevcral moderate falls lurcecdtd 
this ; and the greateft tall of all, which 
perhaps has not been exceeded fince tlm 
year 1767, happened on the night of 
ihe 6th of February, amounting ro 6 
inches. The long corumuance of fo 
fevere a calamity proved f^tal to the 
feathered tribe ; numbers of fmall birds 
perifhed through want; red-wings^ 
fieldfares, and even Ihow-buntings, re- 
paired to the Ikirts of towns in feaich of 
food. 

The lakes of Cumberland and Wert- 
moreland were all frozen over, (Win- 
andermtie exrepted j) one part of this 
deep wciicr wiihliood the attacks rjf the 
keened froft, and remained open for 
the rcctption of wild fwans, and water- 
jowls of cveiy defeription. J. G.

A t Bovie, a market and borough 
town iocorporated by James I. on 
the river of its own nafUe, nine miles 
north- w -311 of Elphin, ‘was a celebrated 
Ciftcrrian abbey, removed from Gralach* 
dinach 1148. 

Its remains at the hack of the town 
flievv ita antient magt^ibcence. The 
ebancei and a fmall chapel on either (i<ie 
are roof^d; the great arches of the tower 
were 45 feet high, but the gro\ind is 
row fo rtifed as to cover the bafes : half 
of tlrem felV on plain round pillars, the 
red on cludered columns $ all th£ fpaces 
between the pillars au'e n(i^ walled, up, 
fiippofed in the reign of Elizabeth, when 
the abbey was converted into a place of 
defence} fome of the capitals arc'plain, 
others carved, and the ead. window wa^ 
grand and lofty. The cloifter has'beeii 
i()ng converted into a barrack. The 
liump of a round tower near the abbey is 
full to be feen. 

Over the river are tdro done bridges, 
ard on one of them a Aatue of Wil- 
liam in. This river fifes in a ro- 
mantic fliect^ of water called Lough 
Gara, meanders through Kingdon lake 
or Lough Kay, a beautiful piece of wa* 
tei iirtfetiperfed with many iflands, fome 
ariofi^ed with ruins of cadlcs and othef 
buildings v^ell wooded. The river emcr- 
'ging' frlofd the ead dde of the Ikke mis 
into the Shannon. .

monly conveyed to the puhlick thiougli 
fuch a medium J but, as thpfc publica- 
tions are felJoin looked upon more than 
as mere epbmeral records, they are ftU 
dom picfetved for any length of time, 
except by a fetVy who are convinced 
that they often contain truths worthy df 
a fecond perulal. I am, therefore, fd- 
licitous that the ideas here foggefied 
may have a moie permanent duration, 
and may fall under the eye of obferva- 
non at fome future day, when the Gen- 
tleman’s Magazine is taken from the 
flielf for the amufemeiit of an idle hour j 
that, in cafe the plan propofed IhouM 
not be adopted nomo^ the expediency of 
it may be rotifidered by our pollerity, 
w'ho frobably will fee its utility at clear- 
ly as does the \v'riter bimfclf. 

An opinion prevails very generally 
amongft the inhabitanu of this ifland, 
that the man who writes in fupport of 
the Government, and receives an an- 
nual fdlary for his literar*, labours, is a 
mean d^fpicable chaiailti j that he is a 
mercenary hireling, and intelleSzial 
profiituif, bairenng his mental talents 
foi the wages of infamy. To eradicate 
national prijudice is Doeafytafiei but 
yet the difficulty ftiou'd not deter a man 
of patriotic virtue from the aitcnipt i or, 
it I'o, every enor of judgemtnt, iliat 
Can plead the (an£lion oF long ufage 
gMieral credence, ought to remain 
ab petpeiuum. However, arduous as 
the work may be, ibeic will ahvavs be 
fi/me men ol ihofc IKiculean tempers 
liiHt vmII not be at all ternfixd by the 
Iriboriotlocls of the cntcrpnic, but will 
apply thrir firength ti» clear the na* 
Uomdfiahle from Hioic impurities which 
ha^e betn accumulating for years 
Xh‘>ugh Jt cannot be expelled that the 
efiortt of any one nian will be abk to 
purify the nxhoit of fyeh an imnienfc 
edifice, yet, if one man can fweepaway 
iht hlth vf opiy out- u wul be do- 
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ing fomeihing that ii praift-worthy to- 
wards tf^c compittion oftlie great work. 
With this view I rake in hand the 
/om of plain fenfe, and hope that, by a 
judicious ufe thereof, togeiljer with 
i'uch other argu^en(ati*vt iniiruments as 
arc neceflary to be ui’ed, I /hall be able 
to cleanfe a corner in fuch a mannerp 
that even Pegafus or Buccpihalus would 
pot refuTe to lie down there if it be well 
littered with fome good ftiaw taken 
from thcTreafury barn, and both rack 
and manger properly fupplied with the 
requifitss for fullenance. 

Bur, enough faid in thefe ftahular • 
fnetiiphors ! and now for p*ain fenfe in 
plain Englifh. If it was a truth that 
none but men of opulence are qualified 
for purfuits of literature, then would I 
admit, in fome meafure, fh'e verity of 
this popular prejudice. But, as it it 
sro/ a truth, fuch an opinion evidently 
tends to lay a tax upon wifdoin, and, in 
many infiances, to doom men of genius 
to perpetual obfeurity and poveity. 1 
could wi/h to know in vvliat refpeA the 
writer for Government can be called a 
dcfpicabic hireling? Not merely be- 
caufe he writes and receives pay , for, if 
fo, the man who tights, and is paid for 
it, IS equally defpicable\ the fenaror 
who pleads, and receives emolumeiu, is 
tqurlly tlffpifahle •• imputations which 
ncirhtr our foldiers, our faiiors, or 
(laicrmen, would be contented to .ulmt. 

It not the life, but the abufe, of the 
thing that makes it contenipnl'Ie, Ky 
what luleot ]ogick can it be piovid, 
ihat mental endowments mny n-.r he fo 
applied as to be of Ucratlve. advantaiic 
t(> the poiltfihr’ \^ina!Ur of more value 
Ilian fptrit ? Shill mere hants and mitf- 
iles, or boihiy lircngth, be more h'ghly 
cfleemed than fiienuth of intcl uit ? 
Noilud it, Ucafon ! F<»rhid ii, Jufticel 
^Vhy IS nnt the ni'iii, vvhoi'cv<*:es his 
Time :o fuitlious pui fuits fur the good 
of hr; country, as fairly entitled to a, 
rt cornpence ior his labours as he who 
/erves it in ilic hazardous exploits of 
war. Duly confidered, ht is much 
IT. 01 C fo , for, of the gicat mirnbei of 
ihufc who wear the lively of fliugoter 
without H blufii,’* very few devote thVir 
time to the ftudy of tatlicks\ and they 
who generally attain to luch promo* 
tions, that they are very ampiy lecum- 
penfed for the pains they have taken fo 
improve the arc of preftrnjaUon and dt- 
J^ruJlhn. But the gn-at majoriiy are 
«.i)iy the component units of the vaft 
nil' tial aggregate ; for the wages they 


receive they render thfclr cowntl-y no 
other than perfonal fervice; ihcy 
they are killed; and with this oOH9kr* 
.abU exft rcrminarcs their utility to their 
country. Not fo with the writer Or 
pleader; he is himfelf, as it averif all 
hoft ; and, though dead, he 
fpeakerh.*' His arguments may influ- 
ence iboufdnds^ and perfuadc them to 
peace; and a few flrokrs from his pea 
may do more to fUpprefs a fpirit of rc- 
ahd to put an end to the h^r- 
i‘Or8 of ivir, than mere military force 
can, nfthough equal in number and 
valour tO'any that Darius or Alexander 
ever brought into the field of battle. la 
proportion, then, as h's labours are 
more extenjively beneficial to the pub- 
lick, he is honefily entitled to a more 
liberal reward frorti the piddtc purfei 
and, iuflead of being looked upon with 
drrrefpe£l, and calutnniated, fliould be 
venerated for his national ferviccs; But, 
when a man fo far forgets his dignity’, 
hit he will be bribe as the hireling of 
(orntpt mihifiers, to •vindtrate their 
niea lures, kowe'vtr vicarious to public 
good, thtHy indeed, he re d*fervedty 
branded with the appellation of a mean, 
contemptible, wonhlcfs /ellow. If, oa 
ifie conrrary, he nuiiinins an upright 
indei'cndent character, and only com- 
mends tluir rneafures fo far ns they de- 
fer v« commend, itif II, and cenfurcs thofa 
whicn men: Cvinhire, then he his a 
cfnirn to a liberal allowanre for the eiiri- 
ployincin o"f his time in the finiion of a 
p'jltncal turner j fince thofs t dents, em- 
p'liycd in I'lit wav, may dfMibtlef^ be 
d.redicd, if lie 1 > ditpolcd, toother 
piirfuirs, tiiac wnuld be mote advanta- 
geous to bimjt^j ihougli Icfs to his 
country. 

Now, as one thought commonly oc- 
enfions .HHiihei, »r Ihs juft occurred to 
me, tint an 'iiftirution tnay be let on 
lour, vvhich s\imid be of fervice to tbh 
and every other kingdom that would 

adopt It, 

We have twelve judges apperinted 
for in': due .'d^iiniftracmn ot the Uas at 
periodical (cifons, with fuch an amp'e 
rnUiy to each, that they arc above the 
influence tjf temptation if the heart be 
inclined to toe ivays of redlitude and 
jf^ftice. Therefore, taking this fur a 
model, let us fuopofe twelve men 
unirniK^achable integrity, and of e.vtcn- 
livc knowledge in political matters, 
were ro be Tricked from the nation, and 
fo-med into a lociciy, to be c-Hcd thq 
In/pe^en of JtdtnUipratiQH^ To each 
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ihouM be Bllmved a falary of 500!. 
an/tuffti on condition that they pubh/h- 
ed, once every month* a kind of Ma- 
gazine* containing (^rn't^ures cn the con- 
oF MinilFers aat^ the Minority* 
ihewing the utility or d^inger probable 
to refult therefrom; together with pro- 
pofals of their own for the introdudfion 
of fudh laAvs as ihail feem requihre. 
They (hould be elcfted every three 
years; and it iliovild be a ntcelTiiry 
condition that, at the time of their 
being in this foctety, they fhould nr^c 
hSVe any pUce under Government, nor 
even be memben of the ftnate. Of 
courfe, by this reftriftion the Lords are 
nubolly excluded. Therr ha'Utn^^ been in 
the fenate fliould be no caufe of objec- 
tion, bur rather a recommendation. 
Their age not lefs than 40. The cxer- 
cife of any profeHton, either law, phs- 
iick, or divinity, ihould not be any dif- 
qualihcatinn ; for, we know that in 
each department there have been men 
of great political talents. InCtances are 
Beedlefs; but what has been mry be 
again. The right of defiling them, for 
fake of cxpcdit<on and goed order, I 
would have confined to the bench of ««- 
gfiratss ONLY. Every county in Eng- 
land fiiouKl i.ikc Its turn to fend a mcrit- 
ber to the fociety of InCt-e^orsi nor 
ihould ary man be r^f~elcfiftd inoreth ai 
Bnce for the lame county, nor be per- 
militd to continue, dunni^ hts ItJCf more 
than nine \e;irs, or three felhorts. The 
only auiluii'iy that llioiMd iiave power 
to dijfoive tins lociety Ihould br iImc 
which, fooiicr or later, will diir'lsc 
every member of it — 1 me^n the gen- 
tleman uho IS rcprclentcd with a ^.3/*^ 
pate (fave only one Tingle lult), and is 
depominatcd Old Ttmf. II js tncnnial 
fiat Ihou'd be obeyed ; but, wiiarevor 
changes may t-^ke plnce in ilie Adiin- 
DilVanon hy the regal fiat (for ( hate 
a dimocracy) fljouUi have no intiuciice 
over ihib. Their Magazine, or Monthly 
Infpe^iot , Ihould be fold at the price of • 
6d., that 'C may be within every man's 
ability to purchafe it if be pleafes. 
Whatever propofals are therun lent 
forth (hou d bt figned with ihe refpcc- 
iivc names of thole who propo/e them. 
Their Jinilures we mwfi juppofe wbc 
the fenle of the majoiity of them* and 
confequentiy need no ficnaturcs. Th^ 
ihould not Ita^e %vho Lul fuch and fuch 
things* but the lubfiance of what was 
faid pro and con^ and their own opinions 
fijould be fuhjoined, 

Perlupb It may be fkid, that I have 


been all this while talking a great deal 
to very little purpofe; that our Houfe 
of Commons, our news-papers, and po- 
litical Magazines, are tantamount to 
my feheme; for, the minority arc /«- 
fpeSiorSt and the public prints a detail 
of what pafles in the Houfe. Now, this 
1 deny-f for, the minority are as com- 
pletely a party as the majority; and, 
with all their boajied patriotifmy I be- 
lieve them as much biall'ed by felfi/b 
motives as the men in power. But the 
plan I propofe is, to have a fmall fee of 
men perfeQly independent, who, having 
nothing to hope for from any adminif- 
trr.rion, will be as ready to condemn as 
to approve, and to approve as to con- 
demn. With lefpcfif to the news-papers 
and public prints, I know notone that 
is invariably a faithful nairativc of 
fa.^s ; hur all of them, eithci fxominle-

I T will no doubt excite your curiofiry 
when I inform you tliat a fubterra- 
neou^ paffige has been difeovered at 
Old Sarum. 

Some perfons of Salifl)ury on Satur- 
day laft went to tlie upper veige of tlie 
forcilitation (the citadel), and on the 
right-hand, after they h.id rc'.'^.^hrd the 
fummit, d'Icoveted a large hc»le. They 
got ,i candle and lantern, and went down 
a flight of fteps for moie than 30 yaidf, 
lt*\N.is an arched way, feven feet wide, 
neatly chifl'elcd out of the folid rock or 
chalk, it IS probable the crown of the 
arch gave way from the fudden thaw, 
and felf in. There is a great deal of 
rubbilh Sc the entrance. It appears to 
be beiween^ix and leven feet high, and 
atiicular arch over-head all the way. 
Thefe particulars I learned fiom the 
pc.Ton who himfelf explored it; but was 
afraid o* go faither lelt it might fall in 
again and bury him. He thinks it turns 
a little to ihe right towards Old Sarum 
houle, and continues under the foife till 
it reached the outer ve-ge. The marks 
of a cnitrel, he lays, are vifible on the 
fide. There aie two pillars at the en- 
trance which appear to have had a door 
at foot. 

Flate I. is a fketch of Old Sa- 

rum j aaaaa, the lituatiun of the under- 
ground pafTage, and its direction. 

Fig. z. a large view of ihc opening. 
At the entrance llill remain two large 
piUais of fquare (lone, iS inches by 27, 
5^t rnafonry work of good frec-ftonc, 
about 18 inches fquare, and 8 chick. 

Fig- 3. tnaiks its deicent by fleps all

The dll ftons has maintained ns ground 
from the rentoteft ages, and (teir.c^ in- 
deeil, w»ll calculated to pitfeivc the 
bones beneath, rhouch the i. ki’ptioil 
fuflfer. It is nmufing to ohis.ve the 
giadaticns from plain Hic jjcet to ih* 
rich border of brafs pompoully di (play- 
ing the title, office, &c. of the dccea- 
fed, incloling the tffigicii, hibitcd as 
their dead wete wont to be. Tlie mar- 
ble that covers the body of John W:!-* 
tham, bifhop of Saliibury, who died in 
1^5, is finely adorned with bi.afs in- 
la. d. An itlier defcnp'ion of Uibrn^*- 
riis attention from the vaiieiy ir • ca- 
pable of, I mean thofc of alabarter eu- 
gaaved and Rained. It is rather (urpr^^ 
iing they fhould have been fo common, 
as of all otheis they are mofl pen/habie. 
Tuc tablet feems to claim our iionc^ 
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next : as it is generally plain, excepting 
a bud or pediment, a little decoration 
brings it to a jniiiMl monument. Driv- 
tonS monument confifts of a tablet and 
bud in Wcftminfter abbey. To afeend 
one dep from the (lab, vve obfcive the 
cum’>»'nt future, uncouth and (iifpropor- 
tionrd, let into, or flmped from, the 
fl.it done; for inltance, the .ibbors Cnf- 
pinus and Laurenilus. Many of the 
crufaders were raifcd in one ftep 

from the pavement; and fo fond wera:

It was 
common mo for the four^lers of ailts, 
chapels, to leave an arch or recefi 
for their hgure. T cannot help fugged- 
ing to t!ie Clergy how murli it \v/'uld 
be to rhcir hemour to imitate the cx uii- 
pie of the iviloi of Mtdboiitn, in Lei- 
celler/hire, who has cqiefully rcftoied 
the lon«- neglefted arch and hguie of 
him to wliorn the paridi is indr-nted for 
part (.f their church. The tennb of T>i- 
fhop Penny, at Leiceder, vanes ^from 
the above, as the figuic lies fome dif- 
tanoe from the pavement in an open 
tomb, through which it appeals in his 
facred vcHments. The lubje6f now 
fwells to the fuli-fizcd altar-tomb, ma- 
ny of which are merely tables without 
ornament; luch ib Edward 1 at Weil- 
minder abbey. Some aie plain, except 
the lop ; ond thefe are copies of ^hc lUb 
with all ns varieties, it vMjuld jie truit- 
lefs to Mtempt a p.iiUCLilar ijof.ce of .'^II 
the various beauties of this Kind of mo- 
nument. Time of Henry Vir. is ex- 
tremely fine, furrounded by its gr-^nd 
ikreen. S<ime arc placed jn nieiies, 
others againfl the wall* &:c. &c, Tiic 
canopy to many of llulc add g c.itly to 
their beauty; as in tli tt of Edmund 
Crouchback, earl of Lancadtr, as well 
as the monument adjoining, to Ayir.cr 
dc Valence ; tiic former, fourth Ion to 
Henry HI.

The pedtdal, faico- 
phagus, pyr.imid, &c. are very com- 
mon, embellilliLd >Mrh emb’ematic fi- 
gures, leprefentations of particular paf- 
fages in hidory, or events in which the 
deceafed have borne a pair. Koubillac 
has left feveral beautiful efforts in this 
kind of tomb; his Refurre^fion, the 
Nightintjale monument, &c in the ab- 
bey at Wedminder, will perpetuate his 
name for many ages to come. There 
is not a god or goddefs, a virtue, or an 
angel, ihat has nut, one time or other, 
afforded their perfons to be difpoftd as 
the caprice of the artrft, or whim of the 
employer, chofe to place them. It will 
not be denied that their condefeenfion 
is frequently abfurd. Figures Itared 
and danding on pedeftals have fome- 
tiincs a good effe^V. Shakfpeaie’s mo- 
nument IS aninftancc; his contempla • 
tivc pofture, and leftrcncc to his cele- 
brated lines, ** The cloud-capt towers,’^ 
&c. are mod appropnate. This indeed 
dio’.ild be dudied by every one concer- 
ned in the ere6lion of memorials of the 
dead. What can be more improper 
iluin a mib'fliapen figure loaded with 
aimour llanng you full in the face ; or 
a b.ivtlc fought in Canada, the chief 
and fiddlers in the habits of Romans? 
Why mufi an itnglifh hero borrow the 
Roman dtefs > Who wilJ th?it tlic 

llarue of Chatham is defip^ed by its K' g- 
Iillt drefs ? Our ancthors ideas ou this 
fnbjeft were certainly more coirett ; 
their effigies were habited, with tew ex- 
ceptions, as their dead. We fee them 
as foldiers, flatefrnen, divines, &:c. &lc, 
fuiioundcd by their chiklren. It will 
ptrhaps he faul, this affords no fcopc 
foi gcniLs. A little reflexion will con- 
vince It IS an error ; llieie arc fe w per- 
fons of eminence whofe live.\ would not 
furnifli at ieaft one fubjeil for the fculp- 
tor. Then would our churches contain 
a (cues of hifloric fa6f$ alike honour- 
able to the nation and the individual ; 
inflead of Juftice inifpiaced, Hope for 
Defpair, Faith for Unbelief, and an 
cnillefs catalogue of Minervas, Nep- 
tunes, fea-horns, guns, fwords, and 
implements of deflru£fion. J cannot 
conclude without noticing a beautiful 
Sleeping Youth in marble, by Banks, 
cltfigntd/or a monument exhibited lalt 
year at Somerfet-houfe.

Icn ; and the anxious hope, that thrs 
gentleman will condtfeend to f.'vour the 
readers of the CJentIcman’s M.igiZine 
with hiS theory on th.is fubjtri^l, is the 
chief inducMncut to the now taking up 
my pen.

fore any of the terrible fympioms ap- 
pear. The fmalleft quantity of faliva, 
and that either ficfli or dry, produces 
this difeafe. The infeftion may lay 
dormant many months; bur, in general, 
it appears in three or foui ueck‘>; and, 
if in fix weeks no fign of cliforcler ma- 
Jiifcfts iifclf, the patient is ufually, 
though frequently erroneoufly, conclu- 
ded lo be fafe. Some have obferved, 
tbat the nearer the j'Uce bitten is to the 
plivary glands tlic foonei the fyniptonij

T he word Sempsete often oc- 
curs in the monkifl] writeis, par- 
ticuJarly in Inf^ufphus of Crovland;* 
and it means *'an old monk puireffed of 
certain privileges and exemptions on ac. 

You will find it re* 
giftcrcd both by Sir H^Spelman and Du 
Frefne in rheir Glc ilaries ; but, as nei- 
ther of thefe learned Gloirographers 
have given us the etymology of it, I 
ih.ill venture to offer my opinion on 
that point. 

Now it appears to me to he the Greek 
^}Ai Exalov, which fi^nifies fifty, or y«M- 
tjuenarius \ as if a ichgious, when arri- 
ved at ihat time of life, was eiuitie^^ to 
thofc immunities above fpecifud ; the 
„icrjn Stmpfete being eafily derived from 
fjfdi tKotiov, by intcrpofing tlie letter p 
to avoid the chafm, or, db we fay, eu* 
pboaia grai:a. And that a monk, wheiii 
fifty years old, became a SempfeU^ ap- 
pears evidently from the quotations ad- 
duced by Spelman and Du Frefne. 

Perhaps it may be thought that*- fifty 
IS a very early period in life for arReli- 
gionifi to be thus privileged ; but it 
ihould be coufidered, that the parties 
were often pcuftHcd when they weic 
very young i and that there was time 
fufficient, thence to fifty, to paf> through 
any offices or dunes mipofed upon ihem, 
or expe£ltd from them, and even va- 
jiLty of (Iieiii.

I LEAVE it to others of your corr^ 
fpondencs, more dtfirous than my- 
lelf of the undertaking, fholfld they 
think it worth while, fully to criticize 
the “ Propheciet'* of Richard Brothers.

ffrike into fome new calling,” to catch 
popularity, by which he may chance to 
acquire a tempoiary livelihood through 
the credulity of nitny a gaping fool, 
who, to grutify curiofiiy, will eafily 
“ part with his money,” however much 
he may want it*for far better purpofes. 
One of the firll ai tiffs of this day, to 
the aftoniffiment of moft men, for a 
t*me neglefled that profclfion in which 
he fo eminently excels, and had num- 
bcrlefs followers to hear the “ heavenly 
miffages” wliich he pietendcd were per- 
fonally delivered to him by an angel 5 
but, finding how very little was to be 
gotten by fuch ” dull divinity” and 
” mock jrifpiraiion,’* and theft won- 
ders ceafing” daily in their elTcdf, be 
wifely refumed his proper occupation, 
where he n‘ull infuie adiiiiracion and 
cncouragcnienr whatever be the whim* 
or fdlliioii of the times, A fem-dC' like- 
wife now advertifes Her extraordinary 
powers IQ the occult fciencc” (vile 
phrafe ’ may we indeed exclaim with 
Polonius), and, no doubt, gets good 
returns from her fex, to whom alone, I 
believe, fhe vuuchfafes to be acccffible. 
Si'nre vifit her, ptrlraps, through weak- 
nefs of mind, or ** perfuafion ,** many, 
very many, doubtlcfs, frqm curiofiry ; 
but, however that maybe, "all” pay, 
and fo ‘‘each fool is welcome as the 
former.” But, Mr. Urban, the greateff 
of ail " wonders” to me is, that a man 
of Mr. Halhed’i rcfpe^table fituation in 
life, a man of learning and fuperior ta- 
lents, as an Qriental fcholar eminent, 
and, above all, a member of the Biitifh 
Senate, fhould fit down ferioufly to give 
public countenance, and laboured " tef- 
timony,” to the abfurd do£liines, 1 had 
aimoff Paid impious blafphemies, of one 
Richard Brothers ; which, perhaps, 
were they only to fall into the hands of 
educated people, would do but little 
harm, or produce amulemcnt only as 
romance." But, Sir, it Ihould feem they 
are calculated to worfe ends, and writ* 
ten for the iindcrffandiiig, and adapted 
to the purchafe, of the lower clafs, the 
bulk or the people, whofe minds in thefe 
days do not need difquietj and 1 fear 
the imprefTions they may make upon 
them are by no means trivial. As a 

proof 
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proof of cKiSf 'and to (hew in what foils 
fuchf principles are diiTeminated, about 
a month Hnce I was dining with a friend 
in EiTc;|t» who occalionally relided near- 
er LondoDf whither he was going the 
next day; and requefled, when he fliouid 
return again into the country, he would 
inform me how' thefe pamphlets (neither 
of which had I feen) were received in 
the world. A fervant, who was then 
waiting upon us, ftept from the fide- 
board, and rerpe^fully obferved to his 
maAer, that he had the bonks we were 
fpeaking of, and we fhquid be welcome 
to fee them; and, upon enquiry, con- 
feHed he had been more than once to 
Mr. Brotheis at Paddington. Thus, 
Mr. Urban, evil may be apprehended 
without end from fuch pernicious doc- 
trines, tending to familiarije the awful 
name of the Almighty, and pretending 
to difeover the hidden things and in- 
fcrutable deligns of Providence, \\hich 
our Creator, we are taught to believe, 
never intended fliould be revealed to us 
or our poAerity. Suppofe fuch ppnei- 
pies gain footing on board our Aiips at

their pttention was one, whidi (hould 
unite all their futfrages, and remove all 
luppofition. To fome it would no 
doubt occur, that no great injury could 
arife from the continuance oT a meafuic, 
which mull legally expire on the ill of 
February ; but, if it was even certain 
that it would exill no longer, he would 
dill infill upon the precedent, that Bri- 
tons (liould not give their defeendants 
the example of llivifh acquiefcence { and 
how anxious mull every 'man be foi the 
Temuvdl of'this giievancc, when he told 
them th<»y were at ilfuc upon the quef- 
tion, whether this hleffing was ever 
again ro he rcllorcd to Britons. They 
had heard one of the tliree Secretaiies of 
State alfert In'S funner debate, that the 
prelent cond’tion of alfasis was iuch, 
that fo far from this lellia nt continuing 
only till the limitt^d rime, that even then it 
would be necctfary to renew it. To 
jullify this meafurc, they not only had 
recourfe to ail the methods, in which 
they were fo converfant, of «l|rming 
about pretended plots and conlptracies 
of their own making, but proceeded even 
audacioudy to call in queflion the dcci- 
dons of a jury. If the Houfe did not 
avail itfelf of the prefent moment for 
reclaiming that facred right of Britans, 
and iuffcrcd iifelF to be influenced by 
the arttul pretences which cpuld nevsr 
fall, they reflgn the hope*} of its being 
ever recalled : in no ppifible (icuatton 
can pretence be wantiiig^i^>^f you take 
advantage of'*this pertod to demand ic, 
when the verdfH^S of juries pronounced 
confpiracicB to have bb' ‘ eitiflence, 'the 
ready anfwer will be, that noAd, when 
their vigour and the powers with which 
they were enirufled have fuce’eeded in 
fuppreiling them', you arc ctcfirou< to, 
t»ke away the mrans of defending th<i 
^onllitution, and, holdihg the (word 
over the feditious, refrain demanding it 
tdlt they can get fome man cuadcniacd^ 


and their caufe is for ever triumphant. 
The coofpiracy is then proved. Then 
view ic in time of war, and they will 
(by, how can you* in a period of danger 
and trouble, withdraw from us tto 
confidence which you gave to iis in the 
tranquillity of peace ? Demand it in time 
of peace, and they will repreient, that 
you are depriving them of their refource^ 
precifely when the evil-minded are ex- 
pofed to French machinations, and elated . 
•hy their fuccefs. Thus mull there, be* 
fotne reafon or other to continue the Tyf- 
tem of oppreflion. The ground upon 
which the late Bill, for fuipeoding the 
Habeas Corpus was obtained, ' was 
that of a traiterous and deteflahle con- 
fpiracy having been laid to exifl in the 
couutry. But this con [piracy^ did not 
now exifl; becaufe the vtrdi^s of the 
juries wiio tried the perfons for High 
Ticafoii had entirely negatived , every 
idea of a conipiraev, and had declared 
the peribns To tried innocent. He was 
ready tu admit, that there were libellous 
an(f violent writings brought fprward on 
the trials in evidence ; end that many , 
perions weie proved to be dif^fle^ed to 
government; hut he denied that any of 
theie things juflifled ttie late Bill. He 
*then went over all the feveial fleps ta- 
ken by Minifl^is flnee May 1792, in 
order to flop feditious practices, and 
contended that the whole was* a fchems 
to create an alarm in the country. He 
reprohace^ the fyflem of fpies and in- 
formers, who went about to encourage 
and (limlilaie that feditioia which fhey 
were CO make a repoit of; and a Midtfler 
who encouraged them mufl have no 
knowledge of the country, except fiom 
them. He did not deny hut that there 
were many difatfe6led perfons in the 
country ; but were the remedies prac- 
tifed likely to check them? He con- 
cluded with moving, ** That leave be 
given to bring in a Bill to repeal the 
Ute Aft for fuipending the Habeas 
Ctrpus Aft.” 

Mr. U^yndham Paid, he could not for- 
bear remarking that the Hoo. gentleman 
had fliid that the perfons tried were 
completely inooclent, becaufe they are 
acquitted.

As a legiflative body, however, 
wc are not to feck the Verdift of a jary 
to guide U8 ; we mud look to prefump- 
tion and probability, and govern our 
condu 6 t by their evidence. It is a(ked, 
where is the confpir^cy ? and its exift- 
eyice is denied becaufe there is not lei^al 
and technical proof. It is contended, 
that there is no danger, becaufe the^ 
danger happens not to fall within ihe 
precife line of former example. Where- 
srs the danger nowT,is entirely of the 
novel kind. A new order of things is 
looked for, and every previous tight 
and eftah'iftied lav'k is rega»(led as anti- 
quated piejiidicc, anil inimical to the 
intcreds of die people.

Every had and 
reftlcfs paliion is called forth, under 
pretence of right and reaftm. The na- 
tural and inevitable rcftlelfnefs anAdif- 
trefs, which is inherent in odr raiure 
under all government, is made the 
ground of accufation againft that, which 
f’ecures to us ilie kaft propomon 
thrife evils, which never exifttd in one 
comimuiiity. I mean not to impiiic any 
cenfure to the jurymen who atcjuitted 
the ptrfons aeculed, as the chatge was 
apparently remote from the death of 
his Mdjefly j and plain and honeft iTiei| 
are not always poiftfred of that ftrength 
and fearch of undciftanding, which ts 
uectlTary todete 61 cunning and concert- 
td fraud. Wc ftaie that there have 
been plans and views, call them con- 
fpiraciei, or by any other name, of the 
moft miichievous naturct'Co ftir up apd 
incite the poor to ^dilTatisfa^iioo and 
tumult, and finally to infurreftion and 
plun^r. But who ifaa]j want converts, 
the poor that the rich arc

tulsjp Should this faid oqly to 
exlil in theory, we recur to the pija^tice 
W a great nation,, wbo had more thgn

W ILL you permit a man, who 
edeems it one of the firil honouriS 
of his life CO have been admitted tp a 
confidential intimacy with the late Al- 
derman S^wb^id^e, to attempt giving 
the publick aike^tch of the life and cha- 
ra£ler of a gentleman, who, for many 
years, made to confpicuout a figure 
both in private and public life, as tb 
deferve fomewhat more notice than the 
mere common- place accounts exhibited 
in the journals of a oewfpaper. 

Mr. Sawbri'dge, early in life, fuc- 
ceeded, by the death of his father, to a 
very princely fortune. It may be fairly 
imagined, that he did not rafh y, and 
without redcblion, adopt tbofepriawl^i* 
of liberty and inde^odence, \^ifb 
marked bis cbarafler tnrough life | for, 
ceruia h is, as 1 hare often heard his 


brother declare, and with the livciieft, 
gratitude of fraternal love, that, in qj« 
der to fecure to him that independence 
which himfelf fo highly efteemed, 
he made him a prefent.of five tboufand 
pounds, in addition to the fortune be- 
queathed him by their common parent. 
This was one of the firft a£ts of Mr.v 
Sawbridge’s munificence, upon^his ta- 
king poffeflion of the family efiate, and 
the magnificent feat of Olanti|;h, in the 
pariih of Wye, in Kent, ft was an 
earned of a great and liberal mind, 
which gave his friends room to form 
the highelt expeblations that he would 
do credit to the ample fortune which be 
had inherited s they were not deceived, 
as- all, who had the honour of Mr. 
Sawbridge’s acquaintance, would readify 
fubferibe 10 the affertion, that, as well 
in private as in public life, there never 
exided a man more truly generous both 
in fentiment and in pra£lice. 

Mr. Sawbridge, in November 1763, 
foon after bis father’s deceafe, inter- 
married with the only daughter of Sir 
Orlando Bridgman, Bart, with whom 
he had a large dowry $ by this lady, 
whom he had the mufor^une to lofe 
within abopt two months after theif 
nuptials, he had no i due. He afterwards 
married the fecond daughter of the opu- 
lent Alderman Sir William Stevenlon. 
This gentleman had already ferved the 
high office of lord mayor of the city of 
London ; aqt^j being a widower, Mifs 
Stevenfon, his then unmarried daughter, 
in that truellyle of eleg^tnce which has 
confiancly marked her bharabler, did 
the honours of the table as lady 
mayorefs. 

By this lady,, who is dill living, Mr, 
Sawbridge had three fons and a daugh- 
ter. The cldeil Ton died fome years 
fince at Caen in Normandy ; the fecond, 
who fucccedt to the family efiate, con- 
tinues, highly to* his honour, to fejrve 
^ as major in the Ball Kent regiment of 
Militir^y of w^bich his father was many 
years^loo^ th( is at prefent 

at 

8 h^^i4gc, and hrr truly 
amidbjeM^jjj^fer, will ha'^e the can- 
dour not to ippute it courtly adula- 
tion in the wmer^^ this a^coutil, (Bat, 
in attempting^ do juftice to the tranf* 
cendent merits of his friend, he renders 
them atfo the (light homage of his praife, 
for*' the tehdii^r care and alfiduicy with 
which they foothed the two laft fad 
years bf this valuable man^s iilej it 
having beta the will qf Providence^ t^ac 
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ke (hould be reduced For life la(l period 
of Ms exigence here to * a ftate of almoft 
compreie mental imbecillity. 

[n attempting to draw a faithful por- 
trait of the late Alderman Sawbridge, 
in piivateand public life, it* would be 
only difficult for his panegyrift to decide 
whether he \Vas more truly eminent in 
the difehargeof the focral and domedtc 
duties, or in the more animated feezes 
of public pitriotifm. At a hufband, 
father, brother, friend, mafter of fer- 
vants, he difplayed the pureft pattern* 
of moral excellence. 

In bis neighbourhood in the country, 
where he re/ided during the fummer 
months, his memory will be long held 
in the higbeft efleem and veneration ; 
for he not only rendered himCelf rc- 
fpe6tabte by the fplendid hofpltality of 
his manfion, but by hi$ great utility to 
that part of the county in which he 
lived, by conftantly adding in the com- 
iniffion of the peace, and rendering to 
all who came before him that equal and 
impartial juftice, for which he was fo 
highly celebrated after he fuccseded 
to the municipal chara£ler of an Aldet* 
man of the city of London. 

It has not been very ufual for a coun- 
try gentleman to accept nic gown of an 
Alderman of London; in the cafe of 
Mr. Siwbridge, it was an event that 
took place in confequenceof the politics 
of the times. His political career had 
commenced by gaining his election for 
rhe town and port of Hythe, agaihft a 
llrong arihocra^ical intered. It was 
during the period that be far in parlia- 
ment as a cinque-port baron, chat the 
iiihc of elcilion in the pefl'on of Mr. 
Wtikeswas violated in the county of 
Middlefejc; a county, in which Mr. 
Sawbridge poffc^ed confiderable pro- 
pt^Tty. It was an ufurpation of rhe 
people’s rit«his, which our high-fpirited 
baron, whofe hreaft glowed with the 
pureh flame of civil liberty, could ill 
brook and endure. Ha fo manfully le- 
hded this a6l of mhsitt^iaf cyrj^ny, 
both in and out of as to 

render himfelf highly yilbihc 

citizens' of London ; andi^ confe- 
quence, was chofeD, togacfltr with tha . 
late AMtrmaii* 'Town (hand, ^ by the vo- 
iuntary and uafoHCited (uffirages of the 
livery, ihcriiF of London. He foon af*^ 
terwards became an alderrAmi of Lang- 
bourn ward ; and in due courfe of 
(ime, he was called to the dignity 
lord mayor of London, an oil^ee ' 
Gent. Mao. March, 1795.

which Mr. ^awbridge filled with no 
Icfs honour to himfelf than to fhe 
firft city of the civilized world. Mr. 
Siwbndgc was afterwards chofen one 
of the city members, and fat during 
three parlianlents as a reprefentative pf 
the metropolis of the Brttifli empire. 
That he well and faithfully difchai'ged 
the high important duty of an English 
fenator is well known, and will ever be 
had in grateful memory by his fellow- 
citizens. During the whole courfe qf 
the American war, he confiantly and 
zealoully oppofed it; and he was duly 
fenfible, that to the iqcreafing influence 
of the crown we might juftly impute 
bur toQ frequent wars. He exerted 
himfelf, however inefficacioufly, in the 
caufe of parliamentary reforrn, as the 
mofl likely meant to corre6( ir. His 
olitical views were truly patriotic; and 
i« fpeeches in parliament, if they pof- 
feifed not all the brilliancy of a compile 
orator, difplayed, which is perhaps 
better, in concife and neivous lan- 
guage* the fentiments of a jull, un- 
bialTed, and upright member of the- 
commons-houfe of parliament. In ef- 
fect, fo truly independent was his fpirit, 
that he dlfdained to accept, and pledged 
hiihfelf that he never would accept, any 
title, place, or penfion, which goverq* 
menc had to beftow. He loved M 
country^ becaufe it was a land of free- 
dom; and, on all thofe great occaf^ons 
in which* M{. Savvbridge thogghc the 
liberties of his country were intercAed, 
he took an aftive and fpirited part. 
Happily for him, his faculties gave way ' 
previoufly to the prefent difaflrous war ; 
otherwife, it is moA certain, that he 
would, with the fame ardour, have op- 
pofed it, in all itsAarcs, as he hereto- 
fore did the abominable American war. 
Heaven in iis mercy decreed, that he 
Ihould be a Aranger fo all ifs >h6rrori ; 
this valhable man having been, for the 
laA two years of his fublunary exlAcnce, 
ioA to his country, his family, hit 
friends, and himfelf; his death, there- 
fore, was a cdofummation devoutly te 
be wiihed. He died on Saturday, Feb. 
21, 1793, town-refidence ia 

Glpucelter place, Portman fquare, 
whence his remaina were removed for 
intermens^ to the parlik church of Wye, 
in the county of Kent, wherein is the 
family btirying- place. A numeroua 
and rdfj(ieftable tenantry, together with

Our 
modern chemifis agree with nte, that 
TefpirRtion gites the living principle to 
the blood; but, according to cliem^ this 
is done by the ab(lra6lion of inflamma- 
ble air and charcoal from the blood, 
both of which, according to* them, rfre 
highly ftimulant, finoe they aHedge, 
thdt the caufiic vofatile alkali, fpirifs, 
&c. are principally formed of thofe two 
bodies. And in rcturti we arc told, 
that the blood, after parting with this 
rh-ircnal and this inflammaiile air, re- 
ceives the acefeent principle. In (hort, 
they run counter to every rational idea, 
and every principle which common fenfii 
had cfiabliilird, and which had been re- 
gularly received by our forefa' hers ; for, 
by the admifiion of thefc do£lrines, we 
are fairly brought at laft to this conciu- 
fion, that ardent fpintsare highly ieda- 
tive, and acids, or the ^Iccfcenc princi- 
ple, equally ftimulant, fine'e the blood, 
by parting with the former, and recei- 
ving the latrc(, becomes fiimulating, or 
pofftlfing the great fiimulus to animal 
life i for, if thefe changes ceafe only for 
five minutes, death takes place. Cam 
any thing bt more monfir qui or more ab^ 
furdf Indeed, Mr. Urban, ihcir the- 
ory is fo very extraordinary, that it does 
net leave tis one old fa£V remaining, but 
dire£liy aflerrs rhat biack if •wbife.

Befides, the inflammable 
air and charcoal, which are Juppefed to 
be iinitecl to the pure air in the lungs, 
cannot a£l upon the air in the heat of 
96 of Fahienhcit. that being animal 
heat; fur, their a6lion upon each other 
reqmies the immetife beat of adlual 
flame. But the adtion of the lungs 
upon the air is not at all myflertous ; 
fbr, blood or animal flefli a6l in the 
fame fnaiiner upon the air out of the 
body even in the lowell degrees of heat; 
and here we are certain that no heat is 
generated^ becaufe wc can ptdee a ther- 
mometer jpimediately upon thofe' bo- 
dies. But, will our mo^ eeUbratid ese* 
pertmemtmifii get the e^eduloos world to 
believe, that there is a procefs going oa 
in the longs cxa6lly the fame as the 
bunting of four ulibw candles ; fol*, it 
IS a well known fe^ chat the lungs of 
a middling- fixed man will deflroy ts 
much air in a given fpace of time as 
four.candles in a flfete of combaiKon :

dles; for, they will affc> upon air in 
which candles have been extinguiflied. 
^nd, as we»re told that, 'when pure 
air is inydmd either by the lungs or 
flame, water and fixed air are produ- 
ced | and, in their production, an.im- 
menfe quantity of fir^ ihufl be fee ioofip 
from ihf air. In the burning of the 
candies we do evidently fee an immenfe 
quaiitfiy of fire fet looie { bur in the 
iangf^ during refpiratioD, mwne. The

'' However, to do the world Judice, it 
fiiould be acknewteged that honed men are 
frequently led into mllbkes j and, if a poor 
author IS now and then ftarved to death, they 
at lead fhould be acquitted of cruelty. When 
a wiitcr has publilhed a book, he is fuppnfed 
to have procured a maintenance. Men ima- 
gine that his prodts keep pace with his re- 
putation ; and Who would conceive that 
piaife h.as been his only reward ^ 

**" The more learned a work, the Icfs like- 
ly it ts to meet with a general reception, mid, 
^^conieqiiently, the Icfs likely to be profitarle. 
One of the mod vahiahle works on Britifli 
antiquities is '^pelman's Glodai^, in folio. 
Ihc witolc performance was offered to the 
king’s printer for live pounds, to be received 
in hooks; this fmaU price, hovt'Cver, was 
refnfed. Spelmnu, therefore, printed the 
Ard pait at his own expence; and mod of 
the books remained on his hands till taken 
off by two book fellers^. 

** The learned Edmund Cadell paffed 
great part of his life, broke a hue conditu- 
tion, abd fprnt twelve ChOufand pounds, in 
corjpihng a Lexicon f . After the ruin of 
his health, and the confumption ofki'> pro- 
perty, this celebrated book was, at length, 
published, and the books remained on his 
hands untold. 

There might be fliewn indances in 
which a refpedlable lid of fubferibers ffanil- 
ing at the head of n publication has he^n a 
moil unfonunatc circiimdaiice for anauthor. 
4flany readers begin immediately to calcu- 
late pounds, Ihilhngs, and pence, and fup- 
pofe, at random, that the writerjppocket*;, 
mu lined with bank notes. vThey aie 
not aware that, during ffbe long pciiod 
of preparing a work, and of bringing it 
tbiwogh the prefs, *'a man cannot live cn 
the a:r; they forget alfo that printers and 
book fellers follow a profcllion as well as 
other men, aii4 that they rarely work out of 
pure charity. 

Will It be prudent in an author to throw 
hunftlf among an hod of critics ? An author 
rum no danger, but fuch as he ought to en- 
counter, among real fclioLirs, among critics 
w!iO polfcls the powers of clifcrimination 
and lire principles of judice. The real cri^ 
tir, if an honed man, will not miflead the 
public tal>e ; but hit cannot be wantonly 
uojud. The Clitics, whom there is jult 
caiifc to dread, aie fuch wholfi th»\iuhlick 
^ ooght to defpife ; tliole who enter not into 
rhe merits ot a publication, who ex^^ine its 
(ffiaradbr by the’r own prejudices; who, 
\\ h.ucvci fire of a quedion they adopt, ei- 
tlier 111 politics, tlicology, or mcered, decuje 
on the merit of evci 7 ^ ‘w reference to 
ilieir Own need or their own proftt. It is

not here afferted that any journal is fo con- 
dudled, but only that fuch a journal would 
do great injury to individuals ; and whether 
the writer (hould take the fide of high 
church, of low church, or of no 6hurch, 
would be of incnnfiderable aetount. 

Bur, if a man of letters cm obtain a 
patron, he may defy the critic. True. But 
a patron tiof always fo eafily found as 
fought after. And it very often happens 
that a writer can obtain no patron till he can 
either do tolerably well without one ; or till 
difappointmeiiis and penury may have al- 
imiff haraffrd him out of the world. An 
able leader in the field of letters may be 
flattered and overpowered with didinc- 
tions; whild the pioneer of literature is 
frequently left to perifh amidd the rubbidi 
which he was doooieJ to remove. 

“ The notice of a gre.it man, it is true, 
may-prove beneficial ; but fuch notice ibay 
eventually prove the mod unfortunate cir- 
cumdance in a man’s life. Tlie great are 
fometimes apt (o make men of talents their 
tools, and to expeCl illiberal compliances at 
which a delicate genius may recoil, or an 
upright confcicnce revolt ; a vague belief of 
the importance of fuch fi lendfinps may lead 
to midaken notion*;, prejudic’ial to the au- 
thor; and, while the world may fuppofe 
he has obtained a Maecenas, hp may be for- 
tunate to have efcaped a Nero. 

What has been faid on this fiibje^ may 
be thought the mere coiije6fures of one fttle 
convci fant in the world. Let them pafs for 
mere conje Aures ; but that authors, even of 
the fttd cliaradfer, are liable to great dif- 
trelfes, \vli.atever the canfe be, may be feeii 
hyatabluuf facts. It is leaJy made to 
my hands, and tiaiifcnbed from tlie Cu-

That Ib0 
might ^ un<ler his injLmediatg care^ be Irad 
her len^^ed to a litde.cloft near bis.owe 
hou(^, ^id made n£e of' Che dr^-ent means 
pointed out by thvifehe ^qfulted. Here fhe 
redramed till. I faw her, whhgul having 
apj^reotly beneflied in the ieaft degree 
by whaj^ UiHl b^n done /or her. 

I found the mmions ofjier hmbs jn walk- 
ing unufually flow* iangyid, and iyiflc.ady ; 
her belly tnpked up, her flank ho'luw, and, 
iu (holt, h-r whole appcat'auc;^ .uinouiiciiig 
a Rate confldcrable cmacuiiuu .>nd dehi- 
i hev 5 
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lity ; yer, notwithftaiulingj (lie appeared to 
liave a Uefire for food her p^ilfe was rather 
weak, hut regulnr j her refpiratioii natural, 
and the cosnmoii evaciwlious were fiich as 
occur in a Jiealchy (fate, except that the 
quantity was rather dinninifhecl. 

It was obferved chat (he always can led 
her head very near the ground, and was 
continually engagtKl cithei in walking near 
the hedgeh, or turning in a circular diredtiun. 
On attending more cl'ofely to this circum- 
ftance, I remarked that, when drivei^ to 
• the right hand, (he conft.uilly formed a cn-- 
clc of about three yards in diameter ; and 
that, on the contrary, when tempted to go 
to the left, Hie kept at a little ilirfance from, 
and followed the line of, tlie hedges and 
ditches, and occafionally thruft her head, 
and particularly the riglil fide of it, aga-.nlt 
pi ojedting boughs and tall tufts of grafs. 

She had been fo loug accuftomed to 
ramble in a (low, but almoft continual, 
walk, in the way juft metitiuned, that the 
Held exhibited fome unufual appearances; 
in the middle the grafs was trodden perfe6t< 
ly fl.it. 111 nearly equally-fized cucubr paths 
of abnut 18 inches in breadth, of the 
diameter before meiiCioned ; whilft, on tlie 
contrary, 011 the Tides there was only one 
jiath at about a yard from the fence, which 
fallowed exa6lly its dllfercnt diredlion^, and 
obfei-ved generally ilie fame breadth and dif- 
laoce. * 

The head of the anim^ was conftantly 
held obliquely downwards, fo that the left 
hom was copfidcraHly Aore elevated th.m 
the ri^T/ dh examining the head in gciic- 
tal, t Vas not fenfiblc of tlie fn*alicft mor- 
bid alteration either in fe^ or figure, but 
remarked that the right nftftril appeared to 
yield a lai^er *^quantity of miKus, and the 
lining membrane to he, foniewhat icdder 
than chat of ihc left. The eyes were heavy, 
from the eye-lids hying more clofed than is 
iifuai, but 1 was not aware at this time of 
any difeafed apiiearance in either of the pu- 
pils:* The intervals from rambling, winch 
were but of flihrt duration^ wore employed 
in eating rather greedily. 

“'On taking tlicfe dhferent circumflances 
ifite confideratioii, I wis induced to belic\;c 
that the prefente of one or more of tlie 
larvae of the ocflriis 'in one or more of the 
nafal cavities might be the canfe of thefe 
fymptomr, aod in confeqnence of this idea 
removed a circular piece of bone from the 
upper part of the nafal, and another from 
the moft depending part of the right maxil- 
lary finus. The perfedtly found ftate of the 
membrane of ihefe cavities convinced me 
of my error ,* and after being fully fatisneU , 
that the inflammation with whjch 1 was ' 
ftruck w^as Only* confined to a wry fmall, 
jand that the lower, portion, and pfobabiy 
laced by f«»mc external caufe, I brought 
fl.ips of (kin into coiitail, and rpMfed 
anim..l. This operation did not produce 


the fm.illeft change in tlie fymptomsj union 
of the divided tegument took place, aiul I 
loft fight of ilie animal till tlie latter end of 
the montli, when the proprietor informed 
me that other alTiftance had been had rc- 
CQurfe to, but without advantage, ami that, 
unlefs I advifed the trial of (ome farther 
means, life would have her killed, that 1 
might haver an opporluiiiiy of being fatisfied 
by ditfedtion as to the ca«fe of the complaint. 
Unwilling to have this done wlthouL review- 
ing the Tyraptoms, 1 rcTexamined the hc.ul 
with thegreateft accniMcy, and found the 
pupil of the right eye more ddated ihan ili.it 
of the left, tiuuigh the latter wasluger ili.ni 
it ought to have been ; and the foiiner was 
not deftitute of irritability, yet the I.mer en- 
joyed a greater latitude of mntioii. 

“ From the addition of this to the for- 
mer fymptoms, I began to imagine ili.it 
there might be an hydatid either upmi the 
furfnee or witliin the fubftance of the biain ; 
and was inclined to believe that, if fuch was 
ihec.'ife, there was a greater piobabihty of 
detecting it by pei foraling th.it p.irt of the 
fkull which coiTcfpouJed with Hie right 
heroifpherc than elfewere. 

“ The owner of the cow having confent- 
cd to wh.itever experiment or ojicr.iiion f 
might propofe, 1 had her call, and frcined 
by means of fetters, and made a ciuci.tl in- 
cifion through tlie (kin upon the right frontal 
hont, on a level with the fupenor jiart of 
the orbit, and very near die longitudinal 
future. After detaching the pericranium, 

J applied a uephine of nearly an inch dia- 
meier, and, having removed two circu- 
lar pieces of bone, 1 cut off the intercircular 
angles, fo as to reduce the whole to a lon- 
gitudinal oval opening of fomewhat moie 
than two inches in lengtlvand one in breadth. 
Not meeting with any thing exiiMordinaiy 
u|>on the fm-facc of the dura mater, 1 placed 
the fcalpcl ujion it, in order to make .111 
opening in it parallel with that of the bone, 
and was not .'i httle furprifed to find it uni- 
fied J 1, however, cut out a piece of it cor- 
refponding with the opening in the bone. 

“ The velfels of the pia mater appeared 
almoft obliterated, or nearly colourlefs, from 
their coiitainmg an unulually fmall quaiiDiy 
of bluud, and the expofed fuifice of the 
brain prefented two cpnfideiable eminences 
fcpnratcil by a furrow, in wliidi was a co- 
iourlefs vein, which e^ed as a band, Imt 
yet not ftiflicicntly fo as to pi event thrfe 
eminences nrcffitig J^dfely agaiuft the eil":cs 
oftheboW. 

“ On pwffiog my finger on tlie brain, I 
Tcceivetf ' the fenfailon i>f fluid refiftance 

fioii in tbe npper and miiUlh part of the de- 
nuded portion. The corfleal part cut as if 
much U|x»Qt (he ftretch, and was thinner and 
balder than ufualt on tlivUTing tlie vein. juft 
meniioped, the Ibwer pwt began to tear hc- 
furc ihfelLnife, and, when the whole inn- 

fioa 




fioii was e(Fc(5leJ, the preffiire from within 
became fo confidcrable as tb tender tlie far- 
ther life of the cutting edge of the knife 
entirely unncccffMiy. By cautloufly fepa- 
racibg the divul<*d edges with the handle of 
the inftiument, I was Anick with the ap- 
pearance of a cy it, part of which protruded 
itfelf immediately, ^with corUiderable force, 
elirough rtie hony Qpeiiing^ to the fizc of a 
hen’s ef g, vvlieii it burft, ^^nd gave iffiie to 
ahoiic time or fdurouncMof a thhi co- 
Innrlefb fluid. “By laying hold of the torn 
eilges, and drawing them gently from one 
lide to the other, I detached the ’ cyft from 
its connexions without the leaft degree of 
laceiation, except what was before produced 
by tlie efcjpe of the contents. 

** On looking into the brain, after th< re- 
moval of the cyft, I was only of a 

l.irge cavity, tlic fnrface of which was per- 
fcdtly fmooth and while, not crgltaining any 
more hydatids, nor the fmalleft quantity 
of water. From the prefence of the 
plexus rhoroides, which lay at the bottom, 
though much paler coloured and fmaller than 
ufual, I concluded that this cavity was an 
enlargement of the right anterior ventricle, 
efledled, in all probability, by the gratlaal 
extenfioivof the cQ^ta ued cyft. I ^covered 
the opening with a piece of mufliii, dried 
ilie flaps of tlie Ikin \^ell, replaced and co- 
vered them with a*picce of linen, and fe- 
tured the wiiole with an jadhefive plalltr. 

On removing the fetters the animal rofe 
without difficulty, and walked to. her Ihed 
without appeanog in the leaft difpofed to 
turn or ramfilc. ' 

“ That evening, about eight hours after 
the operation, fhe .'ite a fmall quantity of 
hay, and the next morning did not exhibit 
the fmalleft fymptom of derangement.” 

Mr. M. nut Uavin^ been able to at- 
tend the animal after the operation,, the 
care of her was confiiled to other hands | 
and he afterwards learned, that foe died 
finreen days after tlie operation. The

The opening o( the head wai af« 
fefted by a blow of an axe, which pro- 
duced futh a confufion of parts as pre- 
vc' tccl a furgeon who was prefent from 
ciiftinguifoin^ any thing more than a very 
conflderable quantity of maggots (fup^ 
of the flefo fly) within the fubftance o£ 
the brain,” 

Mr, M. regrets tflat a proper attention 
was not paid to jjiis cafe. Ha thinks it 
likely that the fuppuiacion of the biain 
• might at any rate have deftroyed the 
animal; but he feems perfuaded that the 
fuppuration wgs increased by the admif- 
fion of air, and by other caufes of irrita- 
tion. 

Mr. M. coDcludei, what to us appears 
ro be a very nfeful -paper, by flat ng 
foiTie of the cactfos which concur to ren- 
der this complaint almolt always fatal* 
and invariably highly dangerous.

nine, two pieces of femr, and one of two, 
after eight and foiiy houis of he ivy canno- 
nading, attended vvuh a 5“: lb. Iheli from an 
eight-inch mortal , about cvci y ten mi^ites, 
flight and day, at length pieiccd th^ King 
Cicy fo frt(|uciitly, that ihc luKeied fo ma- 


ny feet in the water as to render he? baftery 
ufelefs, anil, a red-hot (hot taking the maga- 
zine, fhe blew up. They then turned the r 
file on our low'cr baiteiy, and very foon 
difniounted two eighteen-poiindcrs, the oth-r 
being hiirft. Finding it filencod, they then 
art.u.ked the great foil more vigor oufly th.an 
tlie former days bringing all thvir cannon lo. 
bear on it with heavy mufqiietry. They 
killed and wounded Upwards of an hiindied 
men,*evcry fhell latterly falling infide the 
fort, all our cannoneers being difab led. A 
fhell falling in the ditch where we had pla- 
ced foine of Jean Kina's corps, they foiced 
the lb aw bridge, and flew towards [eremie 
road. We then rallied, and forming a rear 
and advanced guard, putting our wounded 
in the centre, retreated in as much order as 
the cafe admitted of 5 and forcing an ambuf- 
cade of the enemy at Irois, are now emlea- 
voiinng to' put ourfelves under the command 
of beaten. inl-colouel H,andfield, at Jeremie. 
\Ve evacuated thefoit the 29th, about two 
o’clock ill the afternoon. I beg leave to re- 
comiTiend lo your attention the cordu6f of 
Mnnf, De Savre, Major De Place, which re- 
ally proves the juftice of the general opinion 
of his zeal and bravery ; alfo that of Mcnf. 
D'Anglade, of the Legion of the South, and 
Monf De Brcuil, commanding the gunneis. 
The condudf of the troops in general wis 
peifedfly what you would have wilhed, and 
that of Jean Kina's army, until panx-ftruck 
by the fhells, was admirable. The number 
of the enemy was fuppf»fed to be about 
•5000, 800 of which were troops of the 
line, including artillery.

[AGES BV THE LATE FLOODS. 

Ilorncajfk^ Feh. lo. Tins d.^y there wad 
the liighcrt flood ever remembered here : — 
Many of the luliabic.iut^ wtio iiepc on the 
ground floor were awakened early in tlic 
ivoiouig by the Water comiog into their 
beds ; the current ran w'lth Inch rapidity in 
the Far-ftr'ect, tlut it tore up the pave- 
nnent for a coufiderable fjiace j many houfes 
were confulepbly damaged, was alfo tlie 
biidge leading to Bollon, SfEjhjy ioc. In 
the mai ket-place tlic water was three fc«t 
, deep ; and great damage has been done to 
the luiiKs and bridges on the canal. 

Tlie flood in the neighboiii luxid of Eftcf 
horou^h was fu immente as Co tiireatcn the 
deflL'udtiun of fevergl villages. The ice had 
formed a uimplete * bank acrofs the coaft, 
fromltne South bank to llie NoitU-benkf 
and coiUecpieiitly fl^g^tUhe current of wa- 
ter. A gentleman there, however, at tlve 
rifk . Ojf his life, contrived to difpel the Joe 
by gun powdfii'i conuiiifd in orlfkin Wga; 
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iij the cxcculiorr of which he was aflift- 
etl by two barges; hut he had the mis* 
foriuoe to be left upoh a large Hioal of 
ice; the barges being driven away, it w»s 
impoffibte for any pei fon to i ender him alVif- 
tance, and in this dangerous ritUcition, with 
the momentary apprehenfion of the ice fepa- 
rating, he floated down to IVhittlefea-hrielge^ 
and then pimped to one of the pilhis, 
which was expedUd eveiy minute to give 
way. From this fituation he w'as rekafed 
by fome men w'ho put off in a kiat to fave 
him. Soon after this, the Soitilihank gave 
way ; and fo terrific was the cfledl, tlie 
fhricks of the mnltitnde ne.o’ It, an.l the 
explofiiHi was fo irememl»'\r, th.n ih.* noilc 
was he.od by pcrlnns flat'oneo ftuir indes 
below the fpot. The number of lives lull 
has not been alct mined; the da ■once is 
thought to hs incalcul hi *. The third icgi- 
nient of Dngoons aflifled very elfentially, 
and too much praitc cammt be gTven them 
for their lieady and trad>ible condu<^h 
Stacks of bay, containing ai leaft ten loadf, 
floated down the ftream. 'Ibis convvilfion 
of Nature has diflrelfet', if not abfolulely 
mined, thoufands of families on the Somh 
fide of tlie bank ; for, if they have not pro- 
vifions in flore, they muft penlh, as no af- 
fiflaiice can be afforded tiiem. The bridge 
which entered Peteiboiougli is gone. 0//«- 
Wuin\f(,r<l^ Hiljdfdy and Thfiifjione bridges, 
upon the ate all gone. 

Tlie river Tiwftus rofe to nn height not 
known for thefe 20 years pjft. The flood 
^vas neavly as great as i!ie remarkable one in 
1774. Great part of Ki'^f.on looked like a 
Dutch town, and punis plied about the 
ftreets. The inhabitants of all the houies 
near the river were driven up ftaiis, and 
fiippliedby means of bo^ts in at the windows ; 
but the floiid fuiifided as rapidly as it rcfc. 
JUmfton, SuTihutyj and all tiie adjacent coun- 
try, was inund'iied. For two days all commu- 
nication between SanJgate and Chertjey was 
entirely ftopt, except by a boat, Which 
plyed in Chertfey; tlio communication be- 
Ciircen which town .iiid IVtndhry^M flopt 
for a full month by the badneis of the 
r«ads. 

Near Jiaffdortf Hart’s l.nck, by the 
dity of the current, was bulged, and, ia uh. 
the bucks adjoining, entirely fwept aw.iy. 

The ^ hole village of Panghourn os laid 
undei- water, aiul tlic new ground at fVhtt- 
<AArr<6-brKlgc waflied auay, fo as to icndcr 
the ^iridgc impalfahle. 

Fart of the bridge on tlie Cavrrpam 
road, and ru) arch of the w'oodv«n brii'ge ad- 
joining Stunning bridge, were ilirow'ii down. 

At Maidcnhettdf the oVtl^flow was fo great 
as to render travelHpg e)iceeditigly dangt- 
lous; the roa'd was under water for nftar 
two miles, and in fome places it was fo deep 
as to he over tlie for« wheels of the coatiics, 
axd ^avellers were punted over wliile fnen 
rode tbe jMrfes thyonglh Tlie vidiiable 
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premifes of^ir Ifaac Pococke have received 
very great «!amas;e, and maiyr inhabitants of 
that tow^n and neighbourhood will be very 
confider.ible fiifTerci'i. 

The tO'Mi .Hid neighbourhood of Nexvlurj 
fufleit'il feveic'y; h‘>ats weie plving in th® 
piiocipal fl.eeii to leheve Lmihes that were 
coofinijtl in thair upper apaitments. Fart 
of the mills of Mdf. Wickwar, papers 
maker, VI ere c.irned aw.iy ; Mr. Town- 
feud, rh« brew'-r, Ij.-id a ptpat quantity of 
hay fpriled; and the g:\rden-w,.il of Mr.

A b.irgc on tlie Navigation was 
broken in two ; the Navigation itielf, it is 
fe..rt.d, has 1 l. cived tome injii'’y, .uid olficr 
dam.i^e lias bteii done, to a c oiifiderable 
amount, along the whole line of the river. 

Al Derby f the water from tlie Wouks 
wnic'i I an through the town lofe five or 
ii': inetjes highei than w:i'. ever know' n by 
tlie ( Idert perfon, and almoft rcacheoJ the 
dun. hers of fome the poor people; it w..s 
tluee inclieb liigh in St. H'ei buy gb' ^ cluirchj 
and ran over St. Juvicis and St. Piter t 
b iJge , and was near palfing over Sadhr- 
gutr-bridge. Pait of Bhrlcdge-bn'd^ef and the 
battlements of S\ bridge, are waflied 

away ; and ihc p ivement in fome of the 
ftrccLS IS vei y much lujni cd. Several horfe-, 
pigs, &c. wero earned down the current. 
The Dnwrvtf Tirhf, and have been 

al? fvvclltMl beyond wh.^t was ever remcm- 
bc'ed. The Trent, in. the neighbourhood 
ot Shardlcjvv, has don-j confiderahlc damage

the following bridges, viz. fVoolfe/ey bridge,

way, theic ucie fix men upon it, four of 
whom were UMfortunate'y drowned. 

Tlie Can.d AqiiediuSt over the river Tame 
has been much damaged; and anarch of 
the bridge on tlie road between jikejisr 
and Stratford fuddenly fell in, at the very 
inftant the Stourbridge and London ftage 
waggon lud p.'ifled' ir. 

At Shre^}f}uryy the w.stcr rofe en the night 
of the loch, and next morning, ten feet 
above Its accii domed level. On tlie evening 
of the i:th it fell three feet, and next day 
fell r.ipidly. At Ftankwelly (dolchamy Cotton- 
hiHy and (he ^bbey Foregate, fome lioiites 
were carried away. At Bridgnorth, tlie 
waters were much oiii. 

Oxford, Feb. We have not experi- 
enced fo great a flood at this place and in 
Its neigliho'urhood for 22 years. The waters 
both in the Ifis and the Cherwell were (wel- 
led to an alarming height; many of the 
roads were fo much inundated as to render 
them in many places dangerous, and in fome 
impaiTabJe. In St. Thomas's parifh in this 
eity, in particular, a great many houfes 
were mid- leg deep in wsiter, .vrid in fome 
much higher ; fo that they pafTcd from hoiife 
t(» liOiife in boats, and inhabited the upper 
rooms. 

Ki'sding, Feb. 14. The floods here are 
greater than have b‘jeii known for m.uiy 
years paft. The water in the ftrects of tins 
town was as high ns it uas in the renia k- 
able flood zi years ago; and the damage 
fuftained by it, we are forry &> fay, is much 
more confiderable than what was expert 
enceil at that time; the violence of the our- 
iv.nc of the Kennet having nndermined the 
b ink of that river, near tip} Seven bridges, 
on which flood a long range of work-ihops 
belonging to Mr. Billing, builder, at fix 
o’clock on Wednefday morning nearly the 
whole of ihc building, with every thing con- 
tained therein, fell into the flream ; provi- 
dentially the men were not at work, or they 
niufl all h.)ve periflied : thei 0 being a great 
quantity of valuabTe woik on the premife^, 
all of which is either loft or fpoiled, Mr 
JSilling’s lofs is eftimated at near 400I. Yef- 
terday morning at ooe o'clock, a tenement, 
that flood by the Tide of tlie back brook in 
the yard of Mr. |ackfon, flone-mafon, fell 
itvn that flream from the bank giving way : 
the inlubiC:inrs, an indufliious man of the 
name of Jones, with his wife and two chiU 
dren, were fortunately alarmed, by hearing 
a crack, jufl in time to fave themfelves, but 
nearly the whole of their furniture, cloatlis,' 

were loft. A breach was waflied by 
chc^ fide of the bridge over the Kermit, 
wliich rendered the road impaflable for car- 
ringes, and *1 WiKJd.n bridge over the mill- 
fli-eam was carried away. All ihc ccliai s 
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of the Iionfes hoi-dering on the Keiinet 
were filled willi w.itcr, and the ground fioois 
ormnny UBinluihitahle for Come days. 

Mofftiiy F^L 14. “ My letter of two days 
ago is ilill here; for, tliougli X have made 
an effort twice, 1 have been obliged to le- 
turn, not having readied half the firft 
Itage. — Two mails are due from London, 
three from Glafgow, nnd^'foiir fiom Edin* 
burgh. — Neither the lall .guard that went 
hence for Glafgow on Thurfday, nor 
lie that \^ent on VVednefday, have fince 
been lieaid of; this country was never fo 
completely blocked up in the memory of 
the oldeft perfon, or that they ever heard 
ef. 1 underfiand the road is ten feet deep 
with fnow from this to Hamilton^ I have 
had It cut through once, hut this third fall 
makes an attempt impolfible •>-Ueaveii only 
knows when the road will be open*, nothing 
but a thaw can do it-^ic is now an intenfe 
froft.** — Another perfon writes in the fame 
way from Ber^uick, with the addition, that he 
was three winters in Noith America, but 
never faw fo much fnow. 

Birmingham, Feh. 1 6. The Severn, in the 
neighboui hood of Worcejicr, overflowed its 
hanks to a wide extent, and covered the 
country for a great number of miles with 
water; which, whetj viewed from an emi- 
nence, formed an immenfe (lieet, hounded 
only by the aCmofplierc. The cellars and 
lower apartments of all the hoafes in Woe- 
colter adjacent to the river we^e 'filled 
with water, and tfie inhabitants compelled 
to retire to their upper rooms to avoid the 
deluge, where they could only receive ne- 
ceffaries by means of boats. Some hundreds 
of porter-bai rels have floated down the river 
fioiti the different breweries fituated on the 
banks ; a great ndmber of which, no doubt, 
xvillbe loft; and it is much to be feared 
that mpft of the. cayle and Iheep grazing in 
the meadows 'iicur tlie river arc deftroyed* 
The water rofe on Ihurfday afternuun to 
within fcvcn inches and a half of the brafs 
plate near College- green, affixed m comme- 
moration of the gj cat flo*Wl in November, 
1770. The bridges down the .^’ivef have 
niollly been dam;igeii 1 that at ^oirfort h.is 
given way, and ^Beiodlej^bridgs has been 
much injured ; Lang bridge aikh Qeumi have 
both been fov'c r-d dot^n. S^reuijbwy^ an 
arch of CQlchauf^-bNdge has hffjBn carried 
away ; and tli^ i,diabiUnca of FranHus//^ 
CM m. Cotton hilU and tlie Mty Foregate, 
in that town, have futfered as ituich as tJiole 
near the nver in the city of W«rc«fter j not 
being able, except by boa)!^ to leave tbeit 
ha*'ibtioni . Indeed^ >.)jifediiefd.'cy, , the 
to'vn was entirely furroundod- by watet, 
and looked like an ifiaiul, not- a< carnage 
tli.it day'being able bo enter or go out of it. 
'I'he damage dooe to the miU 5 and wmks in 
and near the town, and tho cjuantity of tim- 
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ber carried off by the violence of the current, 
is calculated to a great amount. 

The Ahbey church in Shteiufiury is fo 
much injured by the finod, that it will be a 
long time before divine fci vice can be per- 
foi med in tf . Tlie gr.ives within the church 
are funk fo much, that the grave-ltoiiee 
are all thrown out of their plncc§, the ends 
of many of them betng fallen in, and tho 
other ends flao'd above the ground. 

^ At Syke Houfeand Filhlake, near %b^rne, 
in Yorkthire, the bank which confined thf 
river having given way, fuch an immenfa 
body of water riifhed forth as to inun* 
d.'ne the -country fur feveral miles ; and fo 
fadden and unexpeAed was the difafter, 
that much property was fwept away, and 
many^ cattle drowned before any afliftanc® 
could* be given. The unfortunate inhabi-> 
tants, unable to efcape from the depth of 
the furrounding watery, were obliged to fly 
to their garrets, which ferved as a temporary 
retreat from the deftruftive element. In 
this deplorable fituation, without food (every' 
thing of the kind being totally deftreyed) 
did the diffreifed inhabitants remain, until 
afillled by the philanthropic exertions of 
fome' gentlemen of Thorne, who may h® 
truly find to have faved thofe from inevita- 
ble deft rndf ion whofe habitations were low, 
by fending 4 >oats .with provifions, &c. over 
III® high bahks, to relieve and bring away 
the dillreffed. 

In various^ roads throughout England^ ie 
ts inconceivajl^e^what quickfands have been 
formed by the floods, or by the thawing 
the fruA;| which has penetrated deeper into 
the earth thaif was ever rememberod. 

In the ftreets of London, a nearly fimilar 
effedt has been produced, from the famo 
caufe.

Mr. W. held alfo the rec- 
tory of WiUeCden, with ihechapelrv of Twi- 
f'lrd annexed]^ CO. Middlefex. In tliefe fe- 
veral fituatiiuis he was didmguiftied for a 
fa tliful and ednfeieotious difcharge of his 
duty ; *iii the choir, uintii.g fervice with de- 
votion ; III the pulpit, seal wiih copviClton.

He was the intimate friend 
of the late Dr. Bridle, re£tor of HardA'ickq, 
Bucks, and of the J.ite Rev. Sir John Sfoii- 
hotife, of Radley, Bti ks, from both of whom 
he recc.ved kind remembrances. His at- 
tachment to the Conftirotion in Church and 
State was the refult of piiiiciplc, as w'cll is 
experience; and he died not without a 
prayer for the perjictuation of its bleftings 
to pofterity. He died in ilie 75tli'year of 
his age, and was buried in St. Paul’s cathe- 
dral.

In her intercourfe with the worlds 
her unfufpc^ling, candid, and honell mind 
Secured her moil: cReem from tliofe who 
eftimate chai adlers wiihjufticc, and knew 
her moft intim.itcly. Far removed from,. 
\aiiity and deceit, no view of inttreR, nor' 
the allurements of pomp and tlilFipation, 
could diveit her from' a fenfe of rc( 5 btud« 
«r the important duties of l?fe, nor command 
lier atLentioa where her heprt did not ap- 
piove. Her charity and pity for the un- 
fortunate wcie never interrupted by her en- 
mity to rudeiiefi, >iiid abhorrence of every 
vice ; which rendered her, though ofa timid 
and amiable mind, more to con'cdl thaili 
Ratter the foHics or vices of the world j and 
ixiiUl caufe her to be fmctirely lanicnud by 
her numerous famjly and fricivls.

H aving a dcfire that afit.<|uitics 
may be traced at near to their ori- 
gin as rnBy be, I beg leave to enquire of 
yCUi Antiquarian correfpondent}, whe- 
ther there was a Roman road from 
Chtfter to Colchifitr (both, I /uppofe, 
places of note in the time of the Ro- 
mans) ; and, if there wa^, the names 
and diltances ot the fUtions upon it, if 
they can he aiccrtained. 

The reafon for my tnquiry is thit. 
The numbers of corns, pavemenis, pot- 
"v l«ry, and foundations, evidently Ro- 
man, found at various times in Mcd- 
bouin held, Leicefferlhire, have indu- 
ced me to conje.5fure, and, 1 think, 
Vrith fome degree of certainty, that, if 
there was a Roman road from the above 
laces, there was a Nation here. The 
tuation too, as I find by maps, is in a 
dire6f line, and very near, if not ex- 
a€lly, midway between Chefier and CV- 
ibefler^ The road too, if fuch there 
was, if it proceeded in a Ifraight line, 
would pafs through Leicelltr; which 
was certainly of confidciable note among 
the Romans, and is about 14 or 15 
miles diftant fi om Medbourn, Tradi- 
tion fays, that in this field once ftood a 
city called MiiitfiSoroagh, or Medthko^ 
rough, which was dellroyed by fire; 
how true, 1 will not pretend to deter- 
mine : but there appears foine degree 
of probability in the name, if we cbnfi- 
» dtr the (ituation, as I before noticed, 
and the prefent town now retaining the 
former part of the traditional name. 
The changing (he latter part is readily 
accounted fo., if we confider the pre- 
fenr village hands upon a rivulet; 
whereas, 1 imagine the Roman town 
(if fuch there was) Ifood near half a 
mite North-well of the prefent, and near 
the point of an angle formed by the 
above rivulet, and the river Welland 
about half a mile diftant from each. 

Ai I have mentioned coins, &c. bong 
found in Medbourn held, 1 add alio, 
that, lad year, as fome perfons were 
digging a Tough near where the coins 
are mod frequently found, they diTco- 
vered, about three feet below the fur- 
face, levcral human fkeletons, or rather 
fragments of ikeletons : one Ikull was 
nearly entire^ particularly the under- 
jaw, having all the teeth perfe£l, and 
their enamel very bright, except one, 
which was apparently broken off during 
. the pcr!o&*s life. On each of the ikele- 
slay a iaige quantity of ftones, many 
which bore evident marks of fire. 


Medbourn, Lcicefterfhire. [April, 

With the fkull which was moft perfect 
was a fpear-like iron infrrument or 
weapon, about 13 inches long, inclu- 
ding the remains of a focket about 3 
inches ; about 2 inches of the point ap- 
peared to be broken or eaten off with 
ruil. It was formed with two edges, 
and ridged up the middle, but very 
much corroded with ruft ; and 
two or three fingments of ba Ton- like 
velfcis made of fine red clay glazed, 
with a kind of half bc.ift half fifli ani- 
mal and foliage, in relievo, on the out- 
fidc of them. 7 'here is alfo a fmall hole 
perforated near the rim of each, appa- 
rently when formed. There were aJfo 
fome plain fragments of laiger veflels of 
the colour of flate, and fome fmall bits 
of a white clay layered with a kind of 
grit, dug up at the fame time and place. 

Thefc fiagments of pottery, weapon, 
and jaw-bone, I have at this time in 
polTeliion, and feveral coins (found at 
various times in the famb field) from 
Trajan to Licinut and Conftcintinc. 
Mr. Tlirolby, of Leicefter, has taken 
drawings of thofe which arc moft rare 
for the ufe of Mr. Nichols; which X 
hope will anfwer the fame purpofe as 
complying with the requeft made in 
vol. LXIl. p. 313. J. Tailby.

Accordingly, at liMt iumr, he 
conducted us out upon tiie top of his hoiife, 
where, m a few minutes, to our great afto- 
niftimeiic, we files lighted on all the 
high places round, fume nearei and fome 
more diftant. We had a pretty extenfive 
vic'iV, and, 1 Ihould fuppofe, might fee 
about 15 miles each way. There were many 
heights in tins extent ; and on evciy height 
was a fire ; I counted not Icfs than 40. We 
amiifed ourfelves with watching them, and 
with belting which hill would be lighted 
firft. Not long after, on a more attentive 
view, 1 difeovered lhadows of people near 
the fire, and round it ; and every now and 

them 
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then tliejr quite darkened if. I enquired tlie 
reafon of tins, and what they were about ; 
aud was immediately told, Ihev were not 
only Uncin^ tounJ, hut the 

frt \ for, that It was the cuitt^m of the coun- 
try, on that day, to make their families, 
their funs, and their d.iu'^!iteis, and their 
rattle, throiifrj^ th^ fite, without wdiich 
they could expedt no fuccefs in their d.iii it's, 
nor in the crops, that year. I bowed, and 
recoj^inzcil the god Baal.*‘

Lord Oflory was alfo called by writ to 
the EngLih Houfe of Peers; but, upon 
the laft Duke’s flight, in 1735, 
Engliih honours were cxcinguilhed by 
an tngltjh aft of attainder. 7 his did 
not, however, afle^f tlie Jnlh utles, 
and the earldom of Ormond was claim- 
ed and obtained m 1792 by the prdent 
peer, defcendaiuof me tourih eail.

Hints resplctjng the Culturk 
AND UdL OF POTAlOliS. 

T PIE Boaid of Agticuliurc think it 
incumbent on them to take the ear- 
litfl opportunity of fubpiitting the fol- 
lowing hints to t!ie puhlick ; tliey come 
recommended by the cxpLru.ncc of 
many, who have cultivated potatoes 
largely. 

I. i’flr/5.-— Two ciicumflance.s require 
aiuntion ; 1 . That the foru ibculd not 
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be liable to the curl; and 2. that they 
iliould be m<‘a]y. The kind ^known 
under the napie of the Champion has 
tliofe qualities, and is alfo very early and 
produtlive. The Ox-noble is hardy, 
kccpb well, and in the Ipring boils mea- 
ly. Tiie Kidney is of an excellent qua- 
lity } and, though the crop is le(s produc- 
tive, .'ind in I'ome foils liable to curl, the 
price at ir.aiket is proporrionably greater. 
The Surinam, Cluller, or Yam, lo well 
calculated for ftock, never curls, and ic 
extremely produftivc. Thofe who lul- 
tivare J’otatoes on a great fcale ought 
to have different forts, for early ufc, for 
keeping, and for flock. 

2. MoJes of plantings'll. Dr King on 
land already in tillage. 2. Dibbling 
upon grafs or lays. 3. L.iz; beds on 
bogs, wet peat-moors, and lauds too 
rough to p'ougfi. 

Drilling . — Soils liable to be wet during 
the winter fhould be ploughed in au- 
tumn, fo as to lie dry. In the (piing, 
plough ami harrow flat. In April and 
M.iy, the fets may he planted. Diaw 
fuiTCJWs three feet alunder, in thofe fur- 
rows lay the dung not Icis thun twenty 
loa<ls or tons per acre. Drop ^he lets on 
the manure nine inches afurulcr. If the 
land Ire at all ihff, cover the dung and 
fets by drawing earth over tlitin with 
landhocs, adding more afterwards with 
the plough; if It be light and friable, 
tliey may be covered with the plough. 
Keep the intervals clean by ploughing 
or ho;ft -hoeing, for lax or eight weeks 
after the Potatoes appear ; after vvaids by 
land -hoeiug ; lund-iioe the rows when 
young, and afterw.nds weed them. 
Take up the crop by opening the rows 
with n plough and harrow and pick more 
than once. 

Lands prepared and dunged, for wheat 
that could not be (own, err wlicre the 
plant lias been deftroyed by the fruit, are 
ready without farther manuring to le- 
ccivc Potatoes in this mode of culture. 

DibbLing, — If the ioil of the grafs be 
very rich, it will want no manure; if 
nijcleiately gojd, only ten or twelve 
^)ns p'.r acre. If no manure be fpread, 
.plough late in autumn, and icuittc or 
fliim the fiirface fhalluw ; or for want of 
thufe tools, if weeds or grafs arife, 
band-hoe it in March. If manure be ufed, 
i'prcad it on the lay in fpring, and plough 
It in ; in ciiher cafe dibble in the feta 
lliaight on the centre of every other 
furrow, 9 inches from plan* ro pjaiit 
Keep clean by hand-hoeing; but a nar- 
row fliim may be paiTed twice along the 


intervals. Weed the rows if Dfcefniry. 
When the crop is taken jrp, plou^ 
acrofs the former furrows. 

This method is applicable alfo to dr^ 
moors and walies capable of being 
ploughed ; and by paring and burning 
the furfacc, during the drying north-eau 
winds in March, dung may be fared. 
To add lime, in fuch cafes, to the allies, 
is beneficial. 

, After an early crop of grafs for hav* oT 
after the firft crop of clover, the land 
may be plought d and Potatoes dibbled in, 
if proper fet^ have been preferved for 
that (Hirpofe : and in the more foulhera 
pans of the illand a good crop may be 
obtained. 

La%y Upon^bogs partially or 

wliolly draintd, and upon luch rough 
foils .is are difficult to plough, this me- 
thod may be adopted. Pate and bura 
thefurfacej add lime to the aflies. Strike 
the land into rtraight beds fix fca widei 
with iiutrvaU of two feet, or two and 
ahali. Lay the lets twelve fquafc 

on liie beds, and ct>ver th m two or 
three inches deep wkIi fpadcs, fuuu titc 
inrervals ; when the pbrnts appear, cover 
them again in the fame iiimnci*, f*nc 
and a h ill or two inches more. Kvtp 
tliem ilcan by one hatiddiocng, and 
fucceliivc weeding. They may l>e taken 
up with the p’ougli by fplittmg tire beds, 
amlNfilling the former intervals ; conver- 
ting fhr open fui lows left in t.he centre df 
live Fortner beu^ into drams, deep enough 
CO leave the land dry in winur. 

3. ?roduct,^in any ol ih^le methods 
the fiH5,cr irijy expeif fioni 2 to 300 
bufficls an acre, 7- pound ptr huflicl. 
Some foils will rl more, and fonre 
may atlord Itls. ‘J'ae Idling price 
throughout the kingdom maybe reckoned 
from IS. fo rs. ud, iii^ i>u^hel; at is. 3d. 
3C0 bullie’s yield lol. 15s. the acre; 
even at is. it is i^i. tire expences wilt 
vary wiih ciicumlt inccs, hut they can 
fcaicciy be reckoned more than loi. 
and con(equenily leave from 5I. to 8L 
15s. piohi per acre counting on an ave- 
rage. - In lorne places the charges will 
run higher; in others perhaps fome- 
thing Jels. The drill method ir; 
much the cheapeft. If the whole fhould 
not be faleablc, tlie reft may be givtfn to 
fatten oxen, lo horfes, and to any"r)thcr 
hve-Aock, with advantage, particularly 
if, when boiled or (Icamed, a handful (mP 
ialc be added to two bufh;:ls of Potatoes. 

4. Doubit Cropj.— In Cornwall, id 
Chcfhirc, in Lancalhire, and in the 
neighbourhood of London^ two crops 
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bare been obtained from ihefame ground 
in one year^ the mode of raifing which 
will be found in the AgricMltUral Reports 
from the counties of Ch^fliire and Lan- 
caOiire Tliore who life early Pota- 
toes may ccnainly have a fccond crop on 
ibe fame ground. 

5. Tiid folienvhg Crfli/.— Wheat has 
been fown with tucctfs after Potatoes ; 
but barley or oars are more to he recoin- 
mended. On dry moory foils, tf» ared a. 
above, turnips mav follow, fed off by 
Aeep, and thefe by ipiing corn nnd 
grafles. 

6. Prf/er^vatioti — The moll approved 
method is that of digging, in a ^ery dry 
Ipot, trenches fix feet wide and eighteen 
inches deep; (prtad draw; pile the 
Potatoes into the iliape of the roof of a 
boufe ; cover right ann clofe with draw 
fik inches ihiLk ; and then with earth 
fifteen to eighteen inches more ; darted 
jrc|ulatly and firmly, and fharp at top, 
raifed fiom three in five feet above 
^groiind. If there fJiall be any ap[)rthen- 
lions of moifture, oig a trench at a lew 
yards off, deeper than thiit in v\hich the 
roots are laid* The dryer they are 
when thus packed up, the faflr tliey 
will be. 

7. Gifiera/ There are a great 

jiumbci of borders round the corn heids 
“of every farm, wbitli may be br»;ke() up 
to great advantage, as Potatoes ^ways 
thrive beft on newly- broken -up ground ; 
Jind if the foil Ihall be Voicribly good, 
the turf being invoted at about eight or 
ten inches deep will be nearly as effica- 
cious as dung. 

Upon liigt farm", labourers might be 
Allowed to plant for tliemfelves, in luch 
angles and corncis as might otheiwife be 
ncgle£fcd, wh ch would be a benefici.il in- 
dulgence to them, and no maicriai lofs 
to the pofTelfor. In walles m gentr.1l 
alfo Potatoes might he laifed wttii liti'e 
manure to gieat advantage. 

' 8. PoiaUe Brtad , — To thofe wlio 

The (iieibud piirfued in Chelhiie fur 
raifing early Pocatwes k> to keej) the lets of 
tire carlicft kind >n 3. waim plac.-, where 
they may fpront at leatr three* inches by the 
beginning of March, being covered witfi 
Hi aw or rulhes eveiy night in fiofls. 
Thegarc caicfully planted \%iih the fproiits 
on, in di Ills, on a ligiic foil ; the end the 
fpi'out juft under the furface of the gtound. 
Yield a crop the Middle of May. Chcibire 
kepbrty p> 1 — See alfo Lancafhire Repoit, 
P> 3a 5 ; where a very full account is given of 
the ^ rocels. 


prefer making Potatoes into bread to 
the common modes of ufing them, the 
following receipt is recommended : 

Choofe the moft mealy fo- of Pota- 
toes, boil and fkin them Take iilbs. 
break and ftram well through a very 
coarfe fievc of hair, or a very fine one of 
wire, in fuch a manner as to reduce the 
roots, as nearly as poHiblc, to a (late of 
flour. MiJC it well with 2o!bs. of 
wlieaten flour. Of this mixture make 
a id let dough exactly m tlie fame man- 
ner as if (he whole were whtaten flour. 
This quantity will make nine loaves of 
about 5lhs. each in the dough, and, wl.en 
brtked about two )ioiii«:, will produce 
42!h, of excellent bread ’* 

The raw Potatoe alfo, fkinned and 
grated down, and mixed with flour in 
tlif above pruporiion, ii^kes very good 
iuead • 

Tlic Board rakes the liberty of dcfiring 
the Cleigv, in their levcral p<nllMs, to 
haie the goodnels to communicate the 
above to their neighbours; and at the 
f^ime time to encourage, as much as 
they can, the fanners anil cottagers to 
plant Potatoes this fpnng, in order that 
tue kingdom may experience no fcarci- 
ty, il the next hiirvell fliould prove inhcr 
very late, or not lufTieiently productive 
in bread corn, 

The Board would have taken a more 
(bref.t and rclpe^dful mode of requeuing 
the aflidance both of Clergy and Laity, 
in promoting thele objefils, had they not 
conceived this to be the mofl expeditious 
and extenfive. 

The Board will be hippy to give any 
addirional information 10 thofe who may 
be inclined to enter with zeal and energy 
into the mcafures above propofeJ. Any 
letters upon the lubjedf may be addrelicd 
to Sir John Sinclair, Bart. M. P. Loii' 
don, or to any other Member of the 
Board. 

A more enlarged paper, pointing oui 
the additional experiments neccllary rov 
bringing the cultuie of Potatoes to per- 
fcHion, is prtparipg, and will fooii be 
publifhrd.

From his youth he rnanifelled an ex- 
traordinary tafte for drawing and pain- 
ting, which becamejiis favourite paffion, 
f Mr, F. died Dec. 17, X7S0; vol, L. 51. hu^r.

whole life, lie devoted to them all the 
li 'Urs he could f|'aie from necelTary ftu-

alone are judges of the uncommon abili- 
ties rctjuitite to become an ariift. In 
France, when he could difengage him- 
Iclf from the company of tliolc elevated 
pel Tons Iv.s high fituaiion obliged him to 
be with, hU greateft pleafuie was to 
^afs All hour or tvvo in the painting- 
rooms of Griiizc, Vtrncr, and other 
dillinguilhed aiiills, to fee them painty 
and converfe with tlum on the fine aruf 
indeed, luch was his attachment to 
artiiU, that he took molt of them under 
his proteftion ; and, that they might 
have all pofiible encouragement undit 
his adminiftiation, he obtained from the 
king a grant of a large fum of money 
(annually) to be appropriat'-d to the pilr- 
chafe of their heft performances, ia 
order to form a National Mufeum, 
Adjoining to his houfe in Pans was 
the gailtry where tlie king’s pictures were 
kept — He one dav en'teicd the galleiy 
by a door of communication, .and found 
a man at work cleaning fome of the pic- 
tuiesj a performance of Raphael w.is 
then on the cafel ; th^^cancr, who did 
not perceive M. de Calonne, was paint-

ders with a catie he held in his hand, the 
only fevere aftion he ever committed, 
h'.ing of a dilnolition naturally mild and 
obliging, . Hurt and furpr zed, the clea- 
ner turned lound, and feeing M. dc 
Calonne, excUur.eii, Ab, MopfetgHeur^ 
pQurquoi ce tranemsnt? He, however, 
no looncr kiew who tlie clearer was, 
than his lorrow became extreme, when 
inlortneJ kc ind fo treated an aitift who 
vVas employed there by Count d’Angeville, 
garde des tableaux du rs/. — M. de 
Calonne alkeJ paiuon, cfFcied him all 
the reparation in Ids powci, and htcamc 
his fii^nd, as the cleaner pioved Hiat tho 
damages ot the pidture had not been 
done %,llim, and M. de Calonne foon 
after ba^fpmcly providod lor Cnc injured 
ariitt. 

A fhort time after the AfTembly of the 
Notables at Vcrfailles, he was deprived 
of his high dignities, though not of his 
fortune, and obliged* to quit France*

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fettled in London than his favourite paf- 
fion for the fine arts revived, and indu- 
ced him to fortiet liis misfortunes; de- 
lighted, th?t m this country, \vherc 
there is a greater equahtv of fortunes, he 
could enjov the fipht of many m jre col- 
IcGions than in France, where the King, 
the Prinrcs of the blood, and Tone of 
the Courtiers, were « he onlv perfons who 
could boaft of a colh^ion; fo that M. de 
Calonne found in Rnj^land a vafl num-« 
her of places in which he could indulge 

his tafle. . . « ■ j 

His cabinet was left in Pans ; and, 

3 ' h in daily expectation of ir, he 
not live comfonablc wiibout pic- 
tures, lb th-.t he went lo fee fuch as^ 
weie expofed to file; and it was outer 
the late Mr An!iohub\ coHeftion that 
he made his firft purcliafe in London. 

During his^ ftay in London, M. dc 
Calonne welcomed all the ai tilts he 
hecame acquainted with, and paiticular- 
1 y Sir ].,niua Reyno'ds, whom he llylcd 
the Father of the Ef>g/ijb School. He 
would alio ficciuently call on lome other 
diftinguilhed artifts, and pals a who.c 
morning with tlum, either In Wcftmin- 
fler Ahbtv, to admire the beft monuments, 
or in vifiiing thsJf.ncft colkaions in the 
metropolis. 

At this period M. dc Cdonne mairied 
the rich rnd amiable Dowager of Mf'n- 
ficur d*Arvelcy. late H-gh Trealurfr of 
Piancc, wlw had beque^.hed 111171 his 
valaabie cabinet; and, ns he foon after 
received his colleft'on from Pans, he 
rtfclvcd to enlarge it with the beft pic- 
tures that could be procured tiirougn all 
Europe, and bev^an building a Ipaci^ 
ous gallerv at Ids houfe neir Hvde-Paik 
Corner. However, before it wa*. fiuifticd, 
the revolution happened in France, and 
M. dc Calonne did nor hefirate to lacii- 
fice the amufements of a nanquil and re- 
tired life to the atiadimcnt he bore his 
friends, fo that he left England 10 join 
the Princes and fevcral ^ f the French 
Nobility at Cohlen^z ; 10 aftift whom, he 
employed the capital of his fortune, fold 
his town and country houles, and niort- 
eaced that unrivalled colle^;lion formed 
For the amufement of age by a labour of 
thirty-fiv6 years, and at an eKpenre of 
above (jxty thoufand guineas, exclufivc 
of Monficur d*Arvtley*s cabinet, which 
is added to it. Wc lhall make no com- 
ment on the generofity of luch a noble 
facrificc, as the general fentiments of 
civiKz-d Eorope muft do juftice to luch 
anOWe and difxnterefted loyalty.

Remarks on Mr. Gray’s Tour*

I ) 272, 273. Mr. Gray has con- 
j . founded the Lazaretto with the 
pone. The former is a quadrilateral 
biiilding, ^lIu^te(l without the Eaftern 
gate of Milan, was commenced, in 1409, 
by Lewis Sfoizj, for the reception of 
perfons aflli£lcd with the plague, and 
was finiihed, in xi;07, by Lewis the 
XIIili of France. But it has long been 
difufed ; and, except a few chambers 
inhabited by poor families, is now in a 
(late of decay. TIk Fopone is a ceme- 
tery of modern conftiu£llon, particu- 
larly attached 10 the great hofpital, is 
rather oval ilian completely circular, 
and has a fmall church in the center of 
the area. The colonade is fupported by 
fmall Doric pillars; and, altliough nei* 
ther epitaph nor fepulchre chara£lerizc 
the fpot, the dead being depofited in 
vaults beneath the pavement of the co- 
lonade, yet it is doubdefs the moft de- 
cent, elegant, and leaft difguftiog, re^ 
pofitory for the dead, that all Europe 
can afford. 

P. 289, 1 . 24. I do not know \o 
what pidlure Mr. G. refers under the 
name of Corregio's Sleeping Night, The 
famous Notte di CorregtOf which once 
graced the ducal palace at Modena, has 
Jong fince been transferred to the gal- 
lery ai Dfcfden ; nor did I know that 
the Madonna dt Qampa^na at Piacenza 
contained any pitfuic by that great art- 
ift, or any thing in painting, lave lome 
frefcoes attributed to Paimegiano, Paul 
Veioncfe, and others of lefs note. If I 
am in error, 1 wifh to be corrected, and 
that Mr. G. would give an outline of 
the pidlure in qucftion. 

P.307. They who refided in Tuf- 
cany dufing the latter part of the reign 
of Leopold, well know that all conli* 
dcnce was dedroyed, and all focial in- 
ter^ouife poiloned, by his very inqui- 
fitive examination into the domcftic 
condu6t and private views of individu- 
als. Every man was afraid of his neigh- 
bour, becaufe it was notorious that the 
fpies employed by the Grand Duke 
were of all ranks and defcripiions, and 
that'the tranfaflions of each family were 
immediately laid open to him. He even 
extended and odious fyfteni 

fo far as -iqHKiiito the domeftic con-^ 
cerir* of fu^ll^reigners as occafionally 
wintered in bis dominions ; and I well 
know that, during his abode at Piftf 
the mod trivtal circumftance that ocm 

curred 
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curred in an Englilh fatnilf, then refi- 
dent there, wis within twenty-four 
hours reported to the fovertign, who 
frequently, in familiar dircourfe with 
one of that family, betrayed his knolv- 
Jedge of what had palfed. The perfbn 
who furnifhed h’m with fuch intelli* 
gence was univerfaily known to be a 
fpy ; an office for which his admidion 
into families as a language-mafter efpe- 
ciallv calculated him. 

Much praife is certainly due to Leo- 
pold for many of his •regulations and 
clhiblifliments, and efpecially for his 
penal code; and the traveller will ap- 
plaud his attention to the roads and 
inns, and confefs that the police of Tul- 
cany protects him from every outrage. 
He ought, however, to remember, that 
the fubjcils of the Grand Duchy are 
generally allowed to excel ail the other 
inhabitants of Italy in the pra^fice of 
probity, decorum, and humanity ; and 
that they arc rcmaiked for their obedi- 
ence to the laws. Some praife is hke^ 
wile due to the liberality of Leopold in 
opening bis palaces, galleries, and mu- 
feums, to the almoll daily in(pe£iion of 
the curious, without burthening them 
with the piyment of fees to the keepers 
and forvants. But too much applaufe 
has been bellowed upon the moral and 
domeftic p.nt of his charafiVer ; for, it is 
notorious chat he ^as as incontinent 
and low in his amours as his brother 
jofeph ; and the hiilory of his illicit at- 
tachment to Donna Livia, well kno%vn 
to tiiofe who^ frequented Florence du- 
ring the laft year of his ducal reign, at- 
tells the coarfenefs of his pallion, and 
his little regard to decency and the 
publick. 

Tilt genius and ambition of Leopold 
were turned to legiilat on rather than to 
war; lie was lels hafiy in the execu- 
tion of his projefils than h;s brother, 
who feems to have looked for frui,t be- 
foie the tree had even time to blolfom ; 
and 1 have little doubt but chat his love 
of peace, and a proper cllimateof its 
bleliings, would have induced him to 
make /ucii faqiiiices md conceiiions as 
would have defeired, if not pievented, 
the calamines of a war, into which am- 
bicion, inexperience, and thi^ fugged ions 
of plundered princet3|||||d ii nested ec- 
clefrafticks, have pluraB^bis Itns tvary 
lucccllor. W *

But having, in 37S9, ielufed to pay the 
allowance, under pretence that ic was 
1^)0 great a burthen upon his property, 
liL^vvife complained to the Pope; and 
Cardinal Ca^^ndini, who had theadmi- 
initiation of the Chigi ella^es, proved 
that the Prince's pioperiy was fully able 
to bear tht itar-cbaige due to the Prin- 
cefs. Prince Chigi was lb enraged at 
this circurr.flance, that he determined to 
be revenged upon the Cardinal, and ac- 
tually biibed the Ca'dinai’s cook, and 
another perfon, to admmider a dofe of 
fl^)\v poifon in a cup of chocolate dedl-' 
ned for the C^rdinaPs breakfad : buc 
the cook, having rcfle6\ed upon the 
iieino'js nature of the ciime l^ie was 
about to commit, revealed the fecret to 
his coiifelTor, with an in3un6tion to 
communicate it to the proper officers of 
juilice j upon which both the cook and 
his accomplice were apprehended, and 
forne papers were dilcovered whicK 
threw much light upon the intentions of 
the Prince. But that crafty Roman 
bad quitted the ecclefiadical da*te before 
the ieerct was divu'ged, and had eda- 
bliihed himfcif at Sienua, probably with 
the view of taking off any i'ufpicion that 
might arife of his b^ng concerned.

I N lomc ot your late AI<gaziucs, the 
clergy of the eftablifliment have been 
atiacktcl on the (uhje6f of non- ; l sirlence, 
negleVd of duty, «nd even of poverty. 
A^^hilc the fmallnels of many livings ren- 
ders it impoHible for a man to relide on 
them with comfort, credit, and advan- 
tage, it IS furcly not fiir to involve all 
non-refulenis m the gcnctal cenfure. 
The abju^d lldtute of non rchdcnce 
muft be lepealed ; and one in fairer piin- 
cipies;eQa^ed, befoie ic can have any 
cfFeft on thofe who have the leail excufe 
for ncglefthng its provilion ; 1 mcvin 
thofe who potlefs gwod preferment. The 
paius and penalties of that ildtucc, if put 
in force, would ruiMwo thuds of iho. 
c'ergy ; an<l by the reft would probably 
be defpifed In the true f[}irit of e^uality^ 
It lays the fame penairy on a poor man, 

. l^ho 
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who has a living of only 50I. per annum, 
and one who has 500I. Is there reafon 
rr juftice in this ^ furely not ! I would 
ihcjcforc propofc, that a regulated per- 
centage ihouid be paid by all non-rcfi- 
dents, in proportion to the va'ueof iheir 
livings, yearly i that th’s fliould be col- 
lefted by proper perlons in evt ry diocefc* 
and annually laid out in ihe funds .for 
the gradual augmentatom of /mall li- 
vings in that (liocefe. Tins in a flion 
time would lender all the livings more 
cqud i and would thus be converttn^ a 
dcfeil of duty into a benefit- The bi- 
Ihops, however, Ihould retain all their 
prt fent powers to relufc leave of abfence. 

In regaid 10 neglcif of duty, I tear, 
the pai i(jiioners aie more to hlan>c than 
thepri'ft. I h.ivc frequentiv feen a man 
ptrft'rm afternoon's fervic**, Sunday after 
Sundjy, to the clerk and, perhaps, three 
or four idle children, wlio might fholl 
in out of curiofuy. Is it to be wonder- 
td then, that he became gradually in- 
diftcrent, and at lafi confined the regular 
duty 10 OIK e a day ? 

As for the poverty of the vicars and 
cura es in general, God knows i .t is b^d 
enough i and, though poverty is not a 
crime, It certainly has a baneful eflc6f. 
So much hom*age, in this country at 
leafi, is paid to riches and fhow, that a 
poor man is feldom or ever reckon/ d 
nxvfe ; and it is ten to one, if a rufty 
black coat on the back o^thc firll fcho- 
lar of the agt, in a couniiy clftirch, 
would not make him be confideied as a 
a Fxir-Nn to the Clekgv.

To al! p<jor 
cottageis in my neighbourhood who have 
a fmall piece of ground, which in gene- 
ral they cannot .mold to plant with po- 
tatoes on account of the h'gh piice of the 
plants, I lend as many bufhcls, or hun- 
clred weights, as ihe\ can let, on conditi- 
on of receiving the fame quantity back 
after harvefl. The great number of cot- 
tagers applying for this aililUnce is a 
proof of the uulicy and Tuccefs of this 
mode^of relief. As the quantity of po- 
tatoes raifed will by fuch n\cans be much 
incrcafed, it will be facisfadfory 10 the 
publick to Icain, thsic, if wheat and 
flour continue lcdrc«, potatoes aic a molt 
excellent ingredieni to make bread. I 
have for near two inonthi. ufed them in 
my family, which is large, by % receipt 
publiflicd in the papers, viz.

T he difficulties which the lower 
dais of people muff be unavoid- 
ably expofed to from the prefeot incle- 
ment fcdfon, and the calamities which 
are ever attendant upon war, call upon 
every ufidividual, who has it in his pow- 
er, ro ameliorate their unhappy fituation. 

Tccuniarv chaiity has not always pro- 
duced the beft relief— “ Ncceffiiy is the 
mother of Invention** — and to inven- 
tion we owe rhe pibfpertCy of our coun- 
try ; and an improvement upon any in- 
vention, however liinp^e, is worthy of 
public nonce. 

Eiom thefe motives, then, I am in- 
duced to offer lo your confideration the 
following cheap mode of brewing; 
which, from my own experience, and 
the opinion of fcveral neigtibouiing 
gentlemen, will be found highly bene- 
ficial (if not to the lowefl dais of rhe 
community) to the poor mechanick. * 
One bulhd of malt, 6s, ; three quar- 
tets of a pound*of hops, lod.; Hie, 5d. 
Total, 7s. 3d. Upon an average dedude 
for grains and yeft, yd. Twenty gal- 
lons of good beer, 6f. 8d. ; which is ^d. 
per gallon. 

For this quantity of malt boil 24 gal- 
lons of water; and, having dalhed it in 
the copper with cold water to (lop rhe 
boiling, llecp the malt (piopeily cover-, 
cd up) for three hums; then, tying 
your hops in an hair doth, boil malt, 
hops, and wort, all together, for three- 
quarters of an hour, which will reduce 
it to about twenty gallons. Strain it off, 
and fet it to work wlitcn lukewarm. 

in Urge brewings this procefs perhaps 
would not anfwcr; but in (mall ones, 
where the waile is not (o great, and 
where you can boil the malt, the effence 
is fure to be extradied. If you ch^'.k,

♦o that ufeful ancf entertaining pJi non of 
the worlt, as it i» of our rcgicc, that a 
writer, whofe talents for compofuion 
could furniih the clcgctut and luminous 
period ending with t.ie words “gone 
m.id,*' Ihould have let luch narrow 
limits to his relearches in lo ainph; <>. 
liedd for ciiticilm. His torbeaonce 
mud lurel> hdvc arikn from his extreme 
modtily dud ea.uioor, the inv-tUtbiw 
curvcomiranib 01 pi oloimd learning and 
great abiiicics. The whole of his firft 
parjgraph io llrongly mjnifeftF all thefe 
vaiubbie qualities, that 1 Ihili luifer it 
%o paft without one finglc encomium, 
and only congr.ituiaic‘ him on another 
good quality, and that ii his prudence r 
for he hds wifely witlduld his re^J n^yne, 
and fublTicured a fiiflirious fignatuie. 
As to the remainder cl his epiiUc, £ 
hope, Mti Uib.in, you will indulge me 
fo far as to lend your attention to a few 
remaiks which 1 am -lUoijt to make, 

Ui the firfl place, biihop Alicigh’s 
grave* (lone does iu;C lie open for the 
inl'pe^ion of any one ; fur probably ic 
no longer exiiis, unlels indeed in frag- 
naents (O' repair |,hc bioKcn pavement m 

dtifeienc 
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different 'parts of the church. About 
thirty years ago it lay at the foot of the 
IVeps leading to the high altar, at the 
diiiance of nearly twelve feet from the 
fouih wall of the chancel ; and the 
place, where it was once to be feen, has 
for ail thofe yean been covered with the 
checqueied pavement, which was laid 
in the chant cl and choir at the inftance, 
I believe, of Dean MiPes. For the ip- 
fcription, Mr. Polwlicle refers us to 
Iz?cke’s Memorials, p. 133, whence 
he has accuiaicly iranfcnbed it, though 
there is, unfortunately, an error of the 
prefs of p^ter for ptfter. 

Secondly, I aflVrt that, in Mr Pof- 
whele’s- lift, ail the infcnptions f<% w 
each other in regular fucce {(ion, accord- 
ing to their order in the church, and 
according to the method in which they 
are difpofed : and in this 1 dire6tly con- 
tradift the alTcrtion of T. L. Thefc 
gravc-ftone?!, unlike that of bifhop AU 
ieigh, lie open for the infpeftion of any 
one, and the truth is chciefore eafily to 
be known. 

Laftly,’ 1 am bound to confefs, that 
there Aill remaim a mutilated grave- 
ftonc infenbed to the memory of Elinor 
Vilvainj bupl‘do not btlicve that the 
whole of the infcription was Itgiblc at 
the lime when M*. Polwhele m^de his 
Colleftion ; and I undertake to pro- 
nounce that it is not fo at prefentf' And, 
as to the t'tft of the^ epitaph^ wuich 
T. L, pretends arc omitted, I moft con- 
fidently affirm titnc many of them do 
not exifi, and that the others are fo 
much defaced that a few words only 
can be read. 

1‘. L. would have done better had he 
communicated to Mr. Polwhele his eld 
colie^ion of c<iihedral epitaphs, which 
has happily enabled him to difeo^tr 
fuch fuperfiiiality, fuch mifiakes, foci) 
plentiful lack of indultry, and fuch >m- 
porrant omiffions ; for, J have fcarcely 
a doubt but that his itfi of omiffions is 
fbpplied from a collc^fion of this fuit 
made long fince ; and that fuch omifTiont 
are nothing more thin the infer ipciunt 
which a iapfe of years has now rendered 
illegible. If one half the pains had 
been taken to affill Mr. Patwiitle which 
bavt been employed in raking together 
the petty miltakes of hu parochial fur- 
vey, and id the hypercritical lin^^ures 
which, finte the publication of h s book, 
have appealed in mofi of pur periodical 
apers, the Hifiory of Devon would 
ave exctlted all the provincial hiftones 
that ever appeared ii this kiiigdonw 


The critkifm which hat been lavished 
on this learned and ingenious author, if 
i^were colle£fed together, would form 
j I volume of almoA equal bulk with the 
>ork itfelf, I remember one cntick 
lias complained that the type of the Hif- 
torick Views is too fmall ; and another, 
that the type of the fecond volume is 
too large — “ Oh ! 'tis out of all plumb, 
my lord— ^quite an irregular thing I not 
one of the angles at the four corners 
was a right angle I’* I-have e»en heard 
it alleged that Mr. Polwheic was an 
unfit peifon to write a hiftory — becaufe 
he was a poet and a clergyman, in my 
prefence. tore up one of the circular let- 
ters, and threw it into the fire — becaufe 
he would not write another man’s book. 

In coDclufion, 1 cannot but exprefs 
my concern that the tranfiator of Theo- 
critus, after fo many years of hard la- 
bour, and of hard fludy, after incurring 
vaff expence, and fuffering continual 
anxiety, ftiould have the mortificatio*' 
of fccinE: his honeft hopes of itputation 
and emniumenc defiroyed by the vulgar 
feoffs of a felf-imagined wit— blafted by 
the fcurrilous attacks of ignorance and 
fallehood. At the fame time, the firni- 
nefs of Mr. Polwhele's temper, and ihe 
confciournefs of meriting the approba- 
tion of the difcerning pait of his read- 
ers, will, 1 trult, urge him to perfevere 
in his undertaking, and difappoint the 
malice of his enemies. J. J.

The panfh contains, in the 
whole, a.)out 400 houtes, and feems to 
have been formerly a place of fome note, 
having under u the lithings of Erock- 
hanipton, HavUag, and Leigh. There 
are four firects, agieetaie with the cardi^ 
nai points, of a tol rable good appear- 
ance. Its chief ornament is a beautiful 
Gothic chuich, which fland^^ in th':'Cen- 
of the place, dedicated to Sc.

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were nearly the fame as in ^|f^er 
yesrs, but would content himO>*(^with 
only adverting to the addiitonal force, 
and confequently to the additional ex- 
pence for the fcrvicc of the prefent 
year, the ^ conhft of 73,000 mcnj 
making in the whole of the military 
eftablifhmeni the number of 222,000, in 
and out of commilTion. The expence 
attending this additional force would 
be 2, 1 75 ,oool. and the whole expence 
of the mditary ellaliliOimcnt 6,6;2,oooL 
AFtrr ftaiing his readmels to afford any 
jiiformation in Ins power which (hould 
be demanded, he moved his firft refolu* 
tion, “That the number of 119,000 
men, in and out of commiHioii, be 
voted for the fcrvicc of the year 179$ '* 
General Tarhton^ in a very long and 
elaborate fpeeJi, difcanted on the mif- 
conduft an<l misfortunes that marked 
and difgraced tlie lad campaign. He 
lamented the fiu tlefs expenditure of 
tlie publ'c money, wh ch would have 
bet 11 lendcred Icf-* unpalatable had 
vii^ltiry or any folid advantage attended 
the exertions of our armies. He took a 
wide retiofpct^l of the difaftrous war, 
into which miniflers had plunged the 
country ; and indanced their inattention 
to tfieir engji;cments in their conduct 
lowirds S.r Charles Grey, to whom 
they had j) nmifcd lo.ojo men, but, in 
leality, lurnifhed him with but half 
that number. Sit Charles, however, 
wiili hiS Imdl army, formed a hold and 
able plan, by which he lendcred him- 
kit mafter of 5^- f-.Ocia, Gaudaloupf, 
a. 1.1 Alar unique. The force not being 
lutiicient to rnaintam tbele conqueds, 
and icinfoi cements not being fumiflud, 
Cjuadahiupe was retaken j and there 
WAS reafon to fu/pcAl, that the other 
iflands would flioiily be 111 the fame 
predicament. The force deftmed for 
ilie coiujutfl of St. Domingo, he con- 
teiidcd, to be in the grcaiell device in- 
adequate, and by no means able to con- 
tend with the rn.iraudcrs of the country, 
lie next took a view of the condudf of 
the war on the continent, which he ac- 
culed of the molt giofs and unpardon- 
able mifmanagcrnenc, lit parriculaily 
bl.amcd the neglect of the Allies, in not 
Commencing with the fiege of Lifle, at 
a time when that key of France and of 
the Neilierlands might eafiljr have been- 
takenj from the fmailnefs and dii^rga- 
nization of the ganifon. He took a 
curlory view of the utlier promincnr 
features of the campaign, and from the 
whole could not think himlclf warrant- 


ed to expert any belter fuccefi from ouf 
future eflforrs than from thlM we bi^d 
already fo inefft£tually exerted. The? 
General co\dd hot but oifor a fewlaldd* 
madveifions 'on the late in i'^arV'^" pro- 
motions. Gold and rank, he afl^rted^ 
were now the only pafsports t4 prefer- 
ment ; and this be exemp) fied in the 
cafe of lord Granard, who jumped into 
the rank of lieutenant-coioncl, and, in 
fi^venteen days experience, found him- 
felf qualified for the command of the 
army. He then pointedly atticked the 
condufi of Mr. Pitr, whofe prefert 
meMfures he contrafled with ’’tliod; (>f his 
vcncrabU father during the Americah 
wary and concluded, by /hewing, ih*r, 
could we even itcover Flundeis^ fave 
Holland, which he feared was, by this, 
irrecoverably lolV, and refume our fnua- 
tion before the lafl campaign, we fliould 
Oill have to groan under the.ioaiJ of 50 
millions, of debt, in addition to the cx^ 
pences already incurred, and to bein'* 
cu' led. 

Mr. Hujfey, in a very feeling and for- 
cible Ipeech, lamented the dangers and 
difliculties to which we were expofed j 
was of opinion, that if we were reduced 
to our /ajF flake (which God foibid), 
we fliould employ-thac iafl ftakt in the 
purell and moil rational manner. This 
h? did not conceive to be done by the 
imm^nfe addmuns that cur land-forces 
received, to tht difadvantage, he fear- 
ed, of our naval Hrength, which we 
/hould ufe every pofiible exertion to en- 
creafe. As the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer intimated his intentipn of adopt- 
ing fome method to increafe our’ naval 
foice, he thought it could not be done 
too foon, and before the enormous / urns 
of the army*ellimates /hould be votedT 
He would therefore move, “ That the 
clidirmrtn report progrefs, and afk lC‘^r« 
to lit agafn, that thC' /fbtr of the' navy 
mii^ht be confidered before the atmy- 
cliimares were finally detennined. 

The ChanctUor of the Exchequer re- 
plied :o what fhil from Mr. Hu/i'ey^ attd 
could not acquiefce with him in fuppo- 
iing that we were reduced to any thiu^ 
like our lufl flake^ He took a fiew of 
our diffeicne operation 8*both in and out 
of Europe, and contended, ebbe, in poipt 
of refources, of commerce,, and re- 
venue, the great Hnews of war, this 
country fcarce ever flood in a more 
iioun/hing condition. Ail parties leem- 
ed unanimous in the opinion, ihafrhe 
tituation we were in called for the uc- 
nioft efforts in every depaitment; an^ 

the 
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the be(^ means of defence again(\ Rn 
elated enemy mud be allowed to con(ii) 
in offcnfive operations. The events of 
the campaign, though difadrous, were 
only fuch Ihoiild animate the breads 
of Englifbnncn, and roufc al! our for- 
titude. He flioold, for that reafon, 
oppofe any meafure which could have 
the appeaiancc of diffidence or dejec- 
tion. In o*ne feiife of the word, we 
wcie tiuly at our /ajl fiake\ as on thi* 
iflue of the contefl depended the prt- 
fervation of our laws, our profp»rlry, 
and conditution ; but in no otiier fenfe 
bad y\c any rjccafion f('r defpondtncy. 

Mr. Fox thought, that had it been 
the for tune of the Right Hon. gentle- 
man (Mr. Put) If. have been rnunfler 
in the reign of ()ucen Anne, when the 
f'uccefs of the tintiffi arms was the thtnie 
of univcrfal eulogy, vr had iie been nil- 
nidcr in the ieven years war condu£fcd 
by Ins illuflnous father, fuch langurige 
might become him. But, after a coat le 
of military operations fo dif.illfous and 
difgraceful, lie ffiould have thiuight 
that a cone of humiliation and conuition 
ihoujd be fubflituted for that of confi- 
dence and ptide. He confidered it as 
an infu'C and^ an«- aggravation of the 
fufferings of the nation, that it ffiould 
be addieffed by the minifier in fuch 
terms, as if he had wo.i what he hid 
lofi, when every operation was ar^ ar- 
gument of ignorance anti ipefotted (iu- 
pidity. With a view to Ihcw theSnea- 
pacuy of miniflcrs to condu6l die affairs 
of the nation at th s cnfis, he craveried 
the range of all our military opeiations, 
and argued, that they were as unfuccefs- 
fully executed as they were injudicioui- 
ly concerted* Mr. Fox then dwelt nt 
large upon the affairs of Holland, which 
he confidered as a facntice to the fatul 
friend fliip of Great Britain. He diew 
a very lamentable pir^ure of the iois 
fuffained by the Britiffi army in the 
campaign, and arraigned the policy of 
fuffering them to remain and be ilaugh- 
tered in that country, after it waS pub- 
licly notified that the Dutch were fuing 
for a peace. He accuied adminihration 
of ncgrib6^ing th^ o^iportuniry of .dieting 
the royaliils when liuy were in foice in 
La Vendee, and thought the country 
had little to expedt tjom the future 
inealuies of men, who had liiTocno 
ihewn no talents, but v/hac Icived lor 
the rum of then country.

by Mr. Fox* The Houfe muff hare 
c'jfeived in the fpeech now delivered a 
grois and fn^nifeft perverfion of his 
nicaning, which was txrremely unwor- 
tliy the Right Hon. gentleman who em- 
ployed It.

Lw(cl Morptib produced a prote(V» 
which, he laid, was figned by 12 or 
1300 inhabitants, who, notwithflanding 
the general inclination for a peace, did 
not agree or participate in the proceed- 
ing's of the petitioners. He fpoke much 
of the refoeQability of the perfons fign- 
ing the proteftj which was done from a 
fenfe of duty, and not in cunfequence of 
any folic. itation. 


Mr. Curuum defended very zealoully 
the charafter and principles of the peti- 
tioners, who drew up this addiefs in con- 
Icqucnce of an adtertifement calling for 
a public meeting. It was a petition very 
fai from partaking of the fpirit of party 
or oppofuion, which the fubfenbers not 
only declaimed for themfclves, bur alfo 
diiecMed their reprefentatives to join with 
any gentlemen who were in favour of 
pecce, and not to be influenced in any 
degree by the conduft of party, by 
wlioin, from experience, they knew they 
were liable to be deceived. Were the 
petition drawn up in any other (pirit, he 
fliould he aftiamed to bring it before the 
H lufc. He was lure that it was not 
m<inufa6lurcd, nor was any influence 
ufed in bringing it forward, though he 
WMi Very well allured that very active 
influence was employe^) in producing the 
protcfl, Tlie cHi-aiaflers of the peti- 
tioner* wcie exceedingfv ^ell known, as 
they con fitted of the moft refpeOlable in- 
habitants of Catlille. 

Mr. WaUau did not deny but that 
fome of the fignatures to the petition 
were li'ghly rcfpcftable , hut, with re- 
gard to the generality of them, he would 
not piccend Co any thing. Their ob- 
jetSl Jie by no mtccnb could commend, as 
leemed intended to ooflrufl theoptfra*, 
tiuns of Government; nor wasMc fan£tf<^ 
oned by a majority of the inhabitants of 
Carlifle, and of the county of CumbeN 
land in general. The only argument 
adduced to prove that it conveyed the 
central Icnfe of the inhabitants^ ]^as, 
ihic It came from a public meeting, con- 
vened by a ivertifement. It was not, 
however, his opinion, that the fenC| of 
t' ii lountry wa^ accuratt-ly collefted by 
Aieii merrltigs j bMides, the petition was 
n n limned by the ciiaiimon, by order of 
Glut. ^vIac;. Aprii^ 1795. 
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the meeting, but the lignarufes taken 
ifldividua ly, and perfons invited for that* 
purpoie. it was but too notorious, that 
petitions could in this manner be procured 
for almott any caufe ] and th^ ftraighta 
the abettors of the petjeion were drjVen 
to were evident, from their applying for 
fignatures to llrangers and children, one 
of whom was a hoy of 13 years of age, 
an apprentice to a nair-drelTer. Ht con- 
fllTed there was a very ardent wifh for 
peace, but it was not for a premature 
peace, but for one confittent w'lth the 
honor, ioterefts, and the fafety, of the 
country. , 

Ml. Fox was forry the advifers of the 
procett had not drawn it up in a fhape 
which would admit of its being received

“ Hy the agency and infenrihle co-opera- 
tion of all iliwfe various charadlers of weak- 
^nefs or of vice, the profligate and ambitious 
Qiovc' onward in the prugrefs of then* de- 
figns upon the people ; and eventually they 
shiifl fuccced, if other men and manners do 
not Counteradl them. . The nationrjl charac- 
ter is not invulnerable ; and minds of the 
bed and moft nioral people upon earth may 
be 'changed by the gradual introdudfion of 
foreign fafliions. There never was a time 
■when the broad and grofs audacity of that 
, 'licentunifnefs which now aflaiilts the creed 
of religion and the h^yalty of honour w'ould 
have met witli encouragement in any part 
of this ifland. That temporary intox cition 
ivhich maddened the whole court of Chaites 
II. into a fpirit of oppontion to all that 
was regular in mariners, was no more than 
z wild efflirioft of tlicir contempt for the 
prudeiy of thofe aflWlations which had fo 
long opprelfed them. It affedled but a fe^ 5 
never leached the principles of thd people ; 
9ad foon fubfided and wasjoft in the^ foher 
^eofe and decency of demeanlt wlnoli have 
liitherto in general didinguilhed Che piiv.'ite 
charadler of England. The evil which pre- 
vails at prefenc is totally different ; and far 
more dangero^us tuan ail that mere levity 
can ever produce. It is now the mode to 
examine the theory, and not Che. efledfs, of 
dll fettled and well received dodlnnes. 
‘They die tried by the ted of artiflciai couf 
clufions, drawn from alfumcd premifes ; and 
pot by th.if q^pxperif nee or general .acquicf- 
ccncc. The merit of di 'covering a flaw, or 
what may he made to appe.u as an mcon- 
fidencv or a coir.radidlion, is edimatfd .ac- 
cording to the dignity of tlie fuhje^ attack- 
ed ; and Che chara£lcr of gi^ilus, dren^il^of 
mind, independence of fpintf arid the 1^, 
}s the reward of the fortunaHe ad eniuver^ 
The fafli'on gets fuddenJy cn a ha>ghc whicii 
ihe uMdefl imagination cpidd hardly Imve 
awticlfiated.

to veil ever fiich deteftabic affeiflations of 
infidelity. Some, of lefs daring impiety, are 
contented with the fame of having fre:i 
through the dale, impofliirc of revealed re- 
ligion ; and the hardihood of exprefting, in 
f»Car!cfs terms, their wonder at its long con- 
tinued influence. Others, with diftmguifhed 
nioderatinn, confine the elfeft of their ge- 
ning and difceriiment to the correftion of 
certain paits of the fyrftcm of Chnftianiiy, 
which the purefl Proteftant’fm h.as long 
confidered as clfcntial to its exiftencc. They 
attack it in detail ; and as this c’afs of phi- 
lofophsrs .ire violent in their profeflions of 
attachment to religion in general, cxadlly 
in propot tion to ilinr confcioufiicfs (if a de- 
fire tooverriTrn *ir, they aie not afiaiil (un- 
der the (heller of fiich profclTions) of pub- 
lifhing to the w»orld the refok of their llho- 
rious enquiries. This they do in works of 
great length, and dida^ilic folemniry, or art- 
ful familiarity of compofuion. But the fub- 
ilance of the whole is this ; that the people 
have long been deceived in fome of the lei-d- 
ing doftrihes of that religion which diredls 
ind controls their condudt. They arc af- 
fured, in paTicular, that tlie faith which all 
eftahlillied churches have maintained rc- 
fpe( 5 ling the char.a( 5 ler of the Godhead, and 
the ti ue characJlei* of our Saviour, is moft 
groflly erroneous. The foi*mcr they main- 
tain to be, in every fmfe, one and undivided, 
fimple and without myftery. The latter 
they demonftrate to be altogether human. 
As to the feriptures, there are reverend 
dotftors to point oUt, with exadl precifion', 
thofe parts of thdm {’hitherto iirgeneral held 
to be divine) which are plainly, as they af- 
ftrt, the woik of iftiinfpired mdn *. ■ Thus 
religion is divefted of iff its influence over 
the minds of ihof^whplftand moft m need 
of it; and fuffleient |vfeparation is made for 
the deftru£linp of every fixed ahd fettled 
rule of condii6t among the people. There 
arc others who cxercife their induftry in 
earning the character of fnperior thinking, 
by exprefling their hearty contempt for cei- 
tain diftiniftions of rank and ftation, which 
iiave grown with the groiAtli of fociety, and 
areas old, in cbeif 'principles, as the fir ft 
ft>rmbtfOn cf the' world. They l.uigh to 
.Ibofki. , every idea of that flue ' and delicate 
T’flnorality which induicates all the precepts 
of Inmdur, and fectirds the beft deiencies 
life by the laws lofi an elevated fentimenti 
They aflbdl rethink it deiogitory from die 
chara£l#r.0f common bonefty, that it fhould 
evt-r bd held to make hut a p.irt of thofe 
duties wh ch arc nccelTiry for the preferv.a- 
tion and fupport of f'lcial li.ippinefs; and are 
ofle^led at the jrivilegpsof that fupcricrity 
which adds the habits of a gentleman to the 
'ordinary obligations of law. They pro- 
ceedf and do thetr beft to withdraw all

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refpe^ from aflts^lions which Nature wouUI 
feem to have intended as the primary laws 
of fnciety. The love of our country, an at- 
tachment to onr native foil, that fweet and 
delightful attra\5lion, which, in the Ion- 
gu.ige of a nation of fcientific (avage«| is 
denominated a difeaie even EngUlhmen 
ai e not now aibamed to confider as fonie- 
thing too low and unphilufophical fol^ mo*- 
dern Qiilargsment of opinion. It is, at tho 
bed, (hey maintain^ hut a local prejudice s 
in blind preference, in a thoufand mdances, 
of the worfe for Uic better ; a mere mecha- 
nical bias in favour of an infenfiMe ohjedt, 
of a held, a mountain, or a rock f a defire 
to exift in a paiticuUr fpot, for no better 
reafoii than becaufe we ourfdlves, or feme 
of our family, have ejt'ifted there before.

thofe men of hheralit , at this advanced age 
6f the world, matter of wonder and regtet.

The pGituit of a true independent 
country ^ciuleman is well drawn from

TO Mr. B’s tranflacion of Herodotus 
we have paid an ample tribute of appro- 
bation 311(1 criticifm (voK LXI. pp. 145, 
241, 353, 460, 545). Aware of the dif- 
ficulties and (lilcouragemcnts of making 
an Englilh tranflation of fuch a writer as 
Aulus Geliius, he has called in the aid 
of a literary Ajax, to advance his prefa- 
tory ftiield before him. Like little 
Tcuccr he difeharge*; from behind • this 
ttftudo a multitude of little of 

cbfTeient temperature, fomc tinted, 
I'omc with an obtuler edge. To us, who 
have occafiohally, when wanting a loun- 
giiig-book, dipt into jthefe No^es Atttc^^ 
it is not fo apparent what could infpirc a 
claffical fcholar with perfcverance thro* 
the drudgery of a tranflation— unlefs it 
were the defire of JirJi rendering it into 
a modern language. If eight or nine 
editions of the original, here enumera- 
ted, were uol moie than fufHcient to 
elucidate the work to the antiquarian 
fcholar (of which ** fcholars of the 
highcft clafs have metlitated editions," 
for few elfe could find patience to read 
it), there is the farther illuflracion of fc- 
paratc treatifes, under the title of Ex- 
curJu/9 FivasftiQHity Lucubraliones ^ritUa, 
&c. for the legal or giammatical parts ; 
and even a regular commentary 
•utta & rebus geflis Ault Gtlhu** If it 
be afkcd, who waa this Attic Nigbtfitr f we 
ihall find him at the end of the higher 
empire after the Anjeon'tnes, of the mver 
or biazen age'uncertain ; a fludenc at 
Athens, fpendin|,iiiuch of his time in a 
learned circle or the firfl fcholars of his 
> profound proficient in the law, 
and a judge at Rome, Much of this 
hook is therefore a compilation from the 
mod celebrated lawyers both of his own 
and early times, as well as froilj antienc 
hidonans; from whom he has procured 
many cuiious fafts, a$ alfo matters of 
philology and philofophy, and fomc tri- 
vial and eve^ mtieulous particulart. He 
was a follower of the philofophy of Fa- 
rorinus, an extraordinary man and fluent 
oiator. His cranflator *Mpdu1ges fome 
hope that his readeis, meeting, as they 
afluredly will, with elegant amufement 
or with ufefui inflfu£tion in the matter 
of his author, will be difpofed to fee, in 
the intention, and the exertions this' 
tranflator, fome apology for Scfeftls 
which, fiom the new and difficult cir-, 
cumOances of his undei taking, it was 
Gent.

The fpcech of Metelliis I^umidicuy, 
the oenfor, againfl matrimony, as a nc- 
cefTary evil (I. 6.), is^iUuflrated with 
fomc pleafant commentaries. The pitch- 
pipe of Gracchus, ‘though exprefliy men- 
tioned by Cicero, is denied by our au- 
thor (T. If).

60). If Gronovius could not find a 
palFage in the Problems of Ariflotle, 
could no one elfe (p. 49] ? or did G^l- 
lius quote a wiong book, as he did, VII. 

6 ? A beautiful flatue of a lady and her 
Ton, at Rome, in the Rofli colle£fion of 
flatues, is fuppofed to commemorate the 
ftoryof Papirius (I. 23). The epitapha 
of the three old poets (I. .24) fliould, we 
think, have been retained in the original 
language as well as tranflation.— Book 
II. chap. 2. contains a curious fpecimea 
of antient manners, preferring the fa- 
ther to the magiflrare in the common 
civilities of life. Geliius, c. 10, has lefc 
the word faviffa to ^Imnflus to explain. 
Note 3» P< 188. is incorrefb and con- 
fifed. Gablus BaflTus* derivation of pa- 
rent (III. 19) might pafs iox ’a,good pun. 
Do We not diicOver, in the ccndu£l anti 
chara^ler of Scipio, a ftriking parallel 
with a public charafter of our own time 
and nation, whofe acquittal has, at 
length, been pronounced bytheALKlosT 
unanimous voice of his judges? 

Book IV. c. 4. contains a curious 
anecdote of the fallidiournefs of a buyer 
of a book, which, he alledged, wai iih- 
perfeft, becaule one word in it was fpelt 
wrong. ‘I'iie book in libraria ad fiph 
laria reminds us of thp^ koobjtilers fiopi 
among the brokers in — like 

the bundles of old ditty Greek floryr 
books^on the flails Brunduflum (I\, .

It is remarkable that this 
l!vcnt is not mentioned either by Julius 
Caifar or by Hircius in the HiAory of the 
Alexandrian War.

When firft 1 was chojen by tlie praetors 
one of tlic judges to fiipetinteiid what are 
c tiled private fuits, I fearched after books in 
both languages’^ on the duties of a judge.

them, yet they are generally pre^conceived, 
and the refull of previous deliberation, by 
which a judge ought to be guarded before he 
hears a caufc in public, and to be prepared 
agninlf ihe uncertainties which may produce 
futuie diihcultyt and there occurred tome 
an ambiguity fo inexplicable as to present my 
difcovering the true ftatc of tlie cafe : A 
man claimed before me a fum of money, 
which, he faid, had been paid and counted 
out ; but he proved it, neither by any note 
of hand If or rccoi^d, or tablet, or witncffe*, 
and relied on veiy (lender aiguir.cnts ; but it 
appealed that he was a man of very good 
chaiadler ||, of known and tried integrity, 
and of a mod exemplary life. Many (trong 
inftances of his probity were produced ; 
while he, upon whoai the demand was 
made, was a man of no fnbftaiice, of a bafe 
and difliunourable life, and proved to be a 
coninion liur, notorious for liis cheats and 
fiavuls. He, howevei , infifled, together with 
a nunihei wiio Tided with him, tliat the mo* 
iiey lent ought to be proved, in live iifual 
ni .inner, by the balancd of accounts, the

it was proved by none of the accuftomed 
forms that he h.id received the money. 
But, when I recolleffled the characters of 
the two men, one diAinguillied by his inte- 
giity, tlie other of a mod diilolute and 
abandoned life, I could not prevail on mf- 
felf to difmifs him. I ordered, therefore, 
the thiy of decifion to be deferred, and went 
immediately from the bench to the philofo- 
pher Favoi inns, to whom, being in my time 
at Rome, I. very much att.iched niyfelf. I 
told him the whole ftbry of the two men, 
it had been related to me ; and 1 reipieiled 
that he would give me fome inArudion oa 
the matter which theiv perplexed ncie, and 
alfo upon other fuhjeCls likely to requite 
my .attention in the office of a judge. Fa- 
vonnus, having approved of the fcrupuloivf- 
nefs of my delay, and the propriety of my 
folicitiule, . faid, ‘That which now caufes 
your hefitation may appear to be of a trifling 
nature; but, if you with me to give you ge- 
neral diredions how to aCl in the opacity 
of a judge, this is by no me.ans a^propjr 
\ime or pl.-icej for that difcuflion involved 
many nice and intricate qneftions, and rtf- 
quires much anxious aftention and (fudy. 
Bur, to touch upon a few of the le.'iding to- 
picks, this, above all filings, is iifiully en- 
quired concerning the office of a juJgc ; “ U 
ajudgeffiouUl happen t^he acqu.iiiited wi'U 
a circumlbnce wbich ofliciiAly comes be- 
foie him, and the whole matter, l>efore it »s 
plewded on or brought into couit, from t'orrto 
other bufinefs, or accident, IhonKl be cieai ly 
proved to him, and yet ndt ellabhfhed upon 
the triaj, ou^hc h? to pafs fentence from his 
previous knowledge, or from tlve evidence 
produced in court ? It is likewife a com- 
mftn fubjedl of aigument, w hetlicr it is pro- 
per for a judge, knowing every circum- 
Itance of tlie fubjed in difpiite, if ho has an 
opportunity of compounding the bufinef'-, to 
lay ifide his judicial charadler, and adl the 
part of a common friend and a (Vence-maker; 

1 know that it is likewifedifpnted, whether 
a judge, aware of w'hat is neceliary to be 
declared or enquired into, ought to declare ' 
or make 11^ enquiry when he, whofc intc- 
reft it IS tol^ave him do fo, neither thinks 
of nor requires it ; for, thqy (ay, this is adt- 
ing the part of a patron, -not of a judge. It 
is .alfo a queilion, w'helher wiihiii thtf 
pradVice and office of a jud^e fu to explain 
and unfold, by h^s occaAonaL^tedocuciohs, 
the caire before him, rtiat, hcfive tlft time 
of p.'iiiing femence, he in fuch a , 

manner moved "by the 'things which ate. 
coofufedly and inctftiftAenciy reHrdit, C6 
indicate, by his behavimtr,^ his real opinion. 
For,’* fays he, ‘‘rtiole judges, who appear 
acut^A'^ fxpcviitiuu?, conceive that a mat- 
ter cannot he e^nvined and vmdctlbood.un-- . 
lefs the judgti^by frequent que4iu)us and i\c-.o 
celfary iiurrlrrencc,, difeovers Ins own 
nion, and mnkts himfelf niaflcr of ihjtiit 
the difi'uMnik. 'I hey, on tlie contrary, who 

aitf 
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are reckoned more fedate and grave, deny 
that a judge ouglit, l^efore fcntence, and 
while tlie caufe is pending, ns often as any 
propofition is made, to intimate his owii 
opinion. For, fay they, the variety of fa6ls 
and arguments produced muft excite dif- 
fei ent emotions of the mind; and thus, in 
the fame caufe, and at the fame time, he 
will appear to feel and tb fpeak di^rently. 
But,” conHnued Favormus, “on thefe and 
other fuch fubje^b, relative to the office of .a 
judge, hereafter, vt hen 1 have time, I will 
endeavour to give you my fentiments, and 
will relate to you the precepts of iEliiis 
Tubero upon tlie fubjedl, which I read very 
lately. As to the mooey which you fay was 
claimed before you in ymir judicial capacity, 
1 advife you to tollow the advice of that 
very wife man, Marcus Cato, who, iu his 
defence of Lucius Turitis againft Cna^us 
Gellius, fays, that the ciiAom handed down 
and obferved by nur anceftors, was this: If 
there was any fubje^fl of difpuCe between 
two men, which conld not be proved by re- 
cords or witnelfes, it was then enquired by 
the judge, who preftded in the caufe, which* 
was the better man of the two. If they 
were equally either good or bad, then cre- 
dit w’as given to the plaintiff, and the mat- 
ter was decided according to his tellimony. 
But in this caufe which perplexes you, the 
plaintiff is a man ^ the bed charai^ter, the 
other of the worlt, and the matter is dif- 
puted between two perfons witliout wit- 
neffes. Give credit, therefore, to the plarii- 
tiff, and convi^ the defendant ; fince, as you 
fay, their charadtet s are not equal, and that 
of the plaintiff is the heiiA-.” ^ 

“Thus did Favorinus advife me, as be- 
came a philofopher ; but 1 thought it w.'is 
too prefumptuous for one of my age and 
little confequence to appear to take cogni- 
2ance, and give judgement from the cha- 
racters of the liiigauis, and not from the 
proofs of the faCt. Yet 1 could not bring 
my mind to difmifs tiie defendant; fo I 
fwore that the matter was not clear to me, 
and was thus excufed from pading judg- 
ment. The words of Cato, to which Kavo- 
riiuis alluded, are thefe : *41 remember this 
tradition from our aiicelturs. ir aoy^one fue 
another for any thing, and if both aic 
equal, either good or bad^ and no witneffes 
appear as cq wl>at paffed between thero« 
credit is to W^ven to the defeqdant: now, 
if Gellius ihcHild be at ilfue with Turius, 
unlefs^eUiui be a better mim than Turius, 
no one, 1 think, would he fo tnfane as to 
decide in favour of G^iius. If Gellihs be 
not better than Turius,' you muft theit^ give 
judgment in favour of the defiem'anr/* - "

XIX, lo. We regret that Mr. B did 
not give a tranflation of the whole cho- 
rus of Ennius, as lie had given fo good 
fpecimens of his pottical talents in the 
preceding chapter. ' 

In XX. 8. the error “ Plutarch's 
fourth commentary on Hefiodf fliould not 
have been retained, Ijccaule the pafJ'age 
cited from Plutarch^ treatife “ Dc Ifidc 
& Ohridi,” juilifies the coirc£tion of 
Lamhccius. 

Dr. Taylor, in his famous cxercife, 
enti-^ely does away the reproach in the 
twelve tables refpe 61 ing the treatment of 
the infolvent debtors, which Gellius, 
XX. 1. underftands literally. 

Having thus given a patient pcrufal 
to the whole cranflation of the ao books, 
fave one which is loft, we fee no rcafon 
for changing our opinion as to the meric 
of the original ; and while we connmend 
the trrvnflatoi's fidelity, we finccrely re- 
gret it Was not applied, as we before 
exprefled a wjih, to fome more valuable 
writer, fome hiftorian of Greece or 
Rome, or even to fome poetical com- 
pofiliou of either people. Polyaenus lias 
fallen into good hands fince we recom- 
mended his Stratagems to Mr. Beloe ; 
but what a fcrvicc would he h-'^ve done 
to literature had he relcucd P.iufanidS 
from the tranflator, wh^fe execution and 
aim we have noticed in our I aft year’s 
MifcclUny. Athenseus remains it Icalt 
as worth) to be introduced 10 an Kn- 
glifh reader as Gellius.

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might have been compfized in 190 4ro9 
or x50o6)avo pages. He fought his 
battles and talked his adventures fo of- 
ten over with his friends and children, 
that he began to think the publick 
would find the fame entertainment in 
them, and reimt^urfe him the coll i>f 
an expenfive quarto, and that ^ a ferupu- 
I0US adherence to truth will compenfate 
for many blemiihes ia llyle and arrange- 
ment.” 

Thefe compenfations will certainly be 
made to every man who tells a plain un- 
varnifbed tale; but frivolous remarks, 
afFc£lation of wit, and ofttntation of 
Ihrewdnefs, will rather create difguft. 
In Mr. CampbeH’s progrefs from Mar- 
gate to Aleppo, in the Prll 176 pages, 
we learn nothing in Europe that every 
pollillion did not knew before; and, 
what is more unpleafing, the reflexions 
in which this knowledge is dreft up 
render even that little alrnoll below no- 
tice. We are told, in p. 160, that 
though a married man, and a father of 
children, “ a warmth of temper, an ar- 
dent fenfihiiity of mind, and a frank 
unlufpicious difpofitton, left him but 
too olten to regret the facility with 
which he ytildcd to the charms of wo» 
men;*’ and, that an inftance of the kind 
might not be wanting to illuHratc the 
ol)leivation, that he very nigh debauch- 
ed the 6r(l young European woman he 
met with in the Turkiih dominions, 
r. 1 68, we are tqld chat the Englilh 
iailois, who drank punch on. the top of 
Pompev’s pillar, futind there, a fool and 
ancle of enorittot^ fize, belonging to a 
llatuc formeily there. He was informed 
that ** if, inilead of going to Lacichea, 
be had but gone to bcandcroon, he 
fliould, in the road thence to Aleppo, 
have travelled through 'a country m 
which the mod lingular and extrava' 
gant cufloms prevail, that txid in any 
country emerged from barbanfm. Se- 
veral of thefe he heard, but one in par- 
ticular was that ihe men prollituted their 
wives and daug};||tcrs to all comers, and 
that this originated from a principle of 
religion, though there was every ^eafon 
.to believe that, like many of their reli- 
gious inHituouns, k was at lall made 
lubfcrvient to the gi atifications of ava- 
jicc.” On his way to Aleppo he was 
met by a Mr. — ■■■ — , an Enghfh geo- 
ileman, whom he praifes moll WgWy, 
chough anonymoufty, yet is not afn^ied 
to tell how much he contributed todidurb 
bis peace by bis behaviour to his young 


Parc 11 . in 238 pages, eonti^ins t fa- 
vourable reprefentafioD of the Ttfrkilk 
ennditution and religion ; of a caravan { 
of.ihe pilgrimage to Mecca ^ of the cpf* 
fee-houfe dory - tel lers ; andof the un- 
happy conduX before -mentioned, which 
he has fo bften had occadon to lament, 
not from any confeioufnefs of dirt& cri~ 
minality, for he judified it to the Britiik 
conful, but for the fcope it gave to mif- 
ifeprefentation, and the injury which that 
mifreprefentation did him in the opinion 
of fome of his friends what elfe could 
be expeXed from an admirer of the 
dancing girls of Palamcotah? He wae 
fenc away for Bagdad, near 900 miles, 
wiih a Tartar guide, whom he more 
than once affronted by laughing at him 
and his Bomhardinian languai^e. Mr. C*s 
relation of thefe adventures is in a fimi- 
lar ftyle ; and his dory of women tied

From Bagdad he continued his journey 
over land to Baflbra, whence he took 
paiFage In a date boar* to Mulkat in 
the way to Bombay, but it proving 
leaky was obliged to put into Buflieer, 
where he redded tjil a Company's fri- 
gate carried him to Bdtnbay ; and a v 
Portuguefe velFel, on board which he 
t6ok pafTage to Madras, fuffered iSiip- 
wreck by the way, aqd introduced him

Dec. 29, 17S4, 
he left China, and in dve monihs ar- 
rived'ar >>lmouth, and met his fan at

^neab Anderfon, then tn the SeivL-e of hn 
ExceUenev F.atl Macajtney, K.B. j^nibaf- 
fador fioni the King of Gieat BllCaill to the 
Empetot of China. 

THE public curiofity hns been fo 
long and ib eagerly diicftcd to the cx- 
> pufted narratire cf this almoft unpiece- 
dented embalfyi that we arc not in the 
leaft fui prized ar the avid-ty W’tii which 
any account of it is received. Mr. 
Anderfon tells us, in liis preface, that it 
faithfully given, according to the l>cft 
of his abilities, and from the moft accu-» 
rate obfervations in his po^\er to make 
during the journey of tlie land, or its 
voyages by water, or its temporal y refi- 
dence in Pekin and Taitarv. 

He (cts out with giving a lid the 
perfons who compofed the retinue of the 
Ambalfadori^and then prosecus to le- 
late the circumftanccs of the vovape, 
which he docs with fecmingly great ac- 
curacy, interfperGng it occationally with 
deferiptions of the placi^s at which^thty 
touched, and the occurrences tiioy met 
with — deferiptions the more interefling 
as the fcencb of them he out of the 
route of common travels; and, Jn rlie 
variety of their particulars, are coo dif- 
fufe CO be enumerated in the fcanty 
fpace wc can afford to criiicifms of this 
nature. In his accounts, however, of 
the \arious inllicucions, civil and mili- 
tary, eHabliOicd among the Chinefe, 
fome of them do fo much honour tn the 
nature of man, and tlie Aihioot of tlieir 
government in paiticular, and, at the 
fame time, aic fo congenial to the i bed 
feelings of the heart, that v/e can hardly 
forbear to tranferibe them. As .in in- 
fiance, we will only givt;, following: 

In capital olTences the final determinn- 
tion refts with Che Emperor alone ; though 
it is very rare, indeed, that a criming 1$ 
fentenced Co die : hqc, if fuch a circumdenia 0 
Ihould happen in the mod 1 emote corner cf 
the empiie^npphiatioii mud be made Co tl:e 
Emperor bimi<elf to aiimd, to mitigate, or lo 
enforce the fentence. Executions, however, 
are very feldom feen in Chin.!. I was veiy 
rticuliir and curious in my ineparies on 
fiibjcdli wherever I h.".d an oppoi tunity 


to make them ; and not one perfon that 
was q'uedioned on Che occafion, and fome 
of them were at lead feventy years of age, 
had ever feen or knowm of a capital exetu- 
tion< Nor diall I hefitate to obferve, that, 
whatever may be the dcj^edls or excellences 
of the Chinefe governrrient, the people of 
China ftem to be happy and contented un- 
der it, and to enjoy as much hbeity as is 
confident with the bed arrangements of ci- 
vilized fociety.” 

With legard to the immediate objeft 
of the embaify, we find, p. 153, 

“ The Emperor of China refufod, in the 
fiid indance, to fign, and of courfe to enter 
into, any engagement by a treaty with the 
Crown of Great Britain, or any oilier na- 
tion ; as fuch a condudl, on his part, would 
be contrary to the antient ufage, and, in- 
deed, an infringement of the antient condi- 
tntions ofthc empire. At the fame time he 
was pleafed to fignify bjs higli rcfpe»5l for 
his Britannic Majcfty and ilie Britiih Na- 
tion; and that he felt a ftrong difpofition to 
grant them greater indulgences than any 
other European power trading to Ins domi- 
nions: nor was he unwilhng to make fncli 
a new arrangement of the duties payable by 
Britiih (hips arriving at Ciuton as appeared 
to be a leading objcdl of the iicgocianom 
At the fame time,* however, he diouKl be 
ever attentive to the rei}! inteiells of his own 
fubje<ds, an atom of wbicli he woiiUI never 
facrifice ; and fhoald therefore vvi’didiaw 
Ins favours fiom any foreign nation when- 
ever they might appear to he mcompatihle 
with the intereds of his own : or that the 
Englilh Ihoirid, by their condiuSt in ti ade, 
forfeit tlieir pretcnfions to any advantages 
that might be granted thenj, in preference to 
any other nations trading to Cliina. Tliefe 
were the declarations of die Emperor on tne 
occafion, which did not, in his opinion, re- 
quire any written inftrunient or fignatiire 
to induce him to realize and fulfill. — At the 
fame time, to prove the high regard and ef- 
teem the Emperor of Cluna enteitained for 
the King of Great Britain, his Imperial Ma- 
jefiy delivered, with his own hand, to the 
Ambaffador a very valuable box, containing 
the miniature-piiSlurcs of all the preceding 
emperors; to which is annexed, a deferip- 
tion, in Verfe, by each emperor, of himfelf, 
and c|;)e principal features of his govern- 
ment, as well as the line of condii( 5 l recom- 
mended to their fcveral fncccirois. The 
Emperor, on prefenting this gift to the Am- 
bafiador, fpoke to the following purport : 
** Deliver this calkeC to the King your maf- 
ter with your own hand, and tell him, 
tluiu^ the prefent may appear to be fmall, 
It is, Hn my efiimation, Uie mofi valuable 
that 1 can gisre, or my empire can rurniih ; 
for, it has been tranfmittcd to me through a 
long fine of my predecelTors and is iho^laft 
tokeu oAvatfe^ion which I Ihid referved to 

bequeath 
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bequeath to my fon and fucceflfor, as a tablet 
of the virtues of his anceftors, which he had 
only to perife, as I Ihoubl liope, to infpire 
him with the noble refolution to follow fach 
hi ight examples, and, as they had done, to'^ 
make it the grand objcdl of his life to exalt' 
the honour of the imperial throne, and ad * 
vance the happinefs and profperity of hi^ 
people.’*

THIS puol'cation, iMe fiill parochial 
hillotv attempted in Scotland, upon the 
cxrenlive and minute plan frequently 
followed in the Southern patt of the 
United Kingdom, one r f the moft cxa£I 
and eltganc topoeraphical works ever 
piihliflitd, is jliuhrated and ornamented 
wuii feveral plates, which do honour to 
Scott the ergraver. An ample account 
is given of the life and projt6is of the 
celkhrated IVlr. Law, containing the 
cleaiefl and bell detail wc liavc ever 
with of his unfortunate Miflifippi 
Ichernc. This part of the W'oik was 
publifhed in a detached foim in 1791, 
and,- allhough ver^ iniperfe<SI, was fa- 
vourably noticed in (everal periodical 
publications, as an inttrefling and pleaf- 
ing piece of biography, which contains 
ample matter to gratify the curiofity of 
tlic reader. The hero of this produc- 
tion is well known to have been one of 
t:.t. muit txiraordiiiary characters of mo- 
del n umesi and an attention to the cir- 
cumllaoces of his life, confidered as a 
finrnticr, nmy afford fcafonabic admoni- 
tion to the politicians of the pre lent day. 
Our hmits will not permit us to enc^r 
more at large into the curious and par- 
ticular details given by the author on 
this Angular and interclling iubji.6t$ but 
wc cannot forbear to obferve, that the 
hifiory of this fingular riian, W'hich is 
connetled with tiit Iciencc of financ^ 
^i<d intimately blended With the evcnf| 
t f a ntigbouiing kingdom, has a variety 
fjf claims on the curiofity of lift pub- 
hek, at a time when paper-money Items 
lo be adopted as a ciicul4Ung^ pe^m 


throughout almoft all the kingdoms of 
Europe. This part the author has been 
enabled to render more complete,, by 
means- of fcvcral pteces-of original infor- 
mation, communicated from Paris dur' 
ring the courfe of the eventful yeac 
»792, bv the nephew and leprefentative 
‘bf the Comptroller-general : and it me- 
rits notice, that affignats, the prefei%c na- 
tional money of France, are founded^ oi| 
prfnciples propofed to tlie Regent Duke 
of Oilcans by Mr. Law, the fate o£ 
urfiofc lyftem exhibits, in a ftrong light, 
the dangerous confequences refulting 
from puihtng paper-credit to a height 
even far inferior to what it is now car>^ 
lied in rhat country. 

The feftion refpefting the cultilratlon

TH^ objc£t of this'-fermon is clearly 
icxprefTed in the title. ' From 1 Peter h. 
5. i6« the preacher cakes an opportu- 


nity to (hew that 

Nations, like men, have each their pe- 
culiar charafler ; that they have their 
growth, their vigour, and their fall ; and 
that their cxiftence is prolonged, or their 
ruin accelerated, according as virtue or vice 
predominates among the inhabitants.’* 

Thefe truths he confirms by an appeal, 
to the hiftory of the Jews and of the Ro- 
mans, and, more particularly, by tracing 
the pitfent nuferies of the Frfench na- 
.tion to the avowed infidelity of the 
people. The kingdom of France, he 
lays, was at the height of its glory in 
the reign of Louis XIV. and (hewed 
evident f^ymptorns of decay in that of his 
fuccelfoT, when the nobility were licen- 
tious, tyrannical, and^unjuft; and the 
philofophers, either Aiheids or Dcifts, 
who, by ridiculing religion, and under- 
mining the law, fpread atiitifm and tur- 
bulence among the balk of the people. 

** The progrefs of vice, indeed, is gradual, 
even when it is moft malignant; and in 
this woik of darknefs we find it to have 
been peculiarly fo. Tho fences of morality 
and religion were fo artfully fapped as to 
create no alarm. The people were con- 
dutfted from one (%age of vice to another by 
cafy fteps, till at length moral virtue and 
religious faith were almoft entirely banifhed 
from a large portion of the nation , and, 
when the reftraints of Chiiftianity loft their 
power, It was an eafy matter to .undermine 
fociety, and deftroy law. The pretext of 
reform is ever fo fpecious as fiequeutly to 
delude alike the reformers and others. They 
may even prevail on themfelves to believe 
that reformation and the good of the com- 
munity is their only ol^eift; while their ef- 
forts are wholly direifted to gratify fome pri- 
vate palfion, or to minifter to their own va- 
nity, pride, and ambition. They do not, per- 
haps, Chen intend to cm n all into confufion, 
and to wade through a fea of blood ; but, as 
they proceed, they grow callous even to the 
dictates of common humanity. The prime 
movers of the French Revolution, doubtlefs, 
mea^c not, in the firft ftage of their political 
career, to drive things to fuch a dreadful ex- 
tremity as they have fince attained, and 
would, unqueftionably, have Ihuddered at 
the very thought of k ; but a little attention 
to the hiftory of the world, to feripture, and 
. to the ways of Providence, would have caught 
them that nothing better was to be expe^ed. 
For, the hegirming of Jirife, political ftrife ef- 
peeially, is as nvhen one lettetb out water f and, 
the ^yerjiowings of ungodltnefs are like the cever- 
/hzvings of the fea, which no power can jUm, 
9 ut that Go 4 who faid, Ifirhetto /halt thou 
come, imd no farther, and here Jhall tby proud 
Waves De Jiaidf*

all the Lvuopeaii t loops in gainfon, with 
ai ms revel fed, d.rums piuffled, and the artil- 
lery band playing facred imifick, while mi- 
nnie guns were fiied from the ramparts of 
Foil WiUi.im. Wl'.en the procelhon had ar- 
rived fo near the gate of the biirying-ground 
as juft to leave fuflicient room for the troops 
to be drawn up on each fide of the road, 
forming a flrcct, and refting on their arms, 
the whde halted, and the corpfe, being ta- 
ken out of ihohearfe and placed upon men's 
ftunildcr*!, Wriscair^d to the place of inicr- 
Rient, followed by all the atttnd.Mits on foot, 
the Hon. Mr. Hyde and Sir Wm. Dunkin x 
chief mourneis, and the pall borne by the 
bai lifters and other gentlemen of the Su- 
]»i erne Cot rt. The funeral fervice was per- 
luiTTied by the Rev. Mr. Bl.uichard ; and 
tfie body tc*iag l.ud in llie eaiih, the folemn 
ceremony w;« concluded by the irtwps firing 
three voUies of mufqvieiry over the giave. 
The plate upon tfic coffin ftated the age of 
the deceafed to be 48. — Jn the fwift career 
of intelleCUial attainment, in :.n high public 
ftat.on, and m the full vigour of life, from 
the remainder of winch the woild .inxioufty 
expedled t) e beimdanes of knowledge and 
Oriental 1 Herat 11 re would have been widely 
enUirged, we fee our hopes prematurely pc- 
rifii, by the lofs of a genius that itemed 
peailiaily deftined for the inftruiHioA and 
ornament of man. Endowed by Nature 
wiMi a mind of extraordinary vigour, Sir 
M'llliam Jones, by unvycaried indufti^^ 
tfu'ed by fupcrior ^nius, fuccefsfully cx- 
ploied the hidden fuurces of Oriental tci- 
ence and literature ; and his attainments in 
this interefting branch of learning were fuch 
ai to place himi, far beyond oil competition/ 


the moft eminent Oriental fchol^r in thk or 
perhaps any 01 her age. Jn Ivs public cha- 
radler, the labour h-.* atfonied in the difp.itch 
of bufmel's, the clearncis of his <J>fc«ri)m(nt/ 
ami his legd ahilitie*', well qu.ir.fied him Ittc 
one of the giianliius of the laws and the 
rights of liis fellow -cu.zens. As a fchol.ar^ 
Ills n.ime is known wherever Licer.it lire is 
cuUiv.iti'd. In private hie h-i v as enmpu- 
r.Hvi.ihlc, mild, gt;iiik, .nul ainiahle in ilia 
manner^ aiul Ins convcria ion j i h .ii.d encr- 
get c- In fine, m all tin* ivjl.itions of I'liSlic 
and private life, he was rwcied and beloved. 
Unlike many other eminent liteiaiy ch.iiac- 
ters of the age, Sir VVilliim was a fi.iceie 
and pious chriftian ; and, iiiftcad of labour- 
ii'g, hy his writing*', to propagate the doc- 
tiim»sof infidelii), as has been a favourite 
pi a^Wes w ith fome modern philofoi^liers o? 
leputation, he was defirous to lend the Scrip- 
t«i(‘s liisnimoft fnpport ; and, in one of his 
lateft annu'il difcoui Ics to the Afi.atic Socu^ty, 
he has done moic to give valiility to the Mo- 
fjic liillory of the crt'ai on than thcrefeaiches 
of any conlemi'oi.iiy writer. 

The following epitaph' were written, thf 
fiift hy himfelf, incl the latter by a biothcr- 
jiulg'/. Sir VVilhani Dut>k.n :

S EEING in your laft, p. 474, a let- 
ter from a Mr. Tailby, who appears . 
defiroufi of being more particulaily in- < 
formed about the Roman road which 
he “ruppofes” might have exified be- 
tween Colchefter and Chefler; 1 rea- 
dily fet down to communicate to him 
not only the information 1 received from 
the late Dr. Mafon,,jDui alfo fuch ob- 
fervations as* I have occahonally made 
©n feeing the greater part of it myfelf. 

This road began, as Mr. Tailb)i» 
Rightly imagines, at C.amalodunum phe 
iird Roman colony fetif^ed in Britain, 
and extended, nearly in a diic6l«iime, 
thence crpls the kingdom to De*va (or 
Cheftcr), the well-known Aat'on of^the 
^oth legion for many cfntqnes. And 
though only onr of elitk of ^he Ictne- ' 
raries of either Antonipc qr Richard of 
CirenceOer has taken notice of but a 
very fniall part of i' (probably, as the 
acute and learned Bti^iei imagines, 
from the greater it having been ^ 

only a railed caufeii^a^ and not regu- 
larly paved), yet the general courfe pf 
/this road is fo evident, the remains of it 
to this hour fo plain, and the Aationi fo 
well known, that it is impolfible (fir 
any peifon, who would giv^ himfeif 
the trouble of examining it at his lei- 
fure, to entc^cam the Icait doubt of itt 
exillcncc. ^ 

From Camalodanum, or Colchefler, 
this road piocceds, obfeurely to be 
fure from the high Aate of culcivatloa 
in which thdC pau of RUcx has been for 
fo many yt^rs,’* by Colne, Sible He- 
dingham (where I once taw fornc re- 
main' ol It), Yeldham, Ridgewed, and 
bUveriialli to lioifeheath i whence it 


runs, quite vilible, and Aill very high 
raifed, over the open country, and, 
crofling the Ikcnield ftreet, continuca 
Araight toGogmagog hills; wht re,thraw« 
ing oiFa branch byQrantcheAertoSandy 
(Saline), it defeends into the valley to 
Camboricum, or Cambridge, a Aatjon 
placed on the North Ikle of the Cam, 
and covering nearly all the ground from 
the river to the turnpike-gate going to 
Huntingdon. 

From Cambridge it proceeds, nearly 
in the couife of the piefent turnpike 
road, through Fen Sianton, to the next 
Aation, DuroliponSy or GodmanchcAer, 
where it joined the £smin Areet, and, 
crolfing the Oufe neap the gallows at 
Huntingdon, is A1II Araighc and tolera- 
bly plain for two or three miles, keeping 
under the hiji-fide towards Alconbury. 
li is tbiH fatd to pafs through Aicon- 
bury WcAon, Hamerton, Winwick, 
Thurning Barnwell, and by Ltlford 
bridge tq^ Weldpj;!, ^but of this part of 
it / am qOt cer|ain, though a road is 
feen near^^^ldon, Arj^’ght and broad^^ 
and though^the town itftif is known to 
be Roman From the number of Anti* 
quities found there, as the courfe appears 
to me a little too much to the £eji). 

1 need not Aop here tp inform 
any of your readers, Mr. Urban, that, 
along the banks of thii river, the Nen 
(which feparaied the 4 ceni Cenimagni 
from the iceni Coritani), Aili remain 
many of the fortiHcatfons thrown up by 
CAotius, when he formed the great 
phn of feparating the two great and 
powerful clans of the^^ceni^ but fhall 
continue to trace the remainder of my 
road towards CheAer.

At the end of it, fays my 
correfpondept, thercr is a note, which 
marks that a copy of the manufetipr had 
been iranfcribed for the Rev. Mr. Ho v- 
ard, and had been ient by him into 
England. It u well known, ih< this 
gentleman, of the houfc of Noifolk, was 
a clergyman, and canm of St. Peter's at 
Rome, where he dkd (I believe) earlier 
than the year 1730. The note cxpla-ns 
the paffage of Mr. Berington’'; picfacc, 
where he fays that Mr. Dodd (from 
whom he inherits the memoirs) “ pro- 
cured an accurate tranflation of the ori- 
ginal memoirs, by means of an eminent 
prelate, of fingular candour and fcri^ 
pulofity, then refidiug at Rome PrcK 
p. vi. j and it fuither proves, that this 
Rtlazione, or the tranflat.on of it, mu ft 
be among Dodd’s papeis, which Mr. B. 
allures us that he nowpolTcfles. lb- p. viii,

The reia^Un now before 'me is a vehe- 
ment inve£live and abufe of the whole 
body of Engliih Catholicks in i6r37; 
and, if Mr. B'. would now produce it, 
their defcendants would inftahtly difeover 
it to be an infamous piece of felf-inte- 
refted defamation. Tt pretends to prove, 
that the lay gentry then lived in habits of 
the loweft vices, and were completely 
enftaved by their regular priefts, ftiU 
more vicious than thcmfclvcs.

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ticity of the Memoirt,*’ Pr«f, p. vKi, 
furely he w^ll not heficate to fubmjt his 
MSS. to the ordeal of public examina- 
tion, If, upon inipe£tion, they prove to 
be gifiuim and authtntic, of which he 
can haVe no doubt, he will at once (land 
acquitted of the fad imputation of having 
wilfully endeavoured to impofe upon fjie 
publick. If he refufes to produce thenf, 
his refufal will not only edahlilh that im- 
putation, but it will moreover (Ircngthcn 
the finifter impreftions of millrud and 
ftilpicion, with which the new w ik, 
which he has announced under the title 
of “ The Hiftory of the Rife, the Gieat- 
jjcfs, the Decline (and perhaps the Fall) 
of the Papal Power," ibid, p. xix. muft, 
in the prefent circumRances of the au- 
thor, be received.

found William Whitaker, of Cambrivige, 
which hung up in his library, cold him, 
pointing to the pi£lure, that hi ^'as the 
mafi learned Heretie he e^ver kmiVy or to 
that efFciSl:. After his return, he was 
made chaplain in ordinary to Ojjecn 
Elizibech, took the degree of D D. m 
1600 ; was made principal of St. Ed- 
mund’s Hall the year aftei, being about 
that time redfor of Ift<p, near to, and m 
the county of, Oxon ; and foon after 
chaplain in ordinary to King Jamev 1. 
He was a perfon well accompliflied in 
all kinds of (yarning, profoundly read 
in the fathers, and in fchooi-diviiiicy j 
an exadl: linguift; and of aa aqniltne 
acumen, at one who is profufe m hit 
praife cells you. (J. Wake in lih. cui 
i itulus, Rex PlatonicQS in a6l. Seebndo 
Diei.) “ Wnat he hath publifhed I lind 
Jiot: however, the rcafon why 1 let him

down here it, that he h|id a moft oonii«

H E gorgeous decorations of pomp^ 
and fplendid funeial piles of the 
Greats inf^ead of prefervin'g their t*- 
nuins undillurbed, too fiequ<-ntiy defeat 
the piimary intent: the monuments' of 
ticii kings and noblemen become ubje^S 
of Antiquarirfii refearch, whiift the hum* 
bie monk, onc« confignad to the -grave, 
fo<.n falls forgotten, and is more fecn. 
The various fepulchral monuments, aU 
rnoR dailv opened in fomc or other p..rc 
of the kingdom, inlfead of fatisfyinjr, 
feem to ftunalate, this curiofity of tU?- 
turbing thefc peaceful nianfions. And 
to what purpofer Evi-n when rife fculp- 
*t;'red nurbles have difclofcd the hiddtii 
ricrtfure, we view but a heap of clay, or 
:< momenta! y lefcmblance of a feilow* 
crta’ure mouldering to dult. A ftnking 
ir.ltancc may now be feen in the rtmam» 
of feme prelate or powerful per'on, for- 
merly inliumeJ^Jcr the hsilowed vuallg 
of Waltham almev, but now lying opcQ 
and n- gica«d in the gaulen. The gloo-* 
iny cloiftcrs long deftroyed, of wh:ch ao 
velligcs except ‘the deep foundations of 
mall) pillars remain, now bloom a piea* 
fant a feat of jocund mirth, inftsad 
of auHcrc gravity. On the 20th ult^* 
loinc workmen, in digging between two 
of tbefe llrongly-ccmcrucd foundations, 
found in a I'null ftonc vault (or rather 
grave), impcivious to the air, a coffin, 

6 feet long, of thick fhcct-had, tapering 
troin ucad to the feet, vfithouc any in- 
fcripiioa hitherto remarked. Oii the 
left fide flood the heart inclofed in % 
double Icadtn urn, the outer cafe ^ 
inches deep, and 4^ in diameter at tbc 
mouth, formed like^tbe bowl of « glafe 
gobitt. On cutting the cover tronj this 
urn, the Rench inuing therefrotn Uias 
particularly oHenfive, and (though 
hcan loon mouldered away) rernained 
w.th a thick, white, foft incrufflncnt on 
the lead, appitcntly fome prcpaiatioa 
originally placed there fot the pr^ferrs- 
i wn of the heart, as the fame white mat- 
ter .idlicrcd to the infide of the co^n.

Sl.NGULAR. CrITCIFIXION OP A 
Child. ^ 

R APIN*, the French hiftorian of 
’fenglifh aflfiirs, in hi^ ftory of Bd- 
wird 1. (pc.aking' of the binifhintnt of 
the Jevvi out of England, by the Fot« 
lowing uaiTige c^ils in queltion the cer- 
tainty of t cir having ever cry^iAed 
Cnfiftian children : ^ 

** As for the imputation (fays Rapin) of 
crucifying, from' time to time, Cbriflian 
cliildien, one may ahnoft be f^ure a Wes' 
only a calumny, invented by their enen^iss.'^ 
But, to omu all the retailerS' of thi^ 
rel iiion, which are many, I refer yod'at'

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once to Matth#^v Paris*, an hiftorian 
of Teracity and credit, and wh6, proini- 
biy, coold not be impofed bpon in a 
faft that ot^urred in his own time, it 
happening ^bout five years before his 
death. 

The author has given us the account 
in a very full manner, the tenor of 
which I (Iiall ofFeV in an Englifli drefs, 
as it corre6\s Rapin in a very material 
circumdance, the hiftory of the Jews. 

** In the year 1155, 40 Henry IH. about 
the time of the Apoftlcs Peter anJ John, 
the |ews of I/mcoln dole a male child, 
named Hugh, who was about eight years, 
old, and, Sier having fed him with milk, 
and ftich fort of proper food, they went to 
almoll all the cUies of England wherein 
Jews refided, and alfo convened fomc fews 
out of every city, that they might attend tlie 
facnfice of the child at Lincoln, in con- 
tamely and feoff of Jefos Chtift ; for, they 
Ji.nd, as they faid, concealed a child, in order 
to facrifiee him. Upon this notice, many exf 
t*’e Jews met in Lincoln', a*id< being aflem- 
♦»lcvl, they appointed a Jew of Linco'n to 
prefide as judge, .is rontins Pilate did. The 
I child underwent various torments; he was 
fcoiirge<l till be hied, and was Hick, and 
blue ; then they crowned him witb thorns, 
fpit in lus face, and li^hed at him : ih'^y 
tiien all, individually, wounded him with a 
knife, and made him drink gall ; they after- 
wards moeVed liim m reproachful and lilaf- 
pliemous language, at the fame time gnafh- 
ing iheir icetli, and calfing him Jeufe, t!ic 
falfc prophet./ At length, having lolled him 
with every fpreies of abufo, they ficiificcd 
him, and, laftly, pricked his fide witli a 
l^nce 

« The chihrs mother made moft diligent 
learcli for licr abfenc fon. She was told by 
the neighbours, that, the laft lime ilu-y faw 
the child ftic was in queft of, he was feen 
playing with fonrte children belonging to the 
Jews, who were about his own age, and 
tliac he went into the hoiife of one of the 
cws. The mother thereupon entei cd that 
oufe unexpcdledly, and perceiveil fhe child’s 
body at the bottom of a well, into which 
they h.id thrown him headlong; whereupon 
ihe caQtioufly fummoned Che bailiffs of th.e 
city ; die body was difeovered and drawn 
out, and became a wonderful fpedtacle to 
the pectple. The woman, the mother of the 
child, by her complaint and clamor, canfecl 
the ^ople, who were code^ed round about 
lier,*io w’eep and figh. There happened to 
be among them John LcxiuTONr, a cir- 
ciimfpedl ar)d difcreet man, l^fides being of 
,y|^oi(^VArning, who faid, * We have fome- 
heard that the Jews have not feared to 
;^tempt things in ilifgrace of the cruci- 
6|Bd Jefus Chriff our Lord ;* and one of the

Jews, into whofe houfe the child went, and, 
(for that reafon, more fufpc£led than the red, 
was apprehended, /.exintone faid to him, 
* Wretch, doft not know that inftant death 
awaits you ? all the gold of England will not 
be fylhcient to procure you a reTcue or re-^ 
d|r»ption. However, I c.an tcU vou hy wh.at 
mc.ins you may preferve yoqr life, and 
avoid the mutilation of your limbs. I can 
fave you, if you dare difeover to me the 
whole tranfa^lion, without a grain of f.dfe- 
hood.' The Jew, whofe name w.hs Copioe, 
hereupon thinking he had found out a mode 
of evafion, anfweicd, faying, * My Lord, do 
you require me to lay open tlie miraculous 
circumdances ?* Lexiiitonoiwas very anxious 
in encouraging and pcifuading him to do fo. 
Then the Jew faid, * What the Clinftians 
have declined is nothing but ilie truth i„tha 
Jews almoft evtiy year immnl.ue a cbiU, m 
dcfpiie and to the wrong of Jcfii^ : but iC is 
not always difeovered, for they do this in tho 
d.ark, in tlie moft retired and fecret places. 
Our Jews cruelly facrificed the child, whv'fe 
name is Hugh ; and when he wa-*; dead, and 
they U'iflied to hide the decealod, they could 
not bury the body, nor Cccrete it, the atiguiy 
pronounced the coi pfe of an innocent was 
ufclefs. For this purpofe it had been em- 
boweled, and, when it was fiippofcJ in the 
morning to be hid, the car^h threw it up, 
and it appeared for feme time unhuried up- 
on the furf.ice of the earth ; whereupon tJw 
Jews were horribly alarmed. At laft it w.i9 
caft he.<uilong into a well, hut yet not con^ 
ccaledj for, the wicked mother, m her 
fearch having found it, gave notice iheieof 
Co the hailih^.’ J.exintoue ordered Copme 
the Jew to be unfettered. When this marter 
was known, to, the canons of Lincoln caihe- 
dr.al, they prayed the cprpfe might be given 
them, and it was granted; and,aftbr infinito 
deliberation, it was honourably buried m 
Lincoln church, as the body of a precious 
maityr. Be it known, that the Jews kept 
the cliild alive ten days, in ordtr that, being 
fo long fed witli milk, he might be able to 
cniiurc the torture as long as he lived. 

“ Upon the king's returning fiom out of 
the Northern parts of England, :vnd being 
made acquainted with the premifes, he 
cenfured Lord Lexintone for proikiifing fucli 
a monfterthe fecurity of his life and limbs, 
which he could not do, for, as a bl tfphemcr, 
he ought to have fuffered a vai iety of pu- 
nifliment in his death : and, when an una- 
voidable judgement hung over his head, J19 
fays, << My death is approaching, nor caii 
my Loid Lexintone brotedt me m my lalt 
moments. 1 now tell yon all the truth. Al- 
moft ail the Jews of England confented to 
the deafh of this child, C(>n<erning wliom 
thq, Jews ai*e fo vilified j and fonxi indivi- 
duals of nlmoft every city of England wei e 
convened Co the facrifice of die child^ as to 
the palTover at Eaftcr.** Andi having thue 
f^Hike, and related other fuch idle molub 

Rories^ 
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fiories, being fafteoed to an horfo's tale, and 
drawn CO tUe gallows, there appeared on his 
body and foul brazen cacodemnns: and 
ocher Jews, accelTaries in this infernal buA* 
nefs, to1?tie number of fourfcorc and eleven, 
being brought to London in carts, were 
committed to prifon, who, if they hi^pencd 
to be pitied by any Chriliian, they wete^le- 
plored with dry eyes by their rivals in ini- 
‘ quit/, (he clippers and coiners. 

“ It was afterwards found, upon an in- 
quifition taken before the lord the king’s 
juilices, that tlie jews of England, in a 
common coi’,ncil held by them, flagellated 
the innocent chiliT feveral days before tiiey 
murdered hirqby cnioifixioii. The mother 
of the faid child afterwards lodged her ap-^ 
penl, fdr their wickednafs in fuch a death, 
before the king.. ' God, the lord of revenge, 
rendered txindign rcLhtnt.on, on her perfe* 
vering in her profecution, as Ihe deferved ; 
for, on the day of Sairtt Clement, eighteen of 
the riched and mofl conliderable Jews of the 
city of Lincoln were drawn, and appeared 
at ilitf new gallows provuied oji purpofe for 
this execution ; and threefcore and upwards 
were, by virtue of the fame judgement, rd- 
ferved in the prifon of the Tower of Lon- 
don.”

Y OU will remember, Mr. Urban, 
that antiently there was no rcgiiler 
cf births and burials^ and (hat there le- 
mains no polfib'e way to judge of the 
longcvitv ui niai k lui in foritier ages 
tiun by the length or fhortnrrs of tiie 
j'cigns of k ngs. Let us, therSfurc, 
tike a fhoic view of the Egyptiai^ mo- 
narchs from Ftolomy, the Ion of Lngus 
(who reigned immediately after Alex- 
ander’s cunquefi ), down to the tunc of 


peopatia, the laft queen of 
The kings in general leigned Jong, aU. 
mrft as long as thofe of Medea. Pto* 
h'liiy liiniltlf hrid the cjown 70 years|‘ 
tlie loijgiO peiiod'I ever fccolJci^ ; no-' 
lefs vve credit the Chinefe adcouets^ of; 
Hieir lull governors ; and, if I remeui^ 
hci r-gruly, fome of ihcir liill-recor4«4 
kings leigncd in common- 70. So, ^o, of, 
l%o years j Liir 1 am no wife cofiipctonCr 
how f.nr iheii hiflory is cicdible, 
lorttuin 10 Egypt— thar country, in i<% 
piefynr fhiie, docs not fn rn Ccdculaud, 
10 pioduce long lived in h.ibii ants :

latffeUs ^of thtir labours, 

^oli ^vident ftaces ofcheir language, ftiH 
refftuin, as may ferve to excite thecui^i^t 
fit\,wan-l inflame the ardour, 6f everj 
lover of literature. 

The c:iialogue of Manuferipts in the 
Brliilh Mulcum, and in privau libraiies 
. infcrtci 
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inferteH in Lhuyd’s ArebdtohgUt Briiam^ 
tiica, &c. may be cooliclered as an une- 
quivocal proof, that no department of 
fcitncc IN cieflitute of fome Ira^mcnts of 
the woiks of the celebrated Literati of 
the Cells; and the induftryof fuccccding 
inveOjeatois has been fortunate enough 
to ru« ue from oblivion feveral valuable 
- treaiilcs that have been long neglc6^ed, 
or unhappily forgotten. From the Py- 
renees to the Baltic, aiui from the Alps 
to the Northern extremities of Europe, 
few nations can be found that do rot 
ftn m to derive much of (heir language, 
and many of thtir (;u(loms, from the 
(^auls, or tl’.c Cimbri, the principal 
tiihcs of the antient Celts, The inhabi- 
tants of Bifcay in Spain, of Britanny in 
France, of Wales, and the Highlands 
of Scotland, in Britain, the Natives of 
Ireland and the Weflern Ifles, Hill fpeak 
with a confidcrablc degree of purity tlie 
anrirnt diu1e£I of their anceHors. lonu- 
niernble exprelTions, and many important 
palfagcs, occur in the works of the claf- 
iic vvi iters, wldrh muA prove obfeure 
vvitiiout the aid of the light thrown up- 
on them by the Celtic language. Im- 
prtlled with a fenfe of the advantages 
which the Audy of antiquity, philology, 
and every branch of fcience, would de^ 
Tivc from the revival of Celtic literature, 
I'c^ron in France, Broxhornius in Hol- 
land, and i'everal learned authors in dif- 
fcient countries on the Continent, have 
contributed by their exertiens, and by 
their example, to remove the rubbiih, 
in which Gothic ignorance had buried 
the elegant woiks^f tlie Druids, and 
recommended it to poAcnty to pcrlcvcr? 
in their effoits for the refufeitation of 
the whole Aru6i:ure, as far as may be 
ncceA'ary to give an idea, if poAlblc, of 
it‘. former inaguihcence and grander. 

But Britain, as it boafis the moA Aai- 
pcndcus monuments of the genius and 
induAry of the Celts, has been the moA 
indefatigable in its attempts to recover 
(hem from among the ruins of ancient 
excellence, and rcAore them to their 
priAine fplendour. Henry balifbury, as 
early as the reign of Henry the Eighth, 
publiAicd a dtSionary of the Welch 
language, a work at that period unirer** 
fally and dcfervcdly eAeemed. The 
Biuiih Audenti in the univerAiies of 
Italy, in the fame century^ excited the 
attention of the learned world by two 
weiUwritten grarnmais cf the Celiic 
tongue. But Dr. Rhys’s grammar, 
primed in London about the year 1550, 
Glnt. Mag. 1795. 
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S's it betrayed the greate(( knowledge of 
the language, and hope the moA preg- 
nant proofs of cxtenAvc learning, carried 
away the palm of victory' from every 
competitor, and continued long thd 
principal guide of every adventurer into 
the hallowed groves of Druidical Anti- 
quity. As It was written in Latin, 
formed a formidable folio, and fold at 
aneextravagant price, it was only known 
to the Litirati^ and is now fcldom to be 
met with but in the cabinets of the cu- 
rious. It was in this work that a com- 
plete refutaii' n was BrA given to the 
nite argumenc railed by the vulgar 
xgainA the WelAi, as a rough and an 
inharmonious language. Its apparent 
haiflinefs is proved to have arifen from 
the aftention of the Bards to make the 
“ found feem an echo to the fenft;/* 
when writing on warlike fubje^s. In 
their love-poems the cafe is very diffe- 
rent. From an accurate comparifon of 
theWelih with the Italian, the ArufiurO 
of the Aanza is not only found to bear a 
great refemblanct, but, in point of foft- 
ncls, the advantage in general is found 
to lie on the Adc of the Welfh. Seve- 
ral grammars of this language, in Latin, 
EngliA), and WelAi, by {^iddleton, 
Gambold, Rydderch, &c. have been 
publiAied Ance this period} and in fome 
of them it is obfervable, that tjiffercnc 
fpecimens have been given of whole 
poemiT^which conHfAed entirely of vowels 
and diphthongs, as the be A anfwcr to 
the remark, that the Welfli abounds 
with confonants; a remark originally 
made, perhaps, by fome fupeiAcial cri- 
tick, who Only judged by the eye, and 
who did not advert to the necefAty and 
the inconvenience, Aoce the invention 
of printing, to have recourfe to the Ro- 
man alphabet.

opportunity. 

Your correfpondent informs us, that 
the voice of Tradition reprefents Ciy- 
nog, in this county, to be the burial- 
place of St. Beuno. It is much doubted 
whether Beuno was buried at Clynog, 
or at Enlli (Bardfcy); moft probably 
the latter. This fainted iflc is often 
ftyled, by the Bards, the SanAuary of 
the Saints. In early ages it was much 
referred to ; and, for that realbn, was 
called The Repoiltory and Depofitory of 
the Saints. Here they retired from th^ 
world, add fpent their davs in meditation 
and pra\er ; in this holy fpnt the Saint’s 
▼enerablc aflies were permitted tp lie 
undifluibed. Men of Icfs celebrity than 
St. Beuno were brought from diftar.t 
places to be interred in Enili. 

As to Biuno (Beuno’s Grave) 
in Clynog church, it may be fuppofed 
that it was only a monument creeled to 
his memory ; or, perhaps, ids fkull, or 
fome other relick, was once depofited 
theie, as it it (aid of St. Mechell (St. 
Mecuius or Mecheflus), that his fkull 
is drpofited at Pinrbos Llignjoy^ the re- 
maining pa a of the body at Liam Fechill, 
in the county of Anglefey. 

The Srd abbot of Bardfey was Lleucl- 
dad, or Lleudad (Latinized Laudatus), 
who was the fon of Nujld the genti^ous ; 
his mother was Theoaoii, daughter of 
Loiho (LUwddyn^uddog), of the city 
of Edinburgh I St. Bcuuo, and Kenti- 
gem (Cynderyn) bifliop of St. Aiaph in 
Wales, and Giafgow in Scotland, were 
his couiin german<^, their mothers being 
two fillers. 

St. Dubricius (Dyfrig), archbiihop 
of Caerleon, refigning his biflioprick of 
St. David's, retired .to Bardfey from rhe 
fynod of Brevi, which was held againft 
the Pelagians, about the year 512. 
M-)ll of the clergy of that fynod retired 
.along with him there, where they fpent 
the rennaindcr of their days in a monaf* 
tery f whereby, being remote from cht 
-world, they might devote chemfelves to 
the fcrvice of God. St. Daniel, firll 
bifliop dt Bangor, was buried in Bard- 
fey ; fo alfo swere Mtrddin mp Morfryn^ 
the celeb*- amA Bard, Hy^uyn ap Gnfjynda 
ben^^ Cad^mdlM^m, Cadfan, Robeic ap 
JMaredydd, pfttbe tribe of Ouoain Gtujy-

As 1 am on the Iubje6f of the anti- 
quity of Cacrnarvonlhire, may I be 
petmitted to re6lify an error in Mr. 
Pennant’s Tour in Wales, wherein it is 
faid that Caernarvon caftlc was built in 
the fpace of three years; whereas it ap- 
pears, from a certain record formerly 
belong. iig m the E.xchequer,- that» it 
took up twelve vears in budding? 

Some materials towards forming a 
Hiilory of Caernarvdnfliire may be 
found in the Triadts of the Ifle of Bri- 
tdin, which Mr. Lewis Morris proves, 
beyond contr.idi£lion, to be above a 
thoufand ye^<rs old. Sorry 1 am to fee, 
in a late publication, this valuable ma- 
nufeript honoured with the title of a fa» 
bnlous, nveek produ£tion; thofe who are 
able to read and underfland the original 
will hardly be perfuaded to look upon 
It in that light. 

The reign of Rhun ap Maelgwyn 
(lands as a memorable era in the annals 
of our country. An expedition was 
undertaken by him againd Elidir 
Muuynfanur, which produced the four- 
teen privileges of the men of Arvon, I 
hope my fair countrywomen will ex- 
cuie me for touching upon this part of 
our hidory, though it refle6ls no great 
honour on our Arvonian grand- 
mothers. 

When the faid Rhun had fpent fome 
time near the Caledonian borders m 
fettling the aiTairs of the North, he re- 
turned to Cambria. In the mean time, 
the men of Arvon’s wives concluding, 
from their hufbands’ long abfence, that 
they were all (lain, lay with their fer- 
vancs. At Rhun's return, the (oldiers 
difebvered that rheir wive;, iiad proved 
unfaithful; as foon, therefore, as this 
circumdancc was divulged, thofe, who 
were before obliged to yield priority to 
the men, of Arvon, and deteded their 
pride, had now a good opportunity to 
ridicule and expofe them : wherefore 
King Rhun, in order to palliate the 
difgrace, and to recompenfe their good 
fervices, honoured them with fourteen 
privileges above their fellow-foldiers. 
Unfortunately, two of the faid privi- 
leges were obliterated in an antient 
law-book, of which that great anti- 
quary Mr. Robert Vaughan took a 
copy ; the other twelve (I ill remain up- 
on record. Left poAeriry (hould be ig- 
oorant of an antique fo rare, a copy of 
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the original, with Mr. Vaughan's tranf- 
lation, IS here ,tnnexe<1.

Ills fuLultv t)f draw.ng from memory 
W.4S extraordinary; any face svhich he 
had lardy (cm hts prnci! could lirongly 
delineate, and efpccially if there w,is 
any room for aj'p ymp, in a flight de- 
gree, the powers of c? ricaf le. The 
txaiincfs wnli which lie could draw' Its 
own countenance and rnmner were alfo 
fcma'kible. With broad raiiciturjhe 
would fomtiimcs entertain himfe’lf and 
his frifnds ; and rheia are fomc few 
things pf the fort, etched by himfdf, 
which have been for lomc years before 
the publick. Of prints and p^nrings, 
and I lie ftiff-r air of ft.ituary, he was al-

He likewife paid much atten- 
rioiMo natural hiftory, and liad coheit- 
ed vlrious fpecimens df plants, moftes, 
ii)cll.s,c iirc. With the Latin and GiCfck 
Unguaj*es lie had a competent acquaint- 
ance; *but of the modem European lan- 
guages he (poke fione except his own, 
tiiough he could, lead French and Ibrne 

Italian, 
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Iiilian. Ofantienrand modern hiftory 
btr was wtll informed, and pnrncuU'^iy 
of the* hiHoi y of his o^n country. His 
reading in div nity was exteiifive j and 
h s riligioiis opinions were, on rlic ful- 
jeft coiiviftion, truly and tirrnly ortho- 
dox : it IS nlmpO niedlels to add* that 
Ills king, his country, and that 
aOica! enal>liniiTi«nt of which he was a 
nieniher, had hss mod fervent giod 
wiihcs for their profpei ity and welfare. 
But, nothing was nioie remaikabic in 
bis liteiary chararifer than tire extreme 
and fciupulous .iccuracy with which he 
copied infci'ptions or oclicr remains of 
ant quity, ao(^ wall which he fcrutini--^ 
zed and detected inaccuracies in books. 
The vanous information, which by his 
aiiiduity and (liidy he lud acquired, he 
was- evci readv to iinpaiti and, accord- 
ing ro circum dances of time and place, 
wr.uld dilculs an ablliufc point of divi- 
nity, or detail an anecdote from pane 
45 of the facetious Joe Miller. Such 
js the faithful but rapid Iketch of 
the li.'e and literary ait^^mmcnts of a 
man whole n iiural genius and applica- 
tion weic (uch as to pri^inifc a coiiilde- 
rahle acctlliou of fliength to die caufe 
of religion, cf literature, and ot the po- 
Jitc arisi but, foi many vears (I linnk 
1 have heard him l.<y eight 01 ten), 
he was Rt tunes dreadfully aflli£ted with 
an excrutiRiing difordtr, for which he 
could obra'ii no remedy fioni the ad- 
vice of the moll emiueiu of the faculty 
whom lie conluhed, and which by de- 
vices undci mined and dedroyed liis 
conflitucion.

S O much has been lately laid refpe^l-t 
ing the origin of the difgracefu! ap- 
ptiiation of Johnian bogs, that I have 
little jjoubt you will readily admit my 
conjeftures on this fubjcfl into your 
Repofitory.

" It IS die cull om of Naples to carry every 
body to cliuich in a full drefs foon aferr their 
deith; and the neareft reluioiis diiplay die 
ni.agmtude of their gnef by the m.ignificent 
ni.uiner iii which they decorate the col^)^e. 
'J his poor woman, it feems, was quite in- 
confulable, and had ornamentedtChe body of 
her late hufband^vith a piofufion fhc could 
ill aftbid. When the corpfe arrives in 
Church, the ceremony is read over it. Tlut 
ceremony hen g pci formed, and the body 
c.u rie4*honie, it is tonfidercd as having n» 
Hither 9 CCirion for finecloalhs, but is geiie^ 
rally dripped to the ft;irt, .ind burwd pri- 
vately.’* 

The prefumed fuperior wifdom of 
moft modern nations has induced them 
to omit much of the pomp and ceremo- 
ny which foimtrly jittendeJ fiincrals. 
Intcreft being the prerailmg objtft of 
the preftnt day, i: is thought in general 
abfurd to expend in detoiating the dead 
what might be applied to the advantage 
of ilie living.. Hence, when tlie*bieaih 
cealcs lo be obferved, death IS piefumed 
to eiifue, and the moft fpecd,y and con- 
venient mode of getting rid of the corpfe 
IS adopted., A more humane pra£fice^ 
however, we find takes place where 
wiidoin IS lefs Uoafted. The meihfid 
purlued at Naples has a tendency tb (Un- 
cover any remnant ^ /{/# that may mr- 
chance remain } white that too gerferally 
adopted tends to the concealment of tha 
latent fpark, and polfibly leaves Ovc 
dcvelopcment of it to the dreary man- 
(loni of the grave; a circumftancc too 
horrible tp be defenbed, and hud y 
vyithia thccompafi of naiion. ^ 

Thm 
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The pageantry that has been recited 
is not what we would wifli to recom- 
mend. We (hou'd, however, be happy 
to perceive in general a degree of atten- 
tion equally a^iduous and humane, but 
better regulated by prudence, towards 
the apparently dead. Such a plan of 
conduct we are convinced, would rend 
to prefeive many from premature death 
and premature mteimepr. 

The Royal Humane Society, near the 
clofe of their plan of rciul'citation, gives 
the publick the hdlowing kind advice ; 
which muft be approved^ by every ex- 
cellent, w'lle, and virtuous man : 

An important, public, and humane 
caution. — In gieac fiiikiiig of tlie ftiengtl;, 
efpccially iu the end of fevcis and^iolher 
acute difeafes, patients frequently he m a 
Hale lefembhiig death. If the bed-cioaths 
be removed, the lieat of the body will be 
immediately dilfipated, and evciy fpaik of 
life delb'oycd. By not .attcnduig to this im- 
poi'tant circumftance, it is feu cd that foe 
lives of thoufands of our ftilow-cicatures 
have been facrificed, and their bodies com- 
mitted to the grave, who, by a more hu- 
mane edndud, would have been reftored lo 
life.

Thofe on each fide have the 
fame arms tor the hulband, impaling 
di^cient ones for the wife ^ wiience i 
fiippofc that he had two wives. There 
is no micription. Over this is the mo- 
nument. A whole-length liguic of an 
angel in a femdle habit, with expanded 
wings, iiands on a rock, on whicii is 
jiKcribed Pitra inn XPS, On the an- 
gel’Schead is the fun, on which is writ- 
ten, Sol & Jufiitta% in the left-hand is 
a fickle. At the foot of the rock is ripe 
wheat-corn (land.ng, through which is 
twifted a ribband, and on it, Si non mo^ 
riatur^ non renjivijUt, On each fide the 
rock is a piUftcr, on which are carved 
jSfarrowii rakes, ij^ades, fcycheS| and 


other implements of hulbandry. Over 
thefe, Vos iflis Dei agricultura. On 
each (ide the piiailer fits an angel, dreff- 
ed like the firfi, but having a broad flat 
hat on the head, which is reclined on 
one hand, the other hanging caitlefTly 
c^wn. Underneath, Meffores nos fevit 
fo’vit lavit coget renovabit coniregabuntm 
Below this is- an open flat wicker-bdfkct 
(fuch as, 1 think, is ufed in winnowing 
to throw up the corn to the man) ; in 
the middle of it is a tablet thus in- 
fer! bed :

The wings of the ange's, theii hats, 
the fun, the implements of huibindry, 
and the wheat, are all gilt.

On the South fide of the chancel is a 
gOi'd bull of Sir John Com’yns in a full 
w'g, pait of his robe, and the collar 
worn by the barons of the Exchequer, 
arc exprefled. On each fide (lands an 
urn encircled with an elegant fefloon. 
Undernertth is this micription : 

Near this place hes interred tlie body of 
that truly great and gvjod man the Rjglit 
I Jon. Sir John Com.' ns, kiit. late lord 
chief baron of his Majelty’s Court of Exche- 
quer, univeifdlly eftecnied one of the bright-'’ 
elt oinaments of tiie bench, and the greatelf 
lawyeis of his time, who departed this life 
on the I jth day of November 1740, aged 73. 

“ That a chiradler of fo much piety, 
learning, and merit, fhould not be buried in 
oblivion, but thoiild leinain a lafting ex.im- 
ple to others, this monument, out of duty 
and gratitude, was hiimbiy eredted Co his 
memory by ins nephew and heir, John Co- 
rny ns, of Hyl-itids, cfq. 1759.

In the North windows are fome final I 
remains of painted glafs, but nothing 
perfedt; no arms amongfl them. The 
font is uncommonly plain. There are 
many graveflones and mural monu- 
ments. AmongU the former are two or 
three with braft figures; and againlt 
the vvalJ, at the £aS endu ^ 
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bUt of a man and his wife kneeling, 
name Hunt, date time of Queen Eliza- 
beth. I had not time to copy more. 

Hylands is a handfome houfe, built 
by the Ch'ef Baron, in' the adjoining 
pariih of Widford. It now belongs to 
the fon of the gentleman who ere£4‘d 
the monummr, and who died in 1760. 
The Ch'ef Baron 1(Morant fays, in his 
Hitfoiy of Etlex) wao dtfeended from a 
familv of that name of Dagenham, in 
EflTcx, was educated r QoeenVeoDt ^c, 
Cambridge, and v.vs of Jjn;oin"s 11111 ; 
made a ^tij(-a.nr 8 ^ne, 1705 ; barun 
the Exchequer 4.

He w«=s uirice marfied, but 
died without iffue. 

The Digeft of the Law, compiled by 
the Chief Baron, but not pubLifhcd till 
1762, and the follow. ng years, is thus 
characterized by that very competent 
judge of its metirs, Mr. Hargrave, in 
his notes on Coke Lit.

I did 
w'hat I was hired to do; I perfoimed the 
feivice once on a Sunday ; but my pay was 
10 fmall that I was obliged to get another 
cliurch (perhaps two more) to fupply ; and 
I had no time to enquire about their fouls, 
nor dras it part of my bargain Chat I fliould 
do fo.” 

But I alk pardon for an appearance of 
levity on a fubje6V w'hich 1 (incercly 
think a mod folemn one; a rubje£l that 
involves oui bed and deared inccreAs 
both here and hereafter ! a fubje^t 
which, if not attended to by the Clergy 
and the Bidiops, will I fear, obtrude 
itfclf in a more unwelcome manner; 
God knows how foon ! Bur, may God, 
in his mercy, aWaken thcintrc it is too 
late ! ^ 

My humble admonitions are conveyed 
with the pured intentions, with the full- 
eft c^nvitlion of the great misfortunes 
which muft enfue fiom the increaling 
ncgle^ of the paftoral duty ; and with 
the moft earned prayer, that the evils 
may be averted by a timely attention in 
the Clergy. £.

If the faA were, that Jonah was 
thrown overboard by the mariners of 
the ihip in which he went paffenger, 
and, by feaTnen more compafTionate, 
was taken up into another veflel, which, 
after three days and nights, brought 
him fafe to Nineveh, and landed h^im 
in that neighbourhood, it is nothing 
wonderful or unaccountable that the 
Jews (hould have among them the ftoiv 
of his bemg TwaMowed by a great filh, 
in that hlh picferved alive for three 
days and ihrte mghis, and thrown oijt 
by it upon the Ihore unalteied and un- 
injured.

lirctch of faith to receive ir, whicjii ex- 
hibits nothing either tjpcr^hiiousa.'a the 
believer, or iid culous m the avpwer, of 
it, and perfectly cot rerpondecit wiih an 
admonition fo often given in the words 
of Horace, cxprelfing the undoubted 
fentiments of reafon,

In Homer's Odylfcy, IV, I. 443 U

talf. Fiom this obfervaiion the forego- 
ing may dciive farther confirmation;

Lf tbii be thought too bold a fancy, 
the (lory, of Jonah may be the tranfeript 
of an hieroglyphick^, in which that 
event was recorded and preferved. In 
jcs plained form ic may teach us, that 
every meflenger of God is fafe in every 
danger.

B'lC. if this ftr.inge notion were tt> 
be received, ir would follovt, that no 
combutiible body whatever, in the aft 
of combufi ion, could give out fi^e. We 
arc, however, in po^lclfion i>f two un- 
deniable fafts i hrh, that ai) bodies, in 
the aft. o^cornbull'on, do give out ac- 
tual .hcaf, or fire; and that the blood in 
the lungs, during lefpiration, do"s i.ot 
give outa£iual hfca^ *ir fiie. The^ mufi, 
iherefort, undoubtedly ue r« nr pio- 
cclUs ; but, fince ri lpirat;<^'n iri'! com- 
buftjon injure the air m p Hnuij'ar jUiin- 
••er. ihe fiic n»ulf, tlu-cfore, be un- 
d'luhtedly prelent where j 'iCinurt 
be annihilated ; and, i-p'iri cikjutv, it 
will be rrmnd that jt enters thu* i5)«‘ d in 
its bxed ftal", formui^, 'n ccjiijunitina 
wth the recent chy.e and Ivinpn, the 
red g^lobulesr But, if tiic f^xto fie of 
the .nr entered the blood in irs Icoit, or, 
Itiifible and uncombintd, Itate, iney 
would have a temperatuic gicattr than 
the ojjlitr parts of the fyllem ; and, by 
the lime the blood had p-lfed ihiougU 
the general circulation, ard returned to 
the lungs, itt fire muft have been difli- 
pared. And here 1 would p opofe a 
query to our modern ihcorifis : How 
dues It happen that fnftion upon any 
part of the body produces heat ? Or, 
what produces tne mercated quantity of 
a£fual heat in an infian maiory fever? 

Can we have a moi^ latioiiai theory 
than mine, that atrdojpriencal air con- 
J^s oj Jixed fire unued lo the aerial acid 
and water f and that, when this air is 
expoftd to animal f. luis formed of an 
uerfeent chyle and animal mucus, the fix- 
ed ftre wll be attraciedf and the air de- 
coTtSfounded, as^reeabiy to the table of 
chemical atiradions ^ 

That the fixed fire, or phlogifton, 
coutained in honal bodies is but flightly 
aitrafted, is evident fiom Dr. Pricllley’;* 
well-known and molt ingenious dilco- 
very, that nitrous air will be inlf^nta- 
neoufly decompounded by expoluic* to 
the^nitrous acid from which it was for- 
med. And fimilar to this it is ttiat the 
fixed flic of the atmolpticre is attracted 
by tlic olood, the globules becoming 
It'd ihV fdiiic cfftct, 111 ibipcft to co- 
1 uir, wdiich heat and phlogifton has 
upoii ^the nitrous acid, enlarging alfa 
thtir (uifatc. The hxed ftie is decom- 
pounded fioiii cue led globules byafm 
JOKchttaical 
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mech^nvcal friflion or attrition of the 
blood in the vcifels. From mufcular 
a£tion and the circulation the fixed 6 re 
16 decompounded from the red globules 
and let loofe as animal heat ; and the 
blood, returning to th« lungs, acquires 
a freih faturtitioi] of fixed fire from (he 
air; f>V, in the courfe of the circula- 
tion, the red glolniles are broken down 
into black ones, lofing much of their 
phlogiftic quality, being reduced in 
bu>k, and lefs repulfive when (lviii\ming 
in water or mucus, lefs combuflible in 
the and Icfs oily when rubbed be- 
twixt the fingert. 

Hut all ihel'e 'cmarkable efF £^s, ac- 
coiding to (Hir modern theonfts, ought 
to be rcvcrlcd; for, it is hardly necef- 
faty CO mention that, by receiving the 
fixed hreof the aemorphere, the bulk of 
the globules will be increafed. It mull 
alfo be evident, that the fixed 6 re, or 
phlogifton, will give the red globules 
that oily icj>u'five quality vifib e when 
they fwirn m faliva, and that the glo- 
bules vv«ll heconne more fait. 

In all my publications' I have fhewn 
that the conctniraiion of fiic *n the air is 
finiilar to its concentration in alkaline 
falts. But, according to the new-fan- 
gled, modern opinions, which have been 
unfortunately very gencrariy received, 
the red globules ought to have been the 
xcvcrfe of this; from imbibing oxygen 
gars tiiey iliould have become highly 
a-id, not alkaline. But they evidently 
become phlogiliic and combuftible; and, 
when rubbed bc^tween the fingers, oily. 
But, to pul thii*Jnaiter beyond conjcc- 
tuie,vv}il and alkaline falls will conamu- 
nicace the fame qualities, and change to 
black blood chat is obferved from lbs 
influence of the atmolphere in refpira- 
tion, not only making them of a fine 
flund red, but likewife communiclkting 
the fame rcpviTive quality to water, the 
fame faltifh tafle, the fame oily feel to 
the fingers, and the fame combuftiBle 
properties. 

Now, acids on the contrary reverfe 
all thefc effects ; for, applying them to 
the^ red globules, they immediately 
break them down*, dbfolving them. 
This mull be fo very obvious to every 
rational enquirer that it is furely unne- 
ceiTary for me to enlarge upon it 3 and 
would, I think, only aflfront^hq good 
fenfe of my readers. In Ihorr, I will 
take upon myfclf expreflly to fay, that,

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if the blood received the acidifving 
principle by the^ungs, lofing at the 
fame time its fuppoftJ inflammable bo- 
dies,^ Wfc- charcoal and inflammable 
air, inflead of becoming, as it does, 
kalefant and puinfca^t^ it would be- 
come the fame as a mineral acid. I call 
upon the mod prejudiced of our aerial 
Ijhilofophers to contradi6l, if they are 
aole, fo fair and fo obvious a conclu- 
fion. For Heaven’s fake, Mr. Urban, 
let CommoD-fenfe reaffumc her influ- 
ence in our aerial enquiries, and deliver 
us from the chemical mania which fo 
many pompous experiments have pro- 
*duced. 

The experiments which I offer to 
thereon fideratlon of your readers are 
plain and fimple; they are wiihin the 
reach of every man’s power and capa-. 
city; nor do they require a pompous 
apparatus, calculated only to obfeare 
and embarrafs the t(Uth; for, if we are 
Allowed to retain one old chemical faA, 
alkalis promote, and acids refilli putre- 
fafiiou. But, according to our modern 
theories, bodies, by being expofod to 
the air, inflead of becoming thereby 
putrid, the air would make them refift 
putrefa6lion, turning them lTCid tnflead 
of putrid. That the air a6lt upon rtie 
blood out of the lungs in the fame man- 
ner as it does within the lungs is known 
to every furgeqn’s apprentice, and to 
every bleeding barber in the kingdom : 
the u*pper furface becomes of a high 
florid red, while its inferior furface 
and its internal parts are nearly as black 
as ink. It is a fadl as well known that 
jrefpiiation changes the black globules 
into red ones; and it is perhaps equally 
well known that the blood becomes 
more fluid from palfing the lungs; that 
acids coagulate; and chat alkalis make 
blood more fluid. 

Thefe are now fuch hackneyed fadls 
that It is unneceflary to dwell any lon- 
ger upon them. Bur, lince our modern 
chcmiAf are incapable of realbningout 
of their elaboratorict, it may beneceflary 
to flimulate the common- fenfe of the 
rofeffion, which appears to have been 
if ten by the tarantula of (hodern cbe- 
miflry, decora|ed as it is with all the 
parade of a pompous apparatus threats 
cning even to fet the Thames on firk. ^ 

But, if the common-fenfe of the che- 
mical world be not totally lofl in retorts 
and receivers, in glaffes and bottles, and 
gon- barrels, 1 here publicly call upon 
it for a deciflon upon thefe two chemical 
expecimehtll 
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experiments of minf, which dirc6^lT 
conrrfldif^ all the chemical theories that 
have been impofed upon the pubhek for 
the lad twenty years. Upon chefe a'one 
1 challenge the whole phalanx to decide 
the controverfy. Having already ob- 
ferved that our celebrated philofo- 
phers cannot carry their reafoning be- 
yond the e laboratory, I will rert tl\c 
iffue of my pretenfions to a luperior 
knowledr^e In ebemiflry on tvvo experi- 
ments ; nt the fame time again obfer- 
Ying, Mr. Ufb-^n, that they are MY 
aetperiments. And the fnfl is th/f re» 
duQion of the <alv of rnercur^f ^without ^ 
uddttton, mtrely by beat or fire, nvhen 
nvaUr only, and no pure a\r^ *wai pyven 
out. An experiment which I publi/jb«d 
in my Trcatife #n Air in March, 1791. 
An experiment, Mr. Urban, wii.ch 
hath fince been very accurately repeated 
by the chemifls on the Continent, and 
its truth demonAiated beyond the poiii- 
bility of a doubt in the prel'ence of fomc 
of the mod rel’pe^able phiiofophefs, 
who have all figntd their names to the 
lepnrr cf the p oceedings. 

I'ht other experiment, which is c- 
Cjually demoDllrU've, is, the filing of 

anT'tror. in cLOStt veffehfwhen 

the atr could haroe no aUdha u^on them. 
And this experiment hath alfo been re- 
peated on the Continent. But it has not 
there been cirricd (u far a * it wasc^one 
bv me. For farther particulars op. this 
matter 1 miift refer to my letter to S:r 
jofeph Banks. Jf any other phiiof<»- 
phers may be anxious to repent this 
experiment, I beg leave to inform 
them, that a crucible made in rhe foim 
of a boitle will bt(l aniwer the purpofe. 
In this experiment there is an aftive and 
violent combudipn, more than when 
the (ulphur is burned in the open air. 
The itfiduum is the viiriolated iron. 

Need I tell any chemical reader, that 
the fixed fiie, gr phlogidon, of the fol- 
phur and iron was lot loof'e (as . there 
was no pure ajr in the experiment), 
leaving the earth of the metal combined 
with the vitriolic acid in the leiiduum. 
And this experiment likewife Oiews, 
beyond a doubt, the fallacy of Sir Ifaae 
Newton's rheory of firefoeing the par- 
ticles of bodies put in motion ; for, it 
mvidcntly appears that it is from what 
cheinifts call phlogihon being fet loole, 
and which now mud be caded fixed 
fire. For a more enlarged vievv ot tke 
igl(acy of this theory I mUd refer to my 
Chvtnicil Eflays lately pubiifhed.

A third p<*per is more extraordinary 
than the others. The tagacious author 
having obferved that phofpborus, when 
violently heated with calcareous earth, 
and ^xpofed to w^ter, is acrialized, and 
explodes in the atmoiphere, has devel- 
ioped the modern mode of fettUg fira 
to tbe TbamtSf and even adds, that the 
water 1 hunO£BS m its combudion. 

But I fuppofe, Mr. Urban, that tbe 
Royal Society has at length fees the fu- 
tility of fuch papers, and is now defi- 
rous of having no more of them ; and 
hence, perhaps, in their own eyes, the 
members of that refpaftable Body may 
(land excufed for the reje^ion of papeii 
which would iovefiigaie the TRUTHS 
of Nature.

charity -I'chool in Gravel-lane, .South •

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plead for a benevolent and ofcful inflicu- 
tion. In his difeourfe on the. comice 
and enlargement of the kingdom of God 
[from Matt. vi. 10, 17793 he exerted 
his powers of perfuaiion upon a ftill od* 
bier and more exteofive objeft, the So- 
ciety in Scotland for propagating Chrif- 
tian Knowledge in the Highlands and 
Iflands of that Country. While, in this 
drifeourfe, he manifells a laudable zeal 
againft the errors and c<^rruptions of 
Popery, he contends for the tree 
cifc of Religion, and difpla^s a can- 
dour and liberality of fenciment beco- 
ming a minifter of the gofpel. In the 
^lofe of thi? fermon there is a fine paf- 
fage, in which Mr. T. expreflfes, with 
great animation, his admiration of the 
true* principles of our happy Confuta- 
tion. Indeed, he was firmly and zea- 
loufly attached to the caufe of civil and 
religious liberty, as built upon and ca- 
pable of being extended on the bafis of 
t^e Revolution. In the attempts olf the 
DifTenting Minifters (at length fuccelT- 
ful) for the enlargement of the Tolera- 
tion he took a watm and a£live 

part,**— " Ills wit and humour were of 
the good-natured and gentle kind, fome- 
thing of that fort which we may have 
luppofed to have fubfifted in tEPprkeiK. 
converfation of an Addifon.'* In conic- 
quence, as is fuppoled, of an hereditary 
gout, his bodily fufferings, for the Uft 
16 y^rs of his life, were equally fevare 
and alarming. His death was at Ufi 
inftantancous, and without a groan.

French 1 evolution ; an event almpft ftu 
generis, which, if it exift much longer^ 
will fpread the rcvoluiianary wildfire 
over rhe earth, and fubjcift every civi- 
lised (late to the ravages of a nation of 
armed and difciplined robbers, fubfilling 
only by cxcurfions and plunder.

Thev can aft only to injure, they ctn 
fpeak oi\lv to deceive ; they can promife 
only ro betray; and, what is flill mote 
deffrving of attention, they hoVl their 
power on To precarious a tenure, that 
their ability to perfoim tlieir promifes 
mnd enpagf-menrs docs not exited theT 
finccriiy in making; them. Tliol'e ivlio 
talk o» treating for pc/ire with I'luh inert 
ought furely to prove that tliis defenp- 
tion is n ’t app':i:ahle” (p. lo). 

Nothing can lit* more pi.uii and flm- 
plfe than this prnpofition ; nor can any 
mathematifiil demonfl ration be attended 
with ertater ctriaintv : France becamt , 
anarthical by the JulrverJion of her ant lent 
and /awfui government ; and Jbe can 
nnly ceafe to be fo by its re-ejiabltJbmeM" 
(p. 28). Mr. B. (liews that France had 
aennOitution under which Ihe lived uni- 
■frtrinly happy and fiourifliihg (p. 25); 
and that the ahiifes of the old govern- 
ment, cohlidcicci in their fullefc extent*, 
arc not to he compared with the evfjs 
. and horrors of the prefent anarchy. He 
is of npinion (p. 40) that even yet it is 
not too late to hung about a happy 
change ; and that now an explicit decla- 
ration, by^t he alliul powers, in favour 
i^ng king and the regent of 
Fiance, would liaully fdil Ico produce 
the fnoft bwnfcfTcial confcqucnces, ef[ui- 
valent to the moll brilliant viftories, as 
it would excite the confidence ofVhc 
French people thcmfelves, and in^luce 
them to look on the allied powers, nut 
as tiicir con([ucrars, but as their deli, 
vprers. Ex cry occurrence of the war, 
every moment, of us continuance, bring 
with it additional proof that there is no 
rational profpeft of being able to reduce 
France to order without the eltorts of 
Fiarce itfilf; tliat is, of the people 
,againd their opprclTors ; and that the 
aliifiance of the internal is necctfary to 
give tffeft to the extcricr exertions (p. 
41), The coaleiccd powers ihould no^ 
only call forth all the rcfouices at their 
comm and, hut take c.ire to employ them 
in the inort tHeftual manner. They 
ihould fie on their guard againd, and 
flTtftually piinin>, treachery t to which 
Mr. B. alcrilTe^ the ill fucceis of the lalf 
campaign, and t!ie fu r reliefer \if fo many 
fortrtflesv and winch f»*ccccded fo in 
Poland (p. 46—50). The Emprifs of 
Rufiia, who has eiringuiOted anarchy in 
Poland, could ealilv do the fame in 
France: but, as to the' atrocious farce 
of a general pracd/'the rulers of France, 
if from motives of 'perfidy, or even of 


necefiity, they were induced to fign it, it 
would be out of thefi|||||^owcT to keep it 
for a finglc month*' {p. 51). Bui,fhould 
Great Britain be enabled to, hold the 
confedciacy together till its imporiaiic 
ohjeft he attained, and lie finally left 
alone in the conteif, (l!]l Britons will 
conftrnd fingiv and manfully for their 
rights, and for thole cd humaniiy, and 
keep up tlicir naval pre-eminence, which 
mny piove the ultimate refource of civi- 
l.z d focicKy (p. 5:;). 

Mr*.' B. i^ aware of the general opi- 
nion, tfiac the body of the French people 
arc aveifc to monarciry Tmd attached to 
a repubhek; and that the outrageous 
lefulal of the French nn loners at Ply- 
mouth to join tlic Fiench emigrant 
coips has been brought as a confirmation 
of this opinion. But 10 this he anl weis, 
that the tenors of their own artful icpii'''- 
licans, and the in ligues of Enghfli Ja- 
cobinical agent*’, did not leave them at 
liberty to txprels thcii real .feiitiments ( 
but the conduft of one of the deputies 
on the trial of La Croix (who was, 
however, acquitted) (hews wliai/ engine 
is fet to woik to filence the vt ice of the 
people,! and their freedom of choice of 
ihtir government (p. 64—67). The 
committee of public lafety find it impof- 
fible much longer to refill the force they 
have to encounter. Having, from mo- 
tives of momf-ncary expedience, quitted 
hold of the fword of terror, they find its 
refumption infuperably difficult ; and, 
that they cannot hy any other mcMns 
compel' the people to endure the inex- 
pielhble hardfiiips of fuch a war, and tq 
recruit the immeiifc lofies which their 
arniits have fqAained, tluir grand re- 
fource, alfignars, aie on a rapid decline, 
and p-elTed down iiy their own weighi. 
They aic in (/elpair on finding the vol- 
cano j;hcy had hghted up in the North 
cxtinguilhed, and alarmed at the indill'o-; 
lub'e firmnefs of the confederacy, the 
undivided I'piiit and incr^afing energy 
dif placed ,by Great Britain, and the un- 
equivocal proof of its immenle re- 
iources. To confpicuous in the additional 
propofitibns which the minifler, witl^ 
commendable precaution, has enabled 
himTc f to lay before parliament, for the 
vigorous prolecution of. the war, and 
die pi^fcTvation qf the important cohfe- 
dyracy (p. 69) If to this be added 
the plan (if enc'iqraging die people of 
France, before -mentioni^, and the ex- 
criipn i.%fupport of the oriufh navy (for 
which purpofe My. jj, rcijoiximends 9i\ 
ofl'cr from each county, and moll of the 
- aom- 
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commercial towns in the kin^dom^ to 
prcfent his Mah^ with a fliip of war, 
completely equif^l rel) ing on the ap- 
probation of Providence on our exer- 
tions in the caufe of Juflicc, Humanity, 
Mid ^Religion, we wii^conqucr— and, 
conquering, (peak feate to the •worU

It 
tv 's not meant in the diflertation, p. 85, to 
infer that Celtic Gaul was conquered by one 
Icg’on ; that a great part was, is fufficient ;

p. 2:13, Mi. Webb forgets that the Teu- 
loiics weic Germabs.

Our c idle may be deftroyed by a 
murrain ; our l-Iiccp m..l forfske their 
young rncs (a* hath particulauy hap- 
peiitrl this yc'u ) j and, in conrrqucncc 
thereof, our flockj miy be diminiOied 
in numbei ; and cold, unkindly feafons 
may blaft our expe^Vations, fo that our 
** land (liall not yield her increafc, neU 
ther the trees of the land yield their 
fruits'* (Levit. XXVI. 20). But, unltfs 
the Lord God Ihould vilit us \v;th one 
of the plague' of Egypt, by turning our 
waters into blood, it is not probable 
that lie will flayour^i&i confcqiiently, 
the prolific ftream will ever afford us 
.plenty of vvhol(bme|and dainty viands, 
10 falisfy the hun^ foul with good- 
nefs, and to gratiry the palate of the 
epicu»: with food rif delicate flavour. 
Bat, exclulive of the foregoing leafons, 
a particular regard to the produce of 
thefe aquatic animals would have uo 
(mall influence in the caulc of 
as 1C would prevent the pcrpctiacion of 
many a£ls of felony‘s for, notvvithfland- 
ing Che temptations held out to the />- 
dujirious, and the many other bleffings 
which refult from uiduftry, yet there 
always have been, and probably always 
will be, in this and every other nation, 
a number of thole peifons who bavo 
need to go t» the aiu foi inJIrttSton, and 
learn, the bell Icllbii (o pi event their 
being ia need', and, as the idle foul 
111 ill rulf>.r hunger, (o they will fieal to 
the fittssfying of tlicii hunger, and thu* 
unjaUUiably mvade ilie rights of their 
induftrioM 
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incfiiftrious nr wealthy Dcii^hbours, for- 
or rr^ardhfi of the many exam- 
ples, recurring invoice in erery year, of 
tlic fatal termination of tlie ways of 
Dilhonefty. Probably it would happen, 
in many inflances, that he who has 
"ftclen would flcal no morg, IF there 
were any means to fupply the wants i»f 
Nature, — except *work. This they 
• nuould have on the plan T propnfc; and 
thus wc (hould have feuL'cr thteve:. 
Now, what IS, or fti )uld be^ tite dclign 
of rtcommentlinu the people to beii«. 
liuflriatts? Is it not th it thereby they 
mAV be enabled to pfovide tliemlelves 
\vit!i the necelTaries of life witliout V'O^ 
the laws of Jullice betwixt mAn 
and man ? If, rheiofotc, the indolent 
people mainrain chenilcives without do- 
ing anv pofiiive injury to their neigh- 
bours (and th's they might do if tuir 
Ccinals were well ftored w;ih filh, and 
fr*e for all men under the foregoing 
regulations), the r.ioff zealous ad- 
sucaicb for indiiftjy cannot ol)jcft to 
my fcheme ; fince, if ir nuy aft'ord an 
a!\lum to thoTf who are incluicd to 
be indolLfif, it would alio fer»/e as a 
p owerful to a^ts of thievery,* but 

wh’th, when committed, might then 
with jullice be more fcverely pim'fhrd 
than they now are, becaujt the pica 
of ab/oluti ojoant could never be uigtd 
in extenuation of the crime. if it 
fhould be faid, iliAt, bv holding out a 
tcinpcation to tiie indolent to fubfilt 
without work, it would xelax the finews 
of Induftry, and make them unapt for 
their uleful employments, and fo far 
become nationally miurious j by a pa- 
rity of realoninii iiiiv»ht be proved,* 
that all I hole whu'Muhlid on the for- 
Ijnes acnuiud by their forefchfr-::, 
wuhout dou’g any thing ihem?clvrs, 
8ie equally as injurious to the inierejlts 
of f ritty as (or indeed more than) 
?lu le vtiio live by their fV Il in angling, 
Pei Ions arc no oiherw-ilc poltr^'e mii- 
laiJCLM in a flitc than as iliey arc fu/i- 
timely noxious to the peace of any of the 
fu'.jcds of that lUtc; and if, without 
if urinyr their fellow- fubjefis, they lup* 
I>ort (hcntfeivcft and fjnnlics, they Jb 
jar aniwer the ends of their creation, 
and arc, fo jar, as fair candid-aies for 
iftimort.il happinels as they whofc ac- 
tive purfuiis in buhnefs enable them to 
fit at eafe in their chat lots, diavtn by 
four pampered deeds. 

Hut this IS a little foreign to my 
pu/pofe ; thciefore 1 refumc my'argUf 
Glnt. Mag. ft^ne, 1795 . 
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'ments by faying that Gonsernmint itfcif 
might derive feme advantage By a tax 
upon fifh- books of fo much per hundred, 
upon Ji/hing-rods^ bafketSy and fo (prth $ 
all which rnanufa^ories would thea 
eifiploy many more hands than they 
now do. And even an annual fax 
might bej5ut upon aii lets, in the 
ratio of zs, 6d. for every lool per an* 
nunt; they that polTtired as far as five, 
and more than that, fhould be after the 
rate of 10 s. for every fi e hundred j buf 
the ne plu* ultra of taxation to be three 
guineas^.

P ERM I r rin old correfpondenr to 
fay a few word* at pitting with 
]\T . Bofwell, wh Ve death you have re- 
corded in 445, with i regret, iiyh’.^-h I 
fesl in common with all who knew him. 

To him the reading part of the pub- 
lick have been indebted for many 
g=ty and indiuflive hours, and he 
has left a chafm in the fociety of his 
r lends that will not c.ifily be fi’led up. 
Yet I fliall not enlarge dt great length 
on his charatler, becaufe 1 am i'enliule 
how very much things of this kind .ire 
apt to be mifunderftood, and how often 
the language of real refpefl is rniitaken 
for that of hackneyed compliment. 

Of his Life I can fay iutle that he 
has not, io fome or other paits of his 
works, recorded of himfelf. 

He was born in 1740, of an antient 
and honourable family. His father vvas 
then at the Scorch bar, and was after- 
wards ratfed to the dignity of Judge | 
7 


which ftation he filled with acknow- 
led^ed learning, probity, and honour. 
H IS cule was Lord Auchinleck, taken 
from hit family inheritance ; and he 
died in 17821 on which occafion Dr. 
/ohnfim ivroce an elegant and inllruc- 
live letter to the fubjeft of this brief 
memonaii cf whicli you muft permit 
f^ie to tranferibe a .piifage that allude* 
to fome iligbt domefiic differences, 
which did not happen irt vain, fince 
they g^vc rife to fuch falutary advice: 

“ Vo'T father's dc ith had every circum- 
flanre th.it could enable you tiTbcar it. It 
w.is at a miiuie agi, :iivl it was expelled? 

as Ins geiieial life had been pious. Ins 
thoughis had doubtlefs, for many yeais paft^, 
been turned uo'io cteri.ity. That you did 
not^nl him feu fih’.e mull douhtlefs gneve 
you; his difpofitioii lu’vards you was un- 
dciuhtc.ily that of a kill, tliough not of a 
fond, father. Kmdn^^T, at lead aiflual, k ii\ 
our own power, but fonJuefs is not ; and 
if, by negligence or imprudence, you h.ul 
eklmgu.lhed h:s fondnefs, he could not at 
will letiiivlle ir. Noilung then remained 
he'ive<m you but mutual foi'givenefs of each 
othei’N fault;, and mutual define uf eacii 
othei ’b h ippinefb.^' 

Jn 1762-3 Mr. Borwcll came to Lon<. 
don. ]i; 1709 he publiiJied his account 
of Corlicd, , with the “Journal of a 
Tour to Fhat Jflmd.’' This work gain- 
e.l him fomc diftiiiffion in the world. 
Dr. J >hn(on fay^s of ir, 

“ Vour hiflory is like all other hiftorie«, 
but iournal js in a very iiigh degitre 

ciiiious and delightful. Tliere is between 
the h.iiory and the journal that dilterence 
whicli there will alw.iys bs found between 
noiiu'is borrowed from witimut, ami notions 
geneiated wirhiri. Your hiilory was copied 
from books; your joumal role out of your 
own experience and obfervatio 1. You ex- 
prefs images whicli operated firongly upon 
yourfeK, and you h.ive imprelEd them with 
'g eat fuice upon your leaders. I know not 
whether 1 could name any narrative by 
which curiofity is better excited or better 
gratified.” 

In 1770, Mr. Bofivell was married. 
The iITj^ of this marnaue are two funs 
and three daughters. M &. B. died a ‘ 
few yean ago. Ac thu time, likewifc, 
he was in good praflii^ at the Scotch 
b^', and, among c^hci^, took a very 
adtive part in the celebrated •Douglas 
caiile; concerning which vve find a very 
iarerelleng correlpondence betwixt him 
and D . Johnfon, publiflied in his Life 
of the latter. . 

In 1784, he publimed a Letter to 
the People of ScocUod, on the prefent 
State of' the Nation,” ag^iuil Mr. Fox*i

human being inlenttonahy. His r-uiver- 
faiion-lalent'. were always p^cafin^, and 
often Lrcinatlnp-. Rut cm we wonder 
at this in liim*:vIio, with a capacity 10 
liain,-hjd been the comp.inion of Tohn- 
fon for more titm t^vcniy year’.? He 
w^s a Johnl^mian in. -very ih ng but the 
^manner \ and tlicrr were few of Dr, 
Jobnfon’s fru-nds that wciC not very 
ready to diiotnle wi'ii that, H s at- 
tachment to the D()6Ioi- for fo lorg a 
period WuS a meutorious pcrfeverance 
in the dtfire of knowledge. To U the 
world is indebted for the mofl linifhcd 
pi£lurc of an eminent man that ever 
was executed. 1 know there are ob- 
je£lions to tire modi of giving tlie Life 
of Johnroi), It has been thougiit that 
ignorance hnj been wMotoniy expofed, 
and the pnvMcy of focial life endanger- 
ed. rot enter deeply into this 

qucfflon. All ih .1 I can certainly af- 
firm is, lliu the woi k ins been read 
with avidity and pleafure ; and that he 
who docs not wiffi to lead it again may 
be fufpefltd to be deficient in tsftc and 
in temper. 

Vanity, Mr. Urban, has been impu- 
ted to our deceafed friend. Rut let it 
be remembered tliat he enjoyed advan- 
tages which rendered that confpicimts in 
I’lm from which no m.m can cljim an 
cjlcmption. 1 know not the man who 
would not have been <ain to polieL fo 
much (jf Dr. Johnfon's converlaiion, 
and proud to give it to the woild, in 
liopef that he who venerated Johnfon 
would not be uiuhanktul to liis Rio- 
grapher. 

From the D^iflor, however, he ap- 
pears to have imbibed a portion of con- 
Ihtutional melancholy. Of late years, 
he has ofren complained of this; and he 
flew for relief where, perhaps, it is bed 
to be found, to the lociety of the earned 
and the gay. Here, as he coD/effes, 
“ he hid rather too little than too much 
PRUirc,NCE,” and, wiili .more attach- 
ment to ibe a^ivuy of luidl life, he 
might, 'probably, have lengthened his 
days Rut, as his “ belief in Kcvela* 
non WHS unfliikcn,** and his religious 
imprcliions detp and recuiring fre- 
quently, let us hope that be has now 
• attained 
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attained that Hate from which imper- 
fection and calamity are alike ex* 
eluded.

He never 
(iiionflv tiioutdu of wilting the Life of 
Sii jofliua Rc\ nol(l.'« i ond he nevrr hfld 
more ihfjn a general pcqnnmrance with. 
Mi. Burke, ihoOgh he had always an 
high adniiratam of that moll amiable 
and thftmguiiiicd man. You fee, there- 
(oie, h^»w*well this writer is informed. 

But the incjfl imooitant miheprefen- 
tation in rliis paper is, that Mr. BoCwtll 
wfis cnnvivnli without being fici&l or 
jritndh\ a I'alfehood which all who 
k’lew him iniimatel) can j’tieniptorily 
cnniradi6^f. He had not only an inex- 
hjiiihb; fund of gojd humour and 
good naiurr, but was extremely warm 
in his attachments, and as ready to ^ 
exert hiaifelf for ins fi lends as any 
man.

His fervent attachmeift to Dr. 
Johnfon at riie early age of chiee and 
tweirty, when the dilflpation and amufe- 
ments of London hold out to men of 
fuch lively parts as he pofTtiled irrelifl- 
ibie attraction, reflects great credit on

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' his memory. His veneration and efleem 
for his fiiend induced him, at a fubfe- 
^uenr period, to go through the labo- 
rious talk of digelling and arranging 
the immeofc mafs of materials with 
Mrhich his own diligence and the kind-« 
nefs of others had furnifhed him, and 
of forming his hiHory of the life of that 
czcellenc and eskr^aord inary man ; one 
of the moll inftru6li«‘e and entertaimngs 
books in the Englifh language. That 
in this work hs had not both fame and 
profit in view, would be idle to alTcrt 
blit to fuppofe ihat rhcfc we e his prin- 
cipal ohjeils, or fas Tome of his detrac- 
tors have ruirgeiled') that he attached 
hiinUlf to Dr. Johnfon for the purpofe 
of ivi iting Ins Life, is to know noinuig 
of the author, and nothing of hum|in 
n Lture. 

Mr. BoLvelt undoubtedly pofTefTed 
coniiderahit: intelie<^uai powsr**, for 
whuh he liHS not had fufjficient credit ) 
many (uppoiing him to Pe a mere rtU« 
lor of a he favings of otlieis : but it is* 
mainfell to every reader of any dilccrn- 
ment that he never could liave crU(e£led 
fuch a mafs of infotmation and joil oh.

iirength of mind and much various 
knowledge ; as he never toujd have 
difplayed his colle£lions in lo lively a 
manner as he has done, had he net pnf- 
feifed a ver/ pi^turclqui; imagination, 
or, in other words, bad he not a 
veiy hap[)y turn for poetry a& wcfl as 
for humour and for wit. 

Bcfoie i conclude, allow me to €or> 
rc£t another inihakeii notion which has 
been cnteiramcd concerning him 
that he caught from Dr« Johnlon a 

f iortion of his conAitutiona! mtlancho« 
y.** This was not the f46l; he had a 
confidtiable Ih.ie of melancholy m liis 
oivn temperainenc j and, though the 
general lenor of his life was gay and ac- 
tive, he frequently experienced an un- 
accountable depieffion of /'pints. In 
pne of thefe gloomy moods he wrote a 
feries of Lira)S undej^ the title of The 
H vroCONDRiACK, which appealed 
in a periodical publication about the 
year J 7 & 2 , and frhicli he^had thoughts 
of collecting intc^a volume. 

He will,*' be long regretted by a wide 
circle of friends, to whom his good 
qualit:t.f|and iocial cedents alwayt^made 
h.s coni^ny a valuable accelfion ; and 
• by none more lincciely than by the pie- 
ieui vindicator of his tame/'

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is great reafon to believe it, and that it 
is this amazing tree which Arrian dc- 
fcribes, when fpeaking of the Gvmno- 
fophifts, in his book of Indian affairs : 

** 'fhefc people live naked. Jn wimer 
they enjoy tlie benefit of the fun’s rays in 
the open air) and, in fummer, when the 
heat becomes exceflive, they pafs their t^me 
in moift and marfhy places under large 
. trees ; which, according to Nearchiis, cover 
a circumference of five acres and extend 
their branches fo far that ten thoufand men 
may cafily find fiiblter under tifem. * ^ 

Englifli gentlemen, when on hurling 
and ihooting parties, ufed to form cx- 
tenfivc encampments; and to fpend fe- 
veral weeks under this delightful pavi- 
lion of foliage, which is generally filled 
with green wood- pigeons, doves, pea- 
cocks, bulbulls, and a variety of fa- 
thered fongfters; together with monkeys 
arnufing with their droll tricks, and bats 
of a large fize, fome of which meafure 
more than fix feet from the extremity of 
one wing to the other. Thu tree not 
onlv affords fhclter but fufienance to ail 
its inhab»unts, being loaded with fmalt 
figs of a rich fcarlet colour, on »^iich 
they regale with as much delight gs the 
lords of the creation on rhcir mort collly 
viands. 

Milton deferibes this tree in the fol-'^ 
lowing words, in the ninth book of his 
Paradife Loft : 

« So counfell’d he, and both together went 
Into tlie tinckeft wood j there foon tliey chofe 
The ti ee, not that kind for fruit renovvn’d, 
But fuch as at this day, to Indians known, 
lii Malabar or Deacan fpreads her arms, 
Branching fo bioaJ and long, that in the 
ground [grow 

The bciuled twigs take root, and daughters 
About the moihir tiee, a pillar’d lhadc 
High ovcr-.iich’d, and echoing walks be- 
tw ecn ; • [hear, 

There oft the Indian herdfman, (hunning 
Shelters in cool, and tends h s pafturing Aerds 
At loop-holes cut through thickeft ftiade.’’ 

Thus far the deicription is equally 
beautiful and juft; but what follows 
ferves only to confound another with 
this, •viz. the plantain-tree, the leaves 
of which, according to Milron's de- 
fcriptioi\^, are broad as Amazonian 
targe*.’* The latter is alfo called Ficus 
Indica) and it is firange,that, of all the 
authors t who have written of the Ban-

P R O C E E nlf* !♦ G S IN 

H. OF LORDS. 

Jan, 27. 

T he order pf the day being read, for 
fummoning the Peers this day ; 
The Duke of Bedford fnid, that, in 
fubmitting the motion he was about to 
make to the houfe, he found it neccflTaiy 
to examine the pleas upon which it bad 
been hitherto refilled ; and his Grace 
canvafTed their weight with great abi- 
lity. Upon that of the decree, Septem- 
ber 13, 1792* he reded fomc time. He 
contended that they had done the offc^* 
/ive matter completely away, by de- 
claring, in the Conftituiion of 1793, that 
J^rance left other countries in full liberty 
as to the internal government they 
might choofc, and at the fame time de- 
clared her refolution not to fufFer any 
infra6lion upon her own right of that 
^nature. He then alluded lo uhe affer- 
tion, that with fgch a government as 
that of France we could not cement^any 
permanent peace. Wbat peace was 
ever permanent? Do we not«^tnovv 
them to be compass, which arc violated 
by intereft or convenience, whether 
made by Monarchs with Monarchs, or 
Monarchs with Republics ? As to the 
difgraee, which was alTumcd to arifc 
from any advances towards it, he knew 
of none— he had heard, and believed 
corre£tly, that after the feven yeais war 
the terms of pwe were extended by 
Great Britain ■, But he had not heard 
that* the meafure was held derogatory 
to her honour. 

One argument by which the war was 
fupported, was a pretended dread of 
the propagation of french principles. 
Good God I what«have they in them 
that can attraft.a Briton? They have 
led to the ruin of ^he deflruc- 

tion of manufactures, the annihilation of 
property and commerce. Arc ihefc ob- 
jefts for which wc fliould rcfign^the re- 
gulated fafety of the (lace, the bleffings 
of our liberty and laws, and the pro- 
fperity of our trade ? But they were 
perhaps to cflabiiih Jacobin Clubs ia 
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tips counfi'y/ He abhorred the idea of 
En^lifhmen being bought \ but bought 
they muft be to fuch an abandoned dc« 
fecration of their privileges, and bought 
by the ruined finances of France. 

Upon what pretence was the war to 
be c^»ntinued ? Had vve hopes from our 
Allies? Thefe ivere delufory— Of the 
powers with whom we were combined, 
the fit ft was the Emperor. Wc had 
feen him in the D.et of Ratifbon pub- 
licly confclfing a defire for peace, al- 
though he wiihed to be invited by the 
Getmanic bodies to make it on his own 
account. 

Were our hopes grounded on a fup- 
pofed abatement of republican principles 
in Fiance? Alas I nothing could be 
moie certain, than that no iymptom of 
this fuppofuion could be rationally traced 
there— The people of Toulon were not 
for us— A»>oiher irruption had been 
made by the way of Alface— the people 
there were even as little inclined to 
Monarchy as cl/cwhere. 1 am aware 
that the war was popular at the com- 
mencement; but I have ever abhorred 
the principles upon which it was com- 
menced ; and, it I had given it my tup- 
pott, I fliould have thought inyfelf 
juftly implicated in ail the guilt and 
horror which it Ii.is produced. I had 
raiher^ofe the libi-rty 1 puftets, than be 
infti^umental in an attempt to wreft that 
liberty from another. 

[Hen LoraMiddltton fainted^ and that 
eauftd a temporary fufpenfion of the Noble 
Duke's fpeecb ; but he foon refumed it. ] 

Much hns been faid of the deprecia- 
tion of aifign.its I but upon this his 
Grace couid not rely much. There 
can be no comparifon between thofe and 
our Englifh bank-notes, the cuirency 
of a ftate and the paper of a company, 
But he thought the (locks might fairly 
be called the aftignacs of our govern- 
ment, and no man would deny their 
fimilar depreflion in confequence of the 
war. 

He noticed, ^ifh much ingenuity 

forcc^ 
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orce, the Addrefs of the Mayor and 
Aldermen touching the fcircity of corn, 
and vvifhing that peace would relieve 
them from the apprehenHon of a future 
fcarcity. He thought fuch admonitions 
could not be toe Ari6^ly attended to; 
the more falutary they would pro^/e. 
An idea had been much difTeminared, 
and it was ^thought to be implied at 
lead in the fpeeches of ihe other fide, 
that with France, as a Repujilic, this 
country never would make peace. iN 
do away this idea completely was’the 
objefl he propofed j it would remove 
the great fource of odium thrown upon 
the Engliih name, and by which the 
inveteracy of the people of France was 
ilimulatcd againfi us. We fhould tliei’eby 
produce a diminution of hatred with* 
out, and, if war was to be continued, 
a perfeft unanimity within the king- 
dom. We could then fay, in a fair and 
manly manner, we have declared our 
objefts ; if you now rejeft our terms, 
you will have unanimity to cope with 
in the continuance of- hoflility. lie 
then propofed, by way of Addrefs, 
“ That it is the opinion of this I^jufe, 
iliat the form of Government in France 
Ihould not preclude any negotution for 
peace, provided chat fuch peace (hould 
appear to his Majelly confident with the 
inierefi, the honour^ and the fecur^y, 
of this country.** 

Lord GrenviUi differed from the 
Noble Duke’s ftaicment of fails; and, 
to avoid mifrepicfentation, he held it 
iiecclfary to make a declaration upon 
the fubjeft. If it had ever been under- 
flood that Government determined not 
to make peace with France as a Repub-? 
lie, he mud folernnly proteft againft any 
fuch aflfciiion. The intimation cA Mo- 
narchy, as defirable to this country par- 
iicuUriy, vvas merely founded uptA a 
prefumption that the majority in France 
were favourable to it. He had been 
alked the objeil of the war in two 
words, and he had given it in one— — 
SECURITY. With regard to the Duke’s 
motion, if It were to be received m the 
litcial fenfe of the words, he, for his 
own part, faw nothing in the fentiment 
that fhould make him dilfcnt from the 
propofition abllrailedly put. From that 
fentiment who indeed that heard him 
c ould differ ? But were we, when de- 
claring that forms of government cre- 
ated no difgufl, to acknowledge a rea« 
dinefs to tieat with any prevailing 
party ? boes the fecurity of a com- 
padt depend upon the terms of pacifi- 


cation, or the per^ns with whom 
cOn'rail? As tq 

which the Noble Duke reded (6 mut^^ > 
whether peace was ever permanent, 
and which he thought itfelf af. irre^ 
nfiible argument; perhaps he fhould be, 
able to convince him, b^re he 
dowA, that this relive not fo irre* 
ddible as it had Ls^nimagioed. Could 
any insm denf|r mat there were different 
prefumpnons of permanence? Were 
the fecurity of all equally valid ? Wat 
nor the bond of one man preferable lo 
another ? Such w.is his fird objeilion 
to the motion. There was a fecoodt 
•and that was, that it could not poflibly 
apply to our prefeiu fituation. in order, 
to dace .clearly at once ,hia fentiments 
ancf objcfl, he fhould ^|)eQ offer the 
amendment he meant to move, the pur^ 
porr of which w^s, to refolye, under the 
prefenc circumdanccs, that it wjis expe- 
dient to fupport his Majedy in the ex- 
itfing jud and neceffary war againft 
France, that fuppoit being the only, 
means of obtaining an honouiyole and 
permanent peace, under any govern- 
ment which may ex din that country- 
This, he faid, was the fubdance oif a 
refolution p.ili>d in the other Houfei, 
and he iruliivd that the Lord* and Com- 
mons on this occafion wquld be cpilec* 
tively of the fame opinioB. That tl^is 
fliouJd meet thev Lordfhips app/obatioa 
he coul^d not doubt, as the objt£I held 
out in France rcfpc^ling ,thi» country" 
wab, Deltnda tfi Carthago \ a fencence 
which he cruded would never be veribed. 
in the manner in which the National 
Convention intended. Such w^p their 
antipathy; and fplr peace, they difclaioi 
a'l that IS not demanded f^rom the ruins 
of power. They declare they will grant 
it only when their enemies dull be com-^ 
pletely enfeebled. lf%e examined the* 
fuppofed alteration of principle produced 
by Moderaiifm in France, fo far from 
finding it lean in our favour, Ro- 
berfpiere and bis adherents were a^uaily 
accufed of^.ruyalifm, and' pf being in 
the Ulcered of the co^nbined fevereigns. 
For a proof that the new fydem was 
equally intolerint with ch: old, he men- 
tioned the punidi^ent ^of author 
(Lacroix), who vvas ordered,tirthc Tri- 
bunal, thence, no doubr^ to make his 
traniu the gu-ilouiie/ for propofing 
to addtefs a queliion to fhe priffnay aU^ 
femblies of the people, Whether they 
had rather live under a Republican Go* 
veinment pr ihi^ Cunditucion of 1791 2 
Thai the faoguinary parties had petn 
^ annibiiateU 
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annihilated who co\kld thinks that ob- 
I'crved the tedious Urocefs and long 
lA||uggIc to convi£^ Md punifli a mon- 
ifer, at whofe unparalleled ennriniiies 
na'ure fhuddered ? — He meant Cairier. 

It was necelldry alfo for him to allude 
to the utter contempt with which this 
fnoderate pV<;V^ had treated Religion. 
A wiiter among who had juft 

been liberated from priyfon fhc would 
• nor name him), had thought proper to 
write upon the relig'on of that courrtiy. 
He had fdid, “ that a feafon ot calamity 
more particulaily led men to (cek the 
confolations of religion, and (he added) 
that, of all countries upon the globe, 
France was that moll deeply interelUd 
to feck them.’* 

I cannot, faid his Lnrdfliip, butad^eit 
alfo to a motion of Gregoucy for a to- 
leration of Chriflianity in France, though 
I foibear io Ihock you with a repetition 
of the fpcech by which it was anfweted, 
or the mention of the fpeaker's confli|« 
deration in. the government j — fufficient 
for me to obferve, it was got rid of by 
the order of the day ; and the Com- 
itiiities were ordered to prepaie imme- 
diately a plan of thcii decadary feafti, 
a fort of Pagan celebraiioij, by which 
the p'ople were taught to difiegard all 
the ceiemonials of ChriftiaiVity <• nay, it 
wascxprtfllycondiiionsd, with ingenious 
inhumanity, that no more pritfls (liould 
be liberated 'until thefS feftivaU wete 
adjuHed. •» 

^ Lord Grenville then purfued his for- 
mer train of infeience, as to the depic- 
ciacion of allignats, which, he laid, 
wcie fallen ft ill lower, fo that now tor 
evciy lool. ihere was a lofs of S2I. or 
i'^I. and, to corroborate this pfl'cition, 
he referred to the report ot Johannoc 
upon the finances of the country. He 
iujtired, after that leportcr, the cnor- 
ncus tieficit' or'iheir commeice, the 


svhofe very afylum they violate by iiiw 
trigue ; and the hriis of this property 
who yee rtfide in France are called upon 
to applaud a fyftem by which they and 
their relatives are beggared for ever.

Tj.ie Duke of Norfolk replied to th^ 
arguments of Loid Grtn^ille, The 
Noble Duke faid, that we were not to 
take our ideas of that degree of libeity 
in Fiance from the publication of a 
bookfcller or publifher. The work 
which had been written w^s a dialogue, 
which the Noble Lord ( Gnn^vilU) laicl 
had propofed to difcufs the prefctcnce 
of a monarchical to a republican go- 
vernment, and this ultimate decifion 
was tfS be made to the primary alTem- 
blies of the people. The tendency of 
luch a work was, the Noble Duke ob- 
ferved, feditious, and at the junfture of 
affairs m Fiance, and the form of their 
government, trcalcmable. He had no 
doubt, if fuch a woik had been publifluci 
here at the time of the Rebellion, pro- 
p'lfing loi d.lculfion, whether the houfe 
of Brunfwick fti *uld continue c u the 
throne of Enjjiand, or the Stuart family 
be lecallfcl j but it would have been con. 
fidcied, he would not fay tieafon, but a 
very higli nufdtmeanour. With rcfpeiSl 
to the motion, he mull prefer the origi- 
nal on? of his nt>ble friend to the amend- 
mery, becaufe it went decidedly to (hew 
the exa^l relation in which we flood

fpc^l of ncgi'tiating a peace. H.s Ma- 
jcfl\’B Minifteis had iujw full txper ence 
of the paft ; they were pidleiled of the 
full information on the flare of public 
affairs, and, he hoped, felt the convic- 
tion of the necefliiy of ti eating for a 
peace. 

Ear! Darnley objc6lcd to the motion, 
as the commerce tif the country, from 
the very critical atfaiis of the Dutch, 
was moft materially rfTedled by it; anti 
from the doubts whieii he had of the 
French, fluftied with vi 61 i)ry, and elated 
with Ibccefs, being in a dilpofiiion for 
peace. Their government, he faid, in 
< it» 
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its prefent ftatc, was a mere heteroge- 
neous mixture of anarchy and lyranny, 
and derived energy and Tubmifiion to its 
decrees by the lyftcm of terror with 
which it was arrayed. 

The Bilhop of Landaff faid, that, 
from the retirednefs of his life, and the 
avocations of his duty, he had (eldom 
tioubied their Lordfliips attention ; but 
the importance of the occafion, he faid, 
had eddied upon him. It was not only 
his concern for the part, bin h^s fearj^r 
the fu.ure, that led him now to gi\e 
his feotiments on this occafion, did 
not mean tu cake up cfit-ir Lord/lxips 
time by entering into any difculfion on 
the jullnefs or neceffity of the Wiir. The 
war had been termed a juft and neceil^ry 
one j he would firft obferve, that' this 
txpreflion coniained two diflinii propo- 
rtions. It was one thing, whether the 
\Vu<r was jufi; another, whether it was 
nectii'uyi and though the Chrifiian re- 
ligion did not foibid war, yet, when this 
(hall prevail in its full force, wars fli'ill 
be no more. Every expedient fiiould 
hv tried be 'ore War Was made; peace 
fijouid be aiked and refufuef, and then 
Hied again, lint this, like every other 
luhjci^Jl-, was that on winch men would 
decide l>y their moral and religious 
vicus. He did not mean to impeach 
the condui^d of any fet of men, neither 
ih.juld his mind be bialTcd by any mo- 
tives but thole of truili and jurtice. 

After the tirft campaign, Great Bri- 
tain had a glorious opportunity of dcier- 
niining the war and the fate of Europe. 
Then It could h ive (aid, thus far fliall 
your limits extend ; not one acie of ter- 
ritory more lhall >ou pofltls. Give up 
your ryllem of fiatn nization j of dlf- 
trafting ihc pence of Europe. Poirefs 
thofe rights which are your ownf France 
flull be at liberty to txercife that I'acred 
nglit of forming a government for her- 
Icif upon Iilt own piinciplcs \ but ihall 
not impofc a government upon other 
ijanrms, nor difluib their tranquillity. 

His Loidfh’p (aid, that, with rdpeft 
to the caufeof ilu. uar, lie hifi conceived 
it cooiiginate in a league formed by a 
ItC of I’rmcts to <lil member Europe. In 
tins league; on Iih conicicnce, he did not 
believe his ]M<*jefiy had any paiticipa- 
Viun ; nMtiitr would he belitvu that the 
king would give to Inch a league his ap* 
probition. The war was begun liy Ger- 
inan^', and then piirliied by us, tor the 
purpole of checking democratic princi- 
ples. But war, he did believe, was no 
iaipedimenc to principles, neither was 


fuch fnccpfs fufficie^ to put doyvn ops* 
mans. The mind Af mao will yield DO 
nothing but mdd a|b lenient reaionings; 
German l^rinces will find that chair 
vernmaiits are better proce£kd by opU 
nions than by armies. It is to opiuons 
tliat the prtient Sovereign reigns in the 
heart of his people;, it is in^imons thaC 
he idill find, that he mak^^ part of that . 
ionfiitution for our ancefiors ih«4 
their blood, anff for which they are nov 
ready to div. He did not believe tl^t thi* 
beloved Sjvereigo, amidil the generat 
alarm and difmay of other princes, ha4 
ever felt dilluibance for his royal perfoiu 
His mind could (bon be tranquillized bjf 
being told that he was part of that confli- 
cution which we all held (o dear ; of that 
Magna Charta, the oiigin of our liber- 
ties, of the Bill of Rights that declared 
thofe hb;rties, and of the integrity of 
ihofe laws by which we were fo mildly 
governed, of the Habeas Corpys, wliich 
no man, without the jufiefi caufe, Ibould 
fufpend j and who would be found, that 
would change thel'e laws for thoCe whicli 
prevail in France ? Who would give up 
our trials by jury, our lelfions and afiizes, 
for a Revolutionary Tribunal’ or who 
fo infatuated could be found as to ex- 
change the amiable family of BrunfwictE 
for a fanguinary and upiUrt incendiar/ 
like Rdbefpierre. 

His Lorddiip then took a view of the 
republican gav^rnmtiits : that in Frai|ce 
he declared to be a tremendous object of 
terrdr and difmay. The Athenian, which 
was held up as a model of the bell kind,, 
was a moll lharp and cruel fyfiem of do- 
minion i and liiole modern machines in 
America were not of fudicienc duration 
to prove their efficacy and utility. Their 
novelty excites fuipicion ; let theni 
piove their excellence by outliving their 
century. With refpett to that form 
which was now in FUnce, his Lordfliip 
cxpiclEd ins opinion, that, after uncea- 
(ingrcvolut'ons, it would at lafi be rctcled 
with (ome form of monarchy^ 

Negotiation was now become matter 
of the moil feiious attention for their 
Lordili-ps; on the difpatch much dt« 
pended,, hy delay rituch may be iolf, and 
the tinonc oj England may be Hiakcn* 
He did not fay <hat he (hould open % 
tieaty beneath the dignity o^hat which 
u'as becoming ; no, he would 'make 
vigorous preparations by fca and land s 
w.e would liold out peace or w;»r. Peape 
we would prefer frpm humariicy ; but, if 
war was fought, we fhjuld difeover the 
greaincrs of our rclbufccsi We llioulil* 

fcli 
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tell the French, that Ihey build upofi our 
djvifions, but we would all continue to 
funporc the throne, inre aridocracy, and 
the people ; the throne from the ando- 
cracy, and the ari<locracy from the peo- 
ple, and the people from the machina- * 
tions of their own demagogues, and 
from the bloW^^^fcenes of foreign fia^r- 
nization. ft 

His Lordfhip faid, from the re- 

tlrednefs of a collegiate lire, he was not 
conneAed with party ; and that it was a 
matter of indifference to him who fleered 
the vcflTcl of the date, provided it moved 
even and fafe in its coutfe. 

The atrocities committed in France 
were difgraceful to human nature ; hut 
even thefe fhould not prevent our nego- 
tiating with them a peace. We were npe 
their avengers. Thofe bloody tyrants 
would not cfcape the tremendous judice 
of God; he would vindicate his holy re- 
ligion^ which they had elfaced, and al- 
mod dedroyed. His Lordfhip then ad-V 
uerted to the finances of France, and 
faid, he would not enter into the quef- 
tion of calculation, as he was afiurcd, 
that, if we had even teplaced a Louis on 
the throne of Fnnce, he would not re- 
turn into our treafures the Turns we had 
expended, nor colonize with his own 
fubje^s the del'olation his war^ had made 
on our territories. From motives fuch 
as thefe, his Lordfliip faid, that the mo- 
tion of the Noble Duke hid met his ap> 
probation. «• 

Several other Peers delivered their 
fencirnents ; after which a diviiion took 
place on the Amendment, when the 
numbers Were—

Memoirs of James Boswell, Efq. 

(Received from a coi refpondent finc<j the 
letters in pp. 469, 471, were printed off.) 

TAMES BOSWELL, efq. was the 
J elded Ion of Alexander BoLvell, 
Lord Auchinleck, one of the judges in 
the fupreme courts of fertion and julli- 
cia'^y in Scotland, lie was born at 
Edinburgh, 06 V. 29, 1740, and received 
the drd rudiments of education m that 
city. He aftei wards (tudied civil law in 
the univeifiiKS of Edinburgh and^Glaf- 
gow. During (ns refidence in thefe ci- 
ties, he acqmied, by the Ibciety of the 
Englifli gentlf-inen who were dudentsin 
tile Englifli colleges, that remaikahle 
preclilcfiion for their manners, which 
neither the force of education, or the 
duUido of his nataU jalum^ could ever 
cricTicate. But, his mod intimate ac- 
quainrance at this period was the Rev. 
Mr. Temple, a woithy, learned, and 
pious divine, whole well-wnrlcn cha- 
ja6ler of Gr^y was inferted in John- 
fon*s life ol that poet. Mr. Bot'weU 
imbibed early the ambition of diftm- 
giiilhing hiinfelf by his literary 
and had the good fortune to obtain the 
pa'ronage of the late Lord Somer/illc, 
This nobleman treated him with the 
mod; flattering kindnel's ; and Mr. Bof- 
well ever remembered with gratitude 
the frieudlhip he io long enjoyed with 
tbit worthy peer. Having ahvay 9 |cn« 
tertained an exaited idea of the felicity 
of London, in the year 1760 he viflted 
that capital ; in the manners and amufe- 
ments of which he found fo much that 
was congenial to his own tafle and feel- 
jngs, that it became ever after his fa- 
vourite refidence, whither he always 
returned from hit eftate in Scotland, 
and from his various Ti^mbles in diffe- 
rent parts of Europe, with increafing 
eager uefs and delight 5 and wo ffnd hiiDi 


nearly twenty ^ afterwardi, 
demi^^pg Scotland 
fphere, and wifiiiq_ 
refidence in London, which I 
great fcenc of ambition, inflruftioo^and, 
comparatively, making his heaven upoa 
earth. He was, doubtlefs, confirmed ‘ 
in this attachment to the n^tropolis by 
the flrong predile6Iion ^f^rtained to* 
Awards it by hi&^i^nd Dr. Johnroo, 
whole fentime^s on this fubjeft Mr* 
Bofvveil details in various pares of his 
life of that great man, and which are 
corroborated by every one, in purfuitofi 
literary and intelleflual attainments, 
who has enjoyed but a tafle of the rich 
fcafl which that cityfpreads before him* 
The politenefs, affability, and infi- 
nuarmg urbanity of manners, which 
difftnguiflied Mr. Bofwcll, introduced 
him into the company of many emmest 
and learned men, whofe acquaintance 
and friend fhip he cultivated \yith' the 
g^eated aiiiduity. In truth, the efteeia 
ahd approbation of learned men feem 
to have been one chief obje.*d of his 
literary ambition; and we And him. 
fo fuccefsful in purfuing his end, that 
he enumerated fomc of tuc greateft mea 
in Scotland among his friends even be« 
fore he left it for the firft time. Not- 
withflandinp^ Mr. Bofwell by his edu^ 
cition w*as intended for the bar, yet he 
WMS him (elf earneflly bent at this period 
upon obtain ing« a commiflion in, the 
Guards, and folicitcd Lord Auchin* 
lcck’s*acquiefcence ; but returned, hQw*> 
ever, by his defire, into Scotland, where 
he received a regular courfe of inflruc* 
tioii in the la\y> and palfed his trials as 
a civilian at Edinburgh. Still, however^ 
ambitious of difplaying himfelf as one 
of the “ manly hearts who guard the 
fair,*’ he revificed London a fecond 
time in 1762 i and various occurrences* 
delaying the purchafe of a commiflion, 
he was at length perfuaded by .Lord 
Auchinleck to reltnquifh his purfuic, 
and Decome an advocate at the Scotc'fai 
bar. In compliance, therefore, with 
his father’s wi^es, he confented to go 
to Utrecht the eoCuing winter, to btac 
the icfiures of an excellent civilian w 
that univerfityj after wYiich he had per^ 
mfffiun to make h«s graad tour of Si|« 
rope. The year 1763 may be conflder^. 
the moft important epocha in Mr. Bof^ 
well’s I'tfe, as he had the Angular felicir 
ty to b^< introduced to Dr. JohofoiU' 
This event, fo aufpicious for Mr. Bof^ 
well, and fo fortunate for the Literary 
Woridi hfippened od May 16, 17^3* 

Having 
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Karittg continued o\le winter at Utrecht, 
.during which timel he vihted f^eral 
parts of the NetherlVnds, he commen- 
ced his proieftcd travels. Pafling from 
Utrecht into Germany, he purfiicd his 
route through SA’itzerland to Gencvaf 
whence he cn flu d the Alps into Italy, 
having vifitV^^n In’? journey Voltaire at 
Ferney, and Rou^i^au in the wilds of 
NtuFchatel, Mr. ©ei^wcll conttnura 
fome tirfie in Italy, wlvfetc he iriet and 
alTociatcd with Lord Mountftuart, to 
whom he afterwards dedicated his The- 
j€$ fu^tdiae. Having vifited the mod 
remarkable cities in Italy, Mr. Bofwe!) 
failed to Corfica, ttavelled over every 
part of that riland, and obtained the * 
friendlhip of the illuftrious Pafqu^le de 
Faolf, in whofe palace he refided ^u- 
V ring his'ftay at Corfica. He afterwards 
went to Paris, whence he returned to 
Scotland in 1766, and Toon after became 
an advocate at the Scotch bar. The 
celebrated Douglas caufe was at th^t 
time a fubjeft of general difcufrion. Mr. 
Bofweil publiihed the ** EHence of the 
Douglas Caufc \ ' a pamphlet whidi 
contributed to procure Mr. Douglas the 
popularity which he at that time pof- 
fclTcd. 

In 176?, Mr. Bofweil obliged the 
woild by his ** Account of Coifica, with 
Memoirs of General Paoli.** Of this 
printfd perform. ’uce Dr. Johnfon thus 
expreifes himftlf : * 

“ Your Journal is curious and d^’ightful. 

1 know not vvlicther 1 could name any nai- 
rativtt hy whu h cuiiofity is belter excited or 
better graiihed/' 

This bo('k has been tranflated into 
the German, Dutch, Italian, and French 
languages, and was rec^Tved with extra- 
ordinary appiobatioii. in the following 
winter, the iheaire-royal at Edinburgh, 
hitherto retrained by party-fpint, was 
opened. On this occalion Mr. Bofweil 
was Elicited by David Rofs, elq. to 
write a prologue. The cffedl of this 
prologue upon the audience was highly 
flattering to the author, and beneticial to 
the manager; as it (ecured to the latter, 
by the annihilation of the oppofmon 
which had been tiH that time too fuc- 
cefifully exerted againfthifnt chetinin- 
termpte^ poirdfion of his patent, which 
he‘.enjoyed till his death, which hap- 
pened in September, 1790. Mr. Bof- 
weli attended his funeral as chieV mour- 
ner, and paid the lafl honours to a man 
with whom he had fpeot many a plca- 
fanc honr. 

In 17^^, was celebrated at Stratford 


on Avon the Jubilee in honour of Shak- 
fpeare. Mr. Bofweil, an enthufiadic 
admirer of the writings .of our immortal 
bard« and ever ready to partake of the 
fead of reafon and the dov» of foul,” 
repaired thither, and appeared at the 
mafquerade as an armed Corfican chief; 
a ^arafler he was eminently qualitied 
to (upport. This year Mr. Bofweil was 
married toMifi Margaret Montgomery, 
a lady whe, to the advantages of a po- 
ll^ educatiryi, united admirable good 
fimfe and a brilliant underd^nding* She 
was 'daughter of David Montgomery, 
efq. related to the illuHrioos family of 
Eglintoune, and reprefentative of the 
antient peerage of Lyle. The death of 
th is ^miable woman is recorded in your 
Obituary for JuiteJ 1790. Mr. Bofweil 
has honoured her memory with an af- 
fe£liona*te tribute. She left him two 
Tons and three daughters ) who, to ufe 
Mr. Bofweli's own words, “ if they in- 
herit licr good qualities, wUl have no 
reafon to complain of their lot. Doi 
ma^na parent urn virtiu*** 

Jn 17S2, Lord Auchinleck died. 

In 17S3, Mr. Bolwell publiihed his 
celebiMted letter to the people of Scot- 
land; which is thus praifcd by Johnfon 
in a letter to the author ; 

“ I am very much of your opinion * 5 

your paper contains very ctiufulcrable know- 
ledge of Hi dory and the Condi cution, very 
pro|)erly produced and applied.” 

Mr, Pitt, to whom Mr. Bofweil com- 
municated the pamphlet, honoured it 
with his approbation. 7 'his fiid letter 
was followed by a fccond, in which 
Ml. Bofvvell difplayed his ufual energy 
and polifcal abilities. In 17S5, Mr. 
Bofweil publiflicd “ A journal of a 
Tour to the Hebrides** wirh Dr. John- 
fon ; ^hich met a fuccefs fimiiar to his 
entertaining account of Coifica. Tliis 
year Mr. Bofweil removed to London, 
and was foon after called to the Englifh 
bar. But Mr. Bofwell's profelTional ou- 
finefs was inttnuptcd by prefiaring his 
mod celebrated work, “The Life of 
Sartl^el Johnfon, LL. D.** This was 
publiihed in 1790, and was received by 
the world with mod extraordinary avi- 
dity. It 18 a faithful hidoty of John- 
fon’s life, and exhibits a mod intered- 
ing pi6ture of the charafler of that il- 
ludnous moralid, delineated with t 
maderly hand. The preparation of a 
fecond edition of ibis work was the lad 
literary perforAiance of Mr. Bafwell. 
Since then no particular circumftance 
occuried. He died May 19, 1795)

The governineu^ of the Church 
by bilhops, as well as pruffs and dea- 
cons, IS what the Scriptures clearly lig- 
r'fy to be the in^trut'on of«Cluiit, 
and what the pruni'ivc Chn^ftians. ob- 
jtrvedj and, therefore, what‘r not only 
do thus contend for with my pen, but 
what 1 never will renounce, nor Itc in- 
troduced in this country, without op- 
pofing it ID fuch a manner that will pro- 
bably terminate with the privation o£ 
my exUience.

JSalut. Three or four votive altars, and 
two .nionumertai cippi, whofe imparts 
point to nothing beyond the names of 
pci Ions and offict'is, may he read as co- 
pied in the Bath Guide. The two Saxon 
or Gothic figures in niches ir.ay be 
mains i alfo a remnant of a female fi- 
gure fitting, in -relief, and the biido 
of a general, or commander, robed, in 
the chlamys, in alto-relievo, in a Iij^her 
and better taflc of fculptuie than is 
tifuaily met With in Roman anriquiiies 
TO England, uf vvliich Mr. P. made 
iketches, but thinks engravings : them 
would be of more cofi than nvorjhip, 

Tbc hollow tiiev of the hypotaud do

thofe literary bullies^ the verbal criticks 
on the one hand, and the fraudulent ha-- 
rangues of fopbifUcalprirfts on the other 
Mr. Taylor here prefents them with an- 
other fptcimen, refpe^lfully inferibeo 10 
the met^denr, council, and members, 'of 
the Koval Academy, having been “ a 
favourite fubjeft of the mod eminent 
artids anfient and modern.’* “ Podc- 
riev,;’ he (J^itors himfclf, ‘‘ will warmly 
patronize lus adertion, and vindicate the 
honours of thofe venerable hcrQcs the 
l.'itter PlatoniOs, that^golden race of phi- 
lofophcrs, of which the gieac Plotinus 
Viands at the head, when furh criticks 
and fucA prietts arc covered with the 
ihadef of eternal oblivion.'* Wc enter 
not into any controverfy on the rncrit of 
Plotinus, who is generally fuppofed to 
have incieafed the obfciirity of Plato- 
nifm ; nor of Apuleius, who was a jolly 
freethinker of iiis time, and difgraccd 
his phiiofophy by his pradliccs ; but 
leave the interpretation of the table in all 
the obfturity into which Mr, T. has 
plunged it, by jiipereffentiol natures and 
uniiies if the god^n mundane and fuper* 
mundane^ and the hitelleHs and fouls of 
the Jlars. If there were no cUarcr fyf- 
tem of Theology or Metaphy Ticks than 
Platonifm or Flotinifm holds forth, it 
ware better to abide by the few inftruc- 
live or traditionary im[>Tetlions ot God 
and -Nature which torm the creed of an 
American favage, and regnhte his con- 
du£l, than ail this uninteLigible jaigoa 
of words. 

When we read Mr. T*6 apology for 
obtruding tlicfe books on the publick, 
in 'his defence of his Paufanias againft 
the Biitiib Criticks, at the ^nd of this 
ublicatitn, that he <u rtUs for bread ; we 
eartily pity him that he has not a more 
hcnourable mode of fupporting himfclf

FROM Ifai.-ih Ivili. 3. the worthy 
Dignitary takes occafion to ^enforce the 
doSrine of the inteifcrence of Divine 
Providence in the affairs of n.uions. 

« Wc ought always,'* fays he, to be 
very cautious how WC make applications 
concerniiii; 
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concerning the judgemenu of God; but 
there certainly may be iituationa in 
which fuch applications are not only 
verv jivOifiable, but feem to be nally un- 
avoidable. And the circumftances of the 
prefent time feem to mark, in the 
Ihongert chara 61 crs, foine fcene of the 
greatcft importance now opening upon 
the world by the hand of God. VVnac 
this fcene may be when it lli dl be fully 
difclofed, or what changes it may pro- 
duce with refpeft to the great potentates 
and fierce warriois of the earth, Go<h 
only knows, and it would be prefuAip- 
tuous in us to determine. But it is our 
duty to enquire how we may be aSTefted 
by this aweful ddclofure, and on what 
ground we ourfelves ftand in this rc- 
lpe£t; and honefily examine whctlTfer, 
hy any notorious n.itional iniquity, we 
have leal'on to dread the fevere but juft 
vilitation of God.*’ 

Thefe national iniquities the Dean 
procreds to determine to be our encou- 
ragement of wai, and of the ftave-trade. 
oil the latter, among other arguments, 
the example of Tyre U brought forward. 
We arc, however, free to confels the 
blindntfs that prevents our feeing »hea- 
vier denunciation againft this than any 
other article of that extenfive and advan- 
tageous commerce that had fo intoxica- 
ted tins antient emporium of the nations. 
Wc would fain flatter ourfelves that the 
al noll prophetic language addrefled to 
us, as a n.uion, in this difcourlc is more 
the elF'-£l of a loo fenfitivc mind, alarm- 
ing itfclf ungrcundedly fo*r us; and that 
ihc three dcvililh rpiriis, the three dia- 
bolical frogs, Will be the fcourges and 
punifliment of the Continent— long be- 
fore they come nigh to us. In applying* 
to us the apocalyptical threatcnings 
ngainft Babylon, another ts he 

calls It, in the New Tcflament, docs^not 
Dr. P. lean too mticli to Mr. Brothers, 
who pronounces, with the tmphafis of 
infpiration, that Babylon is London ? 
and threatens, now he is dtipifed and 
imprifoned, to kill tiie inhabitants and 
fire ^he city ? Far be it from us to pal- 
liate the enormities of nations or indivi- 
duals ; IvJt great care fhould be taken 
how the moft enlightened and the moft 
bcncvoleic men pl*y with the divine 
threarcni.igb, or the interference of Pro- 
vidence to bring about the beft defigns 
of Reformation.

85. An Idea of the prefent State of France,' 
and of the Confequenus of the Events paffin^ 
in that Kingdom. By the Author of Toe Ex^ 
ample of France a kKaming to England. 

THIS idea is, that France is rivalling 
Sparta, wheie the people were divided 
into two clafles; foldiers, free; and cul« 
tivators, (laves. “ The prominent fea- 
tures in the flate of France are, at pre- 
fent, armies verv numerous, railed by 
force of rcquiiition, but lb to be well' 
fed and fopplicd ; the government vi- 
brating bet w«‘en the clubs and the conw' 
vention, fuhjet^ by vaiiations occafioned' 
by the rife and fall^of certain ^parties, 
which pofTefs by turns ^ influence with 
the people ; ^Ibthe ciops, produflioqs^ 
and live flock, of farrMrsi^pIaccdnii. 
a ftarc of lequifinon for public ufdiS 
affignats at an enormous dilcounr, bu6 
the fale^f moft commodities, and efpe- 
cially for the publick, fubie£fcco the iaW 
of the maximum, which levels that dif- 
count ; a vigour, f'everity;’ ftetmiefsi^ 
and defpotilm; in the emrgies of g^. 

veinmcatii. 
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temmentf v^loh enforce in obedience 
to 1^11 ilecrecs, fuofai Vis htee not before 
been knbwo in ill ^e world. Thefe 
circumfiinces combined form one of the 
moft enripus poikicil fpefiacles of which 
the hiftory of mankind preferves any 
traces** (p. i, 3). “ Whatever be the 

intentions obje£ls of the men who 
were the leaders in the revolutions 
have f^or Bve years diftreired the king- 
doin» the fa£f is that a fomewhat 

fimilar to that of Lycurgus nearly efta- 
bltihed, ttfeif. The cxiftepce of ve^ 
great cities will occafion (hades of dif« 
ference ; the inhabitants of ihofe cities 
will become the garrifons of walled 
camps, and thus afiimilate with the' 
military, and become a part of the free 
clafs, but the peafantry may remain 
equally enflaved** (p. 6). Mr. Young 
aodreil'es himfelf in animated language 
to the landed, trading, and moneyed men- 
of every delcription, who are favourable 
to the principles that are produ^live 
thefe revolutions in the world, or in» 
a£live in their oppotition to them 3. and 
calls on every commercial clafs in Bri- 
tain to feconcl tlie cffbns of government 
with a vigorous and mod determined 
fpiritj it is on-ly by great facrifiecs at 
prefent chat «ny thing can be preferved 
in future. In his opinion, tlje conti- 
nuance'of the war will be Icfs dangerous 
than an infidious peace, which will give 
freer fcope to the circulation of Frdncii 
principU'S among us. He advert^jto the 
behaviour of the friends of the perfons 
lately acquitted, and obferves chat ** to 
the real and peaceable friends of Britiih 
liberty sc is not of much coniequence 
whether the coolpiracors agninlt our 
happy goveinment die on a fcal^oJd or 
l^ve under the odium of having attempt* 
cd codeHroy it; hut it is of inhuitc im- 
portance that we ihould have rtceived- 
the convi6lion which the trials chat are 
pad have given us, that fiich defu^ns 
were unquelbofiahly formed, and ch^t 
the pretence of a reform in parliament 
was no more than a cloke to oover 
intentions of the deepeft malignity** (p. 
zi). 

<< Foreign conquhft dedroved Sparta,'* 
and may have thh fame effeft on France. 
" The cnormvy, rcfburces, extent, and 
energy, of the force which has there 
been created by events the mod amazing 
' and mod horrible that ever aftoniflitd 
and feourged tha human fpccies, dc- 
(jc^rve tfie mod ferious examination by 
I ivtxy cabinet, and ought to alarm every 
^^ivu^ual that has any property in any 


country of the globe. This force hat 
been greatly under-rated, and ought to 
increafe the terror of all its neighbour- 
hood. If it fhould be found to red in 
the great outline on fomething fimilar 
ih efFe£l to the inftitucions of L.ycurgus, 
it becomes a^more ferious alarm, be- 
caufe reding on a more 42eFmanent prin- 
ciple than is admitted at prefenc. Who- 
ever be the real defpots of France, the ■ 
terrible power of every leader mud 
hang by ^ tiiread ; and every reafoning, 
founded on fo uncertain a combination, 
mud want much of the maturity which 
ought alone to dem^and aitcntion in the 
prefent inquiry,** p. 26. 

Mr. Young is of opinion, the different 
principles applied in the two conqueds 
of Flanders, by Dumourier and Piche- 
gru, feem to prove a real change in the 
government of France. While tlie Con- 
vention had any freedom, the people in 
every former eonqued were fecured and 
appealed to, and every effort tended to- 
edablifh a government fimilar to that of 
France. At prefenc the Ficnch treat 
the Flemings as a conquered people, and 
plainly give up the idea of being joined 
10 otbir countries by the people. Nor 
is the mildneis which feem'^ riling in tht 
Convention, to be traded in making » 
peace. Parties may life and fall in fuc- 
cefiion in that horrid lyllein which h.»s 
ruined Fi.mce; but the probability is, 
the mod violent will ultimately prevail 
ill all democracies. Suppol'e then, the 
peace broken, and a new w»r; what is 
the conclufiun) that the multiplication 
of afiignats mud be coiumued by war, 
till the people, thoroughly tired of their 
tyrants, fliall edaWifh on firm founda- 
tions the power of thofe who fiom mad- 
ntfs (hail be relied on to keep whatever 
peace \nay then be concludtct, p. 29. 

Manners formed the Spartans*, alfurcd- 
ly not the manners of the French ; but 
events like thofe which have taken place 
in France wi'l drongly tenc| to an eiitiie 
change in minner<», and tnac in elie6t 
they arc changed 13 known ; the equa- 
lity which is introduced, and the hanrfli- 
luenr, death, or rum, of all whofe for- 
tunes were large enough to prcfeive the 
luxury whicli former European manners 
have cdabliOicd, H fia/phcity, ferocity, 
and hardy courage, which may have ef- 
fe^ls of a nature entirely fimilar to the 
inllitucions of Lycurgus, fuffitiently fo 
to render France a camp, and itu loldicrs 
the terror of the woild, p. 30. Should 
France proferibe the precious metals, 
that country will red oa fo new and Bn- 
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^uUr a foundation in every rerpe6^, that 
ic will merit the utmod anxiety to dif- 
cover the bed means of oppoiing it, . 
which ^ill not be the continued increafe 
of a fnonty 4 d debt, but, for fecuricy at 
home, a regijitrid armtd force. This 
Mr Young propofed in his former pub- 
lication, nnd has feen in part carried in- 
to execution. He now recommend! a 
• militia of 500*000 men,< regimdited and 
armed as a-foice ecpial to any demand 
that the probability of events may render 
neceflary. “ That fudi a meal'uJc (hould 
iioc be left to tbc voluntary efforts or 
individunls, wc fee (ufiicient pioof in 
tlie prtftnt effoit-, tb raile an armed 
vcomanry, fn lerptiMablv and cffc£luaUy 
made in fomc dilbic.is, but fo languid 
an^ irregular in oiliers, that, while f^me 
counties have made good beginnings, 
othtti), after ftvcral months, but imper- 
fectly move. Little feparate corps, be- 
lo-nging to towr.-i and finall diftriCis, 
would be ufetul to fiippieL tumults; 
hut, in cafe of any larger infuircCiion or 
formidable invafion, there ought to be 
in cve-ry county two of ihrce common 
Centres, wheie all may fpeedily unite ; 
and regulations, enaCfed long htfe^e the 
momenrof diftrefs, fhould, by pioviding 
for every diiliculty, prevent confufion. 
Fortif)ing pods to impregnable ftrength, 
and forming a capac cus citadel near the 
capital, would deferve confidciation,** p, 

3 5. Mr. Young condemns fome of the

The profpe£t of ihe natural tendency 
of the prefent meafures, properly en- 
forced, would open the eyes of the 
French, nation to the enormity of their 
danger. Mr. Y. is of opinion, that the 
iiatviral courfe of the hoirors which have 
defolated the kingdom weuld re-e(lahli(h 
monaichy only by the gcicral difconicnt 
of thole who have the power in their 
hands— the miiitart. The difeontents 
of the opprellcd b»vc a 1 hitherto been 
crufhed; of the dilLontenis of the op- 
preffois wc are not yet informed. Ti c 
Convention have hitherto put it out of 
the power of a favourite general to efta- 
biiih biiuielf. Put aa end to (io luinoua 


a war, fay jither JKltfJl, jnijl leave ebe 
French to theaifel^^ aml^they vjll*. 
quarrel and cut onexnatbei^e tiircMts 
a civil war* lfthii%e trpe, fava 
the Convention mull know it, at 
B§ well as thefe gentlemen; ano, if 
where can the hope of peace be founded ! - 
** The information 1 have repeived from^ 
perfems who have been latm' tn France 
all agree that the great mafsflof people' 
hate the ConvcQ^cion. The fcale of ihekt' 
hatred has been deferibed thus: i.,the/ 
abhor the emigrants* to whom they ar* 
tribute the war ; 2 they detcll the al- 
lied powers, for wanting to impofe (aa 
they hare been made 10 believe) their 
•old government, with all its abufes; 3* 
they execrate the Convention. This ha* 
cred of the Conventirn is reprefenced as 
pvi^rading every clafs of the nation, the 
armies, the men, the officers, and evep 
the generals.

Mr^ Y. takes a view ol our fuccefl^ 
in the Well Indies, and dates Domingo 
as of far gieater value than the other fu- 
gar-illands, which wili, while wc keep 
them, pay, in public revenue, a fuip 
great enough even to mcafure, in lio 
flight deg'-ce, with the mafs of our ex- 
pences.

one whole Icafon foi drawing uMs im- 
mediately Joft — erperially as wc know 
not how foon, fome nrchite 61 uial 
jobb, the two boufes of parliament, with 
every remain of the palaces of our an- 
lient monarclis, may be fevcleu with the 
ground, or burnt by forae accidental fire 
of another feven years trial of feme 
great national culpiir, or lome rotten 
culottes well larded with phlogifton. • 
Fiom the account annexed wc Icrfrn 
that St. Siepbcn’^s chapel was atWed to 
the palace liy King S’epheii ; rebuilt by 
Edward I. j and, being buinc with the 
palace and nionaflcry, 1298, was a fe- 
cond time rebuilt by Edward JII. be- 
tween 1330 and 1363, with ftonc 
brought from Caen in Nornfiandy, and 
the columns- with marble from Corfe, in 
the ifle of Purbcck. It was made col- 
legiate by this king^for a dean, 12 fecu- 
lar canons, as many vicars, tS<c. with a 
bancifoine endowment, which, for a fhorc

Among the monuments were thofe of tho 
hero Rofencruicz, wlio loft his life at the 
fiege of Helfingbiirg; and Cornelius Lereke. 
chancellor of lt.ite 1680. Tho church was 
adorneib with* beautiful paintings and feuip* 
tures, and in the walk' behind it was fiaftened \ 
by chains a ciniion-ball, which was fir^d 
ag.flnfttlic wuo>woTk of the roof on tho 
Nor^^fide of th<? choir, in the fie^e of 1653. 

Ill the king'^s feat in this chinch were por- 
traits of all Hie kings of the houfe of Olden- 
burgh to his prefent majeity, befides thofe of 
faints, apolllesand reformers.

is expcfirnced ; and that onr Chnftian dit- 
ciphne IS I’npporced w'lth in:ieafing vigour. 

“ 'Die account of futter irgs brought 111 this 
year, chiefly for tithes, priefls demand'^, and 
chofe called church-rates, amounts in Britain 
to fix thoufaiid ihiee fum-ired and eighty -ono 
pound'; and, in li eland, to one thournid 
two hundred and inncty-twm pounds. Seven 
memb'^rsof oiw fociety are httly committed 
to prifor, by an Exchcqiif'r procefs, on ac- 
count of our tcllimoiiy ag''inrt TitheSt We 
wilh tlicir allotment may prove a call to 
tbofe among ns, who do n 4: come up witli 
their bichicn in tins tellimony, afrelh to 
confiJcr tlie fr.iinJation of it: name'y, a de- 
lire to be clear, 111 the fight of the Shepherd 
and Bilhop of Souls, fioni lupporting a rai- 
nilirv of_human orifliution, cxercifing its 
fundlions for lucre, an 3 rending to diveit 
the attention *of th(f people Jiom the ftciet 
inftrudlion of his all-lufficient Spirit. Divers 
h.ive been Che admunitjons of this meeting to 
thefe unfaicliful brethren, and clear thc'pro- 
vifion of our difciphiie agaipft their con- 
fiimcd 4 icgle^l; but, O Friends of this dc* 
fenption, how much more defiir.ible is it to 
gain you by perluafion, apd to perceive your 
judgements conMneed by the light of truth 
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than to treat you as delinquents t Lay aftda 
thcrt-forc your former prejudices. Suffer 
not Che cuffoms of meni the profpe6t of in- 
convenience, or the fear of appealing to 
differ from your intimates, fo to influence 
your minds as to make your de^'iations even 
(defirable in your view. Be fnre alfo that 
other inconfiftencies with the felf-dcnyi|<g 
chAra6\erof aCliiiilian, do nut keep yoii|^at 
a diflance from t^t point of view, iif wti|(:ii 
ye may clfarly fee pour diny in this re(|iedf. 
How do you attend yoiii leligious meetings? 
What ih.ire have tlie honi^ur and the gam of 
ilie world in your afl'eiSlions? is the eye fo 
fingle, that ye can be certain your judgement 
is right ? Thefc are impoit.mc coiifiderations : 
futfer tliem then to have due place in your 
niinds. ^ 

“ We have this yeai received eplftles frofn 
the yearly meetiiigs of New York, of Penn- 
fylvania, of Maryland, and of Virginia, 
whereby wc learn the continued engagement 
of our fi lends to be of fervice to mankinj} 
ill tlieir genciatioii. Trom Pennfylvania we 
* haf«' account of the good underftand- 
ing helween our friends and tlie Indiaq na- 
tives; wlu) have again invited tticm Uj a 
tieaty held for compofing the diflfeienccs on 
the frontiers. A deputation of fneiids ac- 
coidingly, with the approbation of the go- 
vernment, attended, la(l fall, at a treaty, at 
which, befides having tlie fatisfadlion of (See- 
ing in foiiie meafure the good purpofes of the 
conference anfweied, they had frefli proof 
*of the good and permanent etfedts which 
kind treatment produces in the minds even 
of fucli as are termed uncivilized men, in 
the refpcifl in wliiUi Uie Indians h(dd tlie 
mertrory of the firfl founder of Peqpfylvania, 
and in wliofe fuccelTors in religimis profef- 
fion, they continue to place a coiifldence 
almufl unlimited. 

** In fume of the States, we find Friends 
liave been anxious to promote an increasing 
attention to tlie procuring an education for 
the defccndants of the blaik people, fiuCeif 
to their ft.ition, and which may render them 
fit to become ufeful members of the com* 
nuifiity : an<l this, on the principle which, 
in moll things undertrikcn hy men, is a fure 
guide to doing right, and producing good cf- 
ie£ls; namely, tlie dtfire to do to others as 
wc would they fhould do to us. 

“ Our Friends of New Engl.iud have been 
engaged in an application to the general go- 
vernment of the United States againft the 
Slave-Tiade ; .ind have ( htaiucd altern'iiMi 
of the law, in g^eat mc^fure anfwerablc to 
iheir eApe£l.u»on. We wMh the fympathy 
of Friends here, for the injured people whofe 
fufFerings are moie nearly conncdled with 
this our native land, had been l>y this time 
more piodudlive of benefit. On a cafe of 
diflrefs fo deep^ and negledl fo unfeeling, it 
is not always eafy for the human mind to 
irfl'iCj wicjiout hitter ceiifufe on the au- 
tliois of llicir woes’. Friend-^; .i feel- 
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ing hath been wiinclTcd amongfl vis at this 
time, which diredls the mind in pity towards 
the deplorable flare of thofe men, who pro- 
mote, procure, and execute, the tearing awav 
of the Africans from their parent foil : and 
feeing we believe that a jufl and dreadful re- 
trihiuion awaits the unrepenting and obdu- 
rate oppreffor, at that awful tribunal where 
fophiflry fhall not prevail to exculpate, let 
us, amidfl all our fympathy for the I'ufFeieis, 
^ve place in our minds to a true concern Cur 
the Tradcisin Negroes— men equally inte- 
r^fled with us in tlie rewards of futurity— 
and le^us feek for, and cherifli, that difpe- 
« liqf)n of mind, which can pray fur thefe 
enemies of humanity, and fervently breathe 
for their refloratj^iii to fonndnefs of judge* 
ment and purity of principle. 

“ ft hath been often obferved, that the 
defire of acquii mg wealth is an incitement 
s.) every evil ; and leaving, in this inflance, 
a proof to what great lengtiis it will carry 
thofe who give it place in their he.irR;, let us 
glint d againfl the beginnings of fo gre.it 
temptation. Cticumfcribed even as we are 
more than many, it is not imnfnal, in our 
pnrfuit of the things of this life, for our 
gain and our convenience to clalh wkh our 
teftimony. Oh I then may wc be willing to 
paufe, and give time for thefe pafllops to 
fiibfule, which would hurry us to the ac- 
con’iplifhment of the defired purpofe ere the 
ftill voice of wifdom bo diflinffly heard to 
guide us in the way in which we fhould go. 
And, beloved youth, in an efpecial manner, 
guard againfl the firfl facrifices of duty to 
inclination. If ye cuih inordinate defires m 
their infancy, your vidlory over future temp- 
tations will he the more eafy ; .ind, through 
f.iith in him that hath loved ns, and l^ath 
ovcicome, ye w ill in time be more than con- 
querors: but, if yc (brink from the conflict, 
or refign the viiflory to the tempter, ye will 
be dcfpniled of the armour defigned to pre- 
fervd' you in future aflaulis ; and, it may be, 
umible to lefift, in your farther progrefl 
through life, temixations, which, in the 
fi eln mommg i>f your day, ye would have 
h^eld in abhoriencc. 

“ VVe hare endeavoured, in tJie two lafl 
years, to caution our brethren in prufefliuii 
againft fuffering the commotions of the time 
to feduce them from the path of blamolel's 
fimplicity, in which it becomes all true fol* 
lowers of Chrift to walk. And, though we 
defire not to repeat fimilar advice, wc think 
it incumbunt on O', now to hid you beware oi 
being inJnceii, either inadvertently or for 
gam, in any m.inner to give countenance to 
the dcltroying pradlice of War. Many are 
the ways by which the nnwary and the co 
vatous may be caught. But. brethren, look 
beyond the fiuf.ice. Behold the depth of 
mifery into which war plunges mankind. 
Then, putting your truft in Him who gives 
underflanding to the fimple, and provides for 
the fparrows, ye may avoid the pollution 
(. whicii 
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which IS theirs wlio join hands with this 
defolatuig evil.

This evening, between 4 and 5, as the 
woi knicii w'erc employed in pulling down 
three houfes in Bridewell, New Bridge* 
rtreet, forineily occupied by the Ans-maf- 
teis, hut i|’hich*vvere to be made into prifone^ 
they fuddenly g.nvc way. 

This mel tncholy event was caufed, in part, 
fi unwremoving thcetiaift beams below with* 
oiii Ihoging up the buildings in a proper 
manrer, hut principally from a violent and 
momeiirary gulf of wind. It is fiippofed thac 
between 12 and 15 men were buried in the 
ruins — fix w'cre got out very foon ; two of 
them not mucli hruifed, hut the others con- 
fidci Ably liui t, who were immedi.itely fenC 
Co the hofpital. In tlie evening two n>ore 
were dug out alive, but vciy dangerourty 
liuic i and twoothershave fiuce been found, 
who appeared to have been killed on the 
fpoi. The walls, wdilch from thc^ dangerous 
flare after the f.ill of t!i = hou <••?, "ihretitened 
fuither dcftru6lion, were next morning 
pulled down. 

Tuefday, yufif 23 . 

A murder was c immured at Keiv, 
on the bodies of an old man .iiid his 
wife, who lefided in Kew-l.uic, and witli 
who-n it appeal^ the mBrderer, who ufed 
to work in tl^ gaidens .ibout that neigli- 
bvim hood} was in the habits of the greateft 
intimacy. The bid people, who lived on 2 
fmall iiid^ndenc income, rt ei^uently aifirted 
the wretch, who afterwar.is proved their 
aflartin, with Che loan of little fums of mo^ 
ney, tome of which not having rep.tid, the 
old w'umau refufed to. lend him any niore» 
when he went to her for that pnrpofe laft 
about 10 o’clock, at which time her 
^ , liulbaud 
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h»i(br\ni!, beinp fom'Jwhat indifpofed, wat 
gone l)cd; ihe villain, finding lie could 
not picvail on her, went up ftairs to the 
old man, who, it is fuppofed, alfo denied 
him, as he immediately itiurdercu him in the 
moft fliocking manner with a hammer, and 
the old woman hearing the groans of hfc 
dying huflaand, was haltcning to his aflill- 
aiict', when the l^lain met her, amftwlji 
the fame inflrnment^fhattercd her head m 
fodieadfnla degree, that (he expired foon 
after. The neighbours, Alarmed hy the 
Doife, got into the houfe and IVcured the 
murderci-. He was iaken before the magif- 
t rates at the Police ofllce, at Union Hall, in 
tlie Roi'ough, vvheie he undeiwent an ex- 
amination, the rcli.lt of whicii was, his be- 
ing fully commuted *^to take his trial for thd" 
murders at the next aflizes for the County of 
Suncy.
